In which is recounted the misfortune of the afflided 
duenna. 

IN the rear of thofe melancholy muficians, about a 
dozen duennas, divided into two files, began to 
enter the garden, clad in loofe morning-gowns, fcem- 
ipgly of milled ftufF, with white veils of fine muflin, 
10 long that nothing but the borders of the gowns 
were feen. After thefe came the countefe Trifaldi, 
led by her fquire Trifaldin, of the fnowy beard, and 
clothed in a robe of the fineft black ferge^ whichj had 
it been napped, would have difplayed grains as large 
as the beft Martos * garavances. The tail or fkirt, or

the three acute angles iprmed by the three divifions^ 
a circumftance from which all who faw this divided 
train, cQnclvi4ed that from hence fhe was called the 
countefs of Trifaldi, as If fhe would fay the cCuntefs 
of three fkirts \ and this is what Benengeli affirms 
for truth, obfemng that he? proper appellation was 
the countefs de Wolf, becaufe her country pro4uced 
a great numbtr of thofe ^tiim^s, and if it had been 
famous for foxes, ihe would have been called ttij 
lady Fox ; for it is the cuftom in thofe countries, for 
people of ^fsifii^n to ti!kj^ their denomination from the 
thing or things with which their eftates chiefly abound ; 
but this countefs, in order to favour the fafhion of her 
train, laid afide the name of Wolf, and aflumed that 
of Trifaldi. 

The t^i^ve d^enoa^ ai^ their lady advanced at a 
proceffion-pace, their faces covered with white veils, 
though not tranfparcnt like that of the fquire Trifaldin ; 
on the contrary, they were fo dofc that nothing ap- 
jfO^0Gd th¥Qug|i thiem* When ijo^ whole duenaian 
fquadron appeared, the duke and duchefs, Don Quix- 
ote, and all thofe who beheld the proceffion^i ftood 
/ vp^ aad A% twelve duennas hal^g, made a lai^ 
Arott^ wdiich the afilifled lady advanced, without 
quitting the h^nd of Trifaldin, while their graces 
^nd Don Q^iisote w^nt Ibrvrards about a dozen ftefiSj 
ta veceivte her: dien fhe kneeled upon t^ giound^ 
and wbh a voice that was coarfe and roitgh rather 
than finoolih aad delicate, pronounced this addrefs : 
** I heg you* graoea will be pleafed to ware aH this 
OWfle^ to yoaur humble * varlet-^I mean your hand-

aiaid— Indeed I am fo overwhelmed with affikfHoti^ 
that I can hardly return a rational anfwcr; for mjr 
ftrange and unheard-of misfortune hath hurried away 
my underftanding, I know not whither, tho^ it mtrft 
be at a great diftance, becaufe the more I feck, Ac 
farther I am from finding it/* ** He mttft be de- 
prived of k altogether, my lady countefs,' anfwered 
the duke, who could not difcover your worth from 
the appearance of your perfon, which, without fttr- 
ther inquiry, -is deferving of the whole cream of (our- 
tcfy, and the very effence of polite ceremony.** 

So faying, he prefented his hand, and raifing her 
up, feated her in a chair clofe bv the duchefs, who 
likewife received her with great relpeft. Don Quixote 
was filent, and Sancho ready to burft with curicrfitj 
to fee the faces of the countefs Trifaldi and fome of 
her duennas ; but he could not poffibly gratify his 
deftre' uotif they unveiled themfelves, of theif ' own 
free will and motion. Every body was hufbed, cr- 
pcfting who would put an end to the general filerfcCn 
which the af8i£ted countefs broke in thefe words: 
*' Confident I am^ O powerful lord, moft beautiful 
lady, and moft fagacious byftanders, that my molt 
Wretchednefs will find a reception equally placid, ge- 
nerous, and Aolorous, wiAin your valorous bofoms ; 
for fuch it is, as were enough to foften marblt, melt 
the diamond, and mollify the ftcd of the moft obdu« 
rate heart ; but before it appears in the, parade of yout 
hearing, not to fay your ears, I would I were certified, 
^irhether or not the perfe£lionatiffimo knight Don 
Quixote de la Manchimma, zni hh fquiriflimo Pan- 
2a, are in this groupe, circle, or aflembly ?* Before 
any other perfon could reply, <* Panza, cried Sancho, 
is here, and likewife Don Qctixitiflimo ; and therefore 
xnoft dolorous duenniffima, you may fay what you 
think properiffimo; for we are all ready and promp- 
tiffimos to be your fervaptiflimos." Then Don Quix- 
ote, tifing and addrcffing himftlf to tlic ;^^ed du- 
h r enna.

cnna, ** If your misfortunes, diftrefled lady, faid he, 
can derive any remedy or redrefs from the valour or 
ftrength of any knight-errant, here are mine, which, 
tho' feeble and defeftive, fhall be wholly exerted in 
your behalf. I am Don Quixote de la Mancha, whofe 
office it is to affift the neceflitous of all degrees j and, 
this being thie cafe, as it really is, you have no occafion, 
inadam, to befpeak benevolence, and feek after pre- 
ambles ^ but only to rehcarfe your misfortunes plainly 
and without circiunlocution, and they fhall be heard 
by thofe who, tho* perhaps unable to redrefs, will at 
lead condole them." 

The affli£ked duenna, hearing this declaration, at- 
tempted to throw hcrfelf at the feet of Don Quixote, 
nay even executed the attempt, and ftruggling ^to em- 
brace them, exclaimed, " O invincible knight ! I pro- 
ftrate myfelf before thefe feet and legs, which are 
the bafes and fupportiers of knight-errantry: fuffer 
me to kifs thefe feet on whofe footfteps the cure of 
my misfortune folely depends. O valiant errant ! 
wnofe real exploits outftrip and obfcure the fabulous 
feats of all the Amidifes, Belianifes, and Efplan- 
dians— " 

Then turning from the knight, and feizing Sancho 
by the hand, ** And O ! faid fhe, thou loyaleft f quire 
that ever ferved knight-errant, in the paft or prefent 
age^ whofe virtue exceeds in length the beard of this 
my domeftic Trifaldin, well maydft thou boaft that, 
in attending the great Don Quixote, thou doft attend 
in epitome the whole tribe of knights that ever hand- 
led arms on this terreftrial ball.' I conjure thee, by 
thy own moft faithful benevolence, to be my inter- 
ceflbr with thy mafter, that he may inftantly favour 
me, the moft humble and unfortunate countefs that 
ever was born." 

To this addrefs Sancho replied, " Whether my 

virtue, my lady, be as long and broad as your fquire's 

bcard^ is of very little fignification^ fo that my foul 

2 be 
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be bearded and whifkered when it leaves this life,- 
which is the main point ; I care little or nothing for 
beards here below. But, without all this coaxing 
and begging, I will defire my mailer, who, I believe, 
has a refpedi for me, efpecially no^<^ that I am' be- 
come necefiary in a certain affair, to favour and affift 
your lady (hip to the utmoft of his power : your lady- 
fliip may therefore unpack and recount your griefs, that 
all of us may underftand the nature of your mif- 
fortune." 

The duke and duchefs were ready to burft with 
laughing at this dialogue ; for they knew the drift 
of the adventure, and were extremely well pleafed 
with the acutenefs and diflimulation of the countefs 
Trifaldi, who feating herfelf again, began her (lory in 
thefe words : 

" Of the famous kingdom of Candaya, fituated 
between the great Trapobana and the South Sea, 
two leagues beyond Cape Comorin, Donna Magun- 
cia was queen, as widow of king Archipiela her lord 
and hufband, in which marriage they begat and pro- 
created the infanta Antonomafia, heirefs of the crown, 
which faid infanta Antonomafia was bred and brought 
up under my care and inftruftion; for I was her 
mother's moft ancient and principal duenna.

Cm of her life : but furely they have not, for 
aven would not permit fuch mifchief to be done 
on earth, as to tear the green clufter fjrom the moft 
beautiful vine that ever foil produced • Of this 
beauty, which my coarfe tonguf can never extol, an

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infitiite number t>f noWemen, natives as well as ftran-^ 
gersy became enamoured. Among thefe a private^ 
knight belonging to the court had the pa-efumption to 
raife his thou^ts to the heaven of fuch perfe£tion,: 
confMing m his youths his gallantry^ his various ta- 
lents and accompUflimentS) and the facility and feli-^ 
cky of his yritj for, I muft tell your graces, if you 
are not offended jA the fubjeft, that he touched the 
guitarre fo nicely as to make it fpeak^ befidesy he was 
a poet, a great dancer, and could make birdcages fo^ 
curloufly, that he miglu have earned his bread by that 
employment, had he been reduced to want% Such ^ 
aumber of natural gifts and qualifications was enough 
to 0verthro\t a mountain, .much more a dolicate 
young maiden ; but all hi$ gaiety ^nd; gallantry, hi|' 
gifts and graces, would have avaued litt^ or neti^ff 
^inftthe fortrefsof Hiy'ch^ige> if tite tafcactetous 
ruffian had not pra£iif(|^d meam. tQ reduce nie fisft^ 
The bafe robber and lew4 y^gabg^ began bf <ijyU^ 
livating my good-will, a|i4 NCQi3ftit)liii|f ipf tiilt^ th^^t, 
like a difleyal governor, I mi^t deliver vp the key% 
jof the fort which I guarded. In a word, he flatter-"* 
<d my ttndetftanding,: and obtained my confent, hf 
prefenting me with fomc jewels an4 trinkets; but 
what chiefly contributed to lay me on my back, were 
ibme couplets which I heard him fmg one night white 
I ilood at a rail that looked into an alley where he wad, 
and which^ to the beft of my remembrance, were to 
thiaeffea: 

A thoufand fhaft^ from my fweet foe 
Ar^ launched unerring to my he»rt. 
Yet muft I not reveal the fmart ^ 

And filence aggravates my woe ! 

I thought the turn of the rhyme v^as as fmooth as 

pearls, and his voice as fweet as fugar-candy j.and,

me,

qmc^filTei) in all the, fenfes. Therefore,. I repeat it 
to t^s hommrabk compaiily, that fuch d^oigerotts 
i^hymers ought to be banifhed to. the Ifle of {wizards t 
yet, they arc not fo much to blame, as the fimpk 
Wretches who applaud, and the boobies wh» beUeire 
ihem,. If I had adhered to the duty of a good 
duenna^ I fhould ftot have beda mored by hk fer*** 
jading concerts, nor believed the truth of thofe 6y^ 
preflions: " In death I live j in froft I bimiv in fnt 
I fhiver \ iil defpair I hope ; tho' I depaf t I ftill re^- 
main :^' and Other impofflbilities of the fame jtrain^ 
with which their works abound* When tbcy ptc^ 
mife t&e phosnifi of Aijabia^ the crown of Ariadne, 
the locks of ApoUo, the p^ib of the South Sea, 
B 4 the 
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the gold of Tybcr, and the balfams of Pancaya, they 
give the greateft latitude, to their pens ; for it cofts 
them but a fmall matter to promife what they have 
neither inclination lior ability to perform. But, woe 
is me ! ah, wretched creatute ! whither am I ftraying ? 
What m^adnefs of defpair thus hurries and prompts 
me to rehearfe the faults of other people ? me, who 
have fo much to fay of my own infirmities? Woe is 
me again, unhappy woman ! Not by his verfes, but 
my own fimplicity, was I vanquifhed : it was not his 
mufic that foftened me ; but my own levity^ inadr 
vertency, and ignorance, opened the Avay, and cleared 
the path, for the paflage of Don Clavijo, which is 
the name of the faid knight j and therefore, I being 
the go-between, he was once and often admitted in- 
to the chamber of the (by me, and not by him) mif- 
led Antonomafia, under the title of her lawful fpoufe ; 
for, finncr as I am, without being her hufband, he 
fhould not have come near enough to touch the fole 
of her flipper. No, no ; marriage muft go before in 
every bufinefs of that kind, where I am concerned : 
the only misfortune in this affair was the inequality 
between Clavijo, who was but a private knight, and 
the infanta Antonomafia, who, as I have already 
faid, was heirefs of the. kingdom. ' For fome time, 
the plot was covered and concealed in the fagacity of 
my circumfpecStion, until I perceived a fmall protu- 
berance daily increafing in the belly of my Antono- 
mafia, whofe fears obliged us to lay our three heads 
together ; and the refult of our confultation was, 
that before the misfortune Ihould come to light, 
Clavijo fliould demand Antonomafia in marriage, 
before the vicaf-general, by virtue of a contra£k 
figned by the infanta, which was indited by my inge- 
nuity, in fuch ftrength of terms as Samfon him- 
fclf could not break.

In which the lady Trifaldi proceeds with her memo- 
rable and ftupendous ftory* 

EVERY word that Sancho uttered gave ^ 
much pleafure to the duchefs as pain to Don 
Quixote, who having impofed filence on the fquife, 
the afflii^ed duenna thus proceeded : ** At length, ^ 
after innumerable queftions and replies, as the in-- 
fanta continued ftill in her ftory without variation, 
the vicar pronounced fentence in favour of Don 
Clavijo, whom he declared her lawful hufband 5 a 
crrcumftance that fo deeply afFeAed queen Maguncia, 
mother to the infanta Antonomafia, that we buried ' 
her in three days." *' Not before (he was dead, 1 ^ 
hope,** faid Sancho. " No, certainly, replied Trifal- ' 
din; for in Candaya, people do not bury the living, - 
but the dead." " And yet, (ignor fquire, faid Sancho, * 
we have feen a perfon in a fwoon buried for dead :

prefent, and will not fu^r me to tell a lie, as learned 
men are created bifbops, fo may knights, efpecially 
ktiights-errant, be created kings and emperors^.'' 
•«- Tfeou art in the right, .Sancho, faid Don Quixote ; 
for a knight-^rrant with twe fingers-breadth of good 
fortune, is the very next in promotion to the greateft 
lord in the univerfe : but, pray,, afflifted lady^ pro- 
ceed ; for I guefs the bitter part of this hitherto agree- 
able ftory is ftill to come." " How ! the bitter part 
tOf come ? replied the countefs : ay, and fo bitter, 
Aat in comparifon with it, gall and wormwood are 
fwect and favbury*'* 

^ Well,, then, the queea being really dead, and not 
in a jfwoon, was buried j but fcarce was fhe covered 
with the mould, and fcarce had we pronounced the 
-lo9g add lad farewell, when, << Quis talia fando, 
tcuaaperet a lacrymis ? all of a fudden, above the 
toiS\]>, appeared upon a wooden horfe the giant Ma- 
*^iambitino, Maguncia's firft coufin, who, cxclufive of 
his cruel difpofition, was an enchanter, and by his 
diabolical art, in order to revenge his relation's deaths 
attd chaftife the prefumption of Don Clavijc^ to- 
getiier wi^ the foQy of Antonomafia, fixed ^m 
both enchanted on Maguncia's tomb, after having 
converted her into a monkey of brafs,' and him into^a 
fnghtful- crocodile of feme unknown Dkibilance i be* 
tween them it a plate of metal difplayitig an infcrip- 
tioa in Ac Syrian language, which being tranfiated 
into the Candayan> and a&erwacds into me^ Caftiliai> 
tooigltt^ contains this fentence.; "Thefc'two pre- 
fymftnom lorers will not reeoveiy their priftine £orm» 
umil the valorous Manchegan (hall engage with 
me i» fingle combat^ iot hia ftupendoui valour 
iz alone,

iKTeithekfsy I iJiad€ one eifof#^ an4 hi a faulteritlfi' 
accent and pkintitd tone^ uttefed fdch * |>ath€ftki 
remonitrane^ a$ ifkkiced bim t&fvt£pi^d the esfteeutiotf' 
of hid r^orous ftv^ng^. In Ent, he otddi^ all Aa^ 
duennas of the palacte (there they are) to be brotrght 
into hie prefence> ii^ben, after having dxa^i^^ated our 
fauii, reviled the di^ofition of duennasy their widcef 
fehemes and eommances, and accufed "^th^iri diX of 
the crime of which t alone ^;rtlS' glrilty ; he feid> he 
virould »dt pam9x ts widi iflftant death, bu4? 'with il 
more tedious penalty, by which vre fliouid &tS^ t 
civil and continued death. Me had ao fooner done 
fpeaking, than that very moment and initant we 
all felt the pores of our iaces op«n, and the whole 
furface tingle as if pricked with the points of needles : 
ttmn clapiptng out handd on d^ part, ei^ery pt|6 
found her yilage in the condition winch you fliall 
now behold." 

So fs^frxsgy thd afiM£):ed du^na ind h^ compa-^ 
ntons, lifting up dtdi: veils, dtfeloCed fo many faoes 
oircrgrown with huge beards, red, black, white, and 
party'-coloured ; at fight of which, the duke and 
di»dief9 were amazed,- Don (^inote and Saneho^ 
cotifcniaded', and aU prefent overwhelmed with afto- 
va/Shmeskt i as for the countefs^ ihe poi^Aied her ftory 
ik thefe words : ^ 

. «♦ In this ipanner were we punifhedf by the felo- 
nious anc^ ill'^fefigning Malan^runo, who covered 
the fmdotbne& and delicacy ol «ur feces with the 
Tonghiiiefs of tiutfe briftks^ and wouM to heaveiv he 
had rather flhruck off our heads with his unmeafnrable 
icymitaxi than obfcured the light oC our countonances 
" P <S witli 
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with this frightful buih : for if this honourable com^- 
pany will but confider, and in fpeaking what I am 
now going to fay, I wifli I could turn my eyes into 
fountains; but the confideration of our misfortune, 
and the oceans they have already rained, have drained 
them as dry as beards of com ; and, therefore, I 
muft fpeak without tears. I fay then, whither can a 
duenna go with a beard upon her chin ? what father 
or mother will condole her difgrace? or, who will 
give her the leaft aififtance ? for if, when her face is 
fmopthed and niartyred by a thoufand cofmetic flops 
and waflies, ihe can fcarce find one who will favour 
her with affeftion ; what muft fbe do when her face 
becomes a perfeft coppice of brufhwood P O ye 
wretched duennas ! my companions dear ! in an un- 
lucky minute did we fee the light, and in a haplefs 
hour were we engendered by our fathers !" 
So faying, fhe pretended ^o faint away.

ERILY, and in good truth! all thbfe wjio 
take pleafure .,in reading fuch hiftorics, ought to 
manifeft their gratitude to its firft author Cid Hamet, - 
for his curiofity in recounting the mod trivial inci- 
dent, without negle£l:ing to bxing to light the leaft 
circumftanqe, how minute foever it may be. He de* 
{bribes the thought, difclofes the fancy, anfwers the* 
filen^, explains doubts, difcufTes arguments, and. 
finally difplays the very atoms of the moft curious 
difp<>^tion, O. celebrated author! O happy Don' 
Quixete ! O renowned Dulcinea! O facetious Sancho 
Panza ! may you flourifh .conjunftly and feverally to 
the end of time, for the entertainment aod paftime of 
mankind in general I 

. The 
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llie hiftory relates, that Sancho feeing the afflified 
duenna faint away, ** Now, by the faith of man I cried 
he, and by the pedigree of all the Panzas of my forefa- 
thers ! never did I hear or fee, nor did my mailer re- 
count, or indeed conceive, fuch an adventure as thi$# 
A legion of devils confound thee for a giant and en- 
chanter, accurfed Malanlbruno ! could'ft thou find 
DO other method to puni(h thefe finners, but by clap-' 
ping beards to them ? Would not it have been bet- 
ter, at leafl it would have been more for their ad- 
vantage, to cut off half their nofes, even tho' they 
(hould fnuffle in their fpeech, than to encumber them, 
with beards ? I'd lay a wager too . they have^ not 
wherewithal to pay a barber." " What you fay is 
very true, replied one of the dozen : we have not 
wherewithal to be; trimmed j and therefore fome * 
of us, by way of oeconomy, make ufe of fUcking- 
plafter, which being applied to our faces and plucked 
off with a jerk, leave us as fleck and fmooth as the 
bottom of a marble moVtar : for although there are 
women in Candaya who go from houfe to houfe^ 
taking off the hair, arching the eyebrows, and com- 
pofing flipflops for the ufes of the fair-fex, we, who 
belonged to her ladyihip, would never admit them 
into the family ; becaufe, for the moft part, they arc 
perfons who having ceafed to be principals, exercife 
the occupation of procurefs; and therefore, if we are 
not redrefled by fignor Don Quixote, we muft. e^en;

and keeps him in his poflefRon, , making ufe of hint* 
ill his journeys, which he- performs hi an;mftant,, 
from one part of the ^orld to another; tiow here> 
tb-mbrrow in France, and next dzf in Peru; and^ 
-tftere is one great advantage in this horfe; he nei- 
ther eats nor flfeeps, nor cofts any tjiing in fhoeing,

'watei In his han^, without fpilling a fingk dit>py his 
motion is fo fmooth and eafy ; for which reafon, the 
fair Magalona delighted much in taking the air upon 
his back." 

<^ As for his going fmooth and cafy, faid Sancbo, 
there is my Dapple, whom (though he does not go 
through the air, but along the ground) I will match 
againft all the amblers that ever the earth produced." 
AH the company laughed at this obfervation, and

muft not mind that circumftance, anfwered the - 
knight; for thefe incidents and flights being alto- 
gether out of the ordinary courfe of things, you may 
hear and fee what you pleafe, at the diftance of a 
thoufand leagues : but do not fqueeze me fo hard, 
left I tumble from my feat. I really cannot imagine 
what it b that difturbs and affrights thee ; for I fwear^ 
iu all thfc days of my life, I never beftrode a horfc of 
a more eafy pace : indeed, he, goes fo fmoothly that J

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can hardly feci him move. Difpel thy fear, my friend, 
for truly the bufmefs goes on fwimmingly, and wc 
fail right afore the wind.** " You are certainly in 
the right, anfwered Sancho : for on this fide, there 
blows as frefh a gale as if I was fanned with a thou- 
fand pair of bellows. '* 

Nor was he much miftaken in his conjefture •, fot 
the wind that blew was aftually produced by one of 
thofe machines : fo well had the adventure been con« 
trived by the duke and du chefs, and their fteward, 
that nought .was wanting to render it complete. 
Then the knight feeling the fame breeze, ** Without 
doubt, faid he, we muft be arrived at die fecond re- 
gion of the air, in which hail and fnow are produced: 
meteors, thunder and lightning are engendered in the 
third region : if we continue to mount at this rate, 
wc fhall in a very little time reach the region of 
fire 5 and I know not how to manage this peg, fo 
as to put a ftop to our rifing, and prevent our being 
fcorclied to a cinder." ' 

In the midft of this converfation their faces were 
warmed with fome tow that was kindled for the pur- 
pofe, at the end of a long pole, and Sancho feeling 
the heat, *< Let me periih! cried he, if we are not 
now come to that fame habitation of fire ; for "a 
great part of my beard is already finged : and I am 
refolved to uncover my eyes, that I may fee where- 
abouts wc are.** ** By no means, anfwered the knight: 
remember the true dory of the licentiate Torahra, 
who, being mounted on a cane, was conveyed through 
the air, with his eyes fhut, by the devils : in twelve 
hours he arrived at Rome, and alighted on the tower 
of Nona, which is in one of the ftreets of that citv, 
whence he bcfaeid the whole tumult, aflault, and de^tUf 
of the conftabk of Bourbon $ and before morning he 
had returned to Madrid, where he gave an account of 
that tranfa£lion. He likewife affirmedy that while he 
travelled through the air^ the dewl bad him open his 

cyc$, 
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cf cs, and he faw himfelf fo near the body of die moon 
that he could have touched it with his nand $ but lie 
durft not look towards the earth, left his head fliould 
ha?e turned giddy. Let us not, therefore, uncover 
our eyes, Sancho ; he in whofe charge we are, will 
give a good account of us ; and perhaps we ate now at 
the very point of our elevation, from whence we (halt 
jcome foufe upon the kingdom of Candaya, as a faker, 
or jerfaulcon, darts down upon a heron with a force 
proportioned to his rife : and, although it feems to us 
no more than half an hour fince we fet out from 
the garden, you may depend upon it we have tra- 
velled an immenfe way." *< As to that matter, I am 
quite ignorant, faid Sancho : this only I know, that if 
Madani Magallanes, or Magalona, took pleafure in 
fitting upon this crupper, her fleih muft not have been 
very tender.*' 

AU this dialogue of the two heroes was overheard 
by the duke and duchefs, and the reft of the com- 
pany in the garden, to whom it aflfbrded extraor- 
dinary entertainment : at length, defirous of finifli- 
ing this ftrange and well concerted adventure, 
they fet fire to Clavileno's tail with fome lighted 
flax ; his belly being filled with fquibs and crackers, 
he mftantly blew up with a dreadful explofion, and 
Don Quixote, with his fquire, came to the ground 
nwc than half finged. By this time the whole 
heardcd fquadron, with my lady Trifaldi," had va- 
nifhcd from the garden, and all the reft of the 
company were ftretched upon the ground as in a 
trance. Don Quixote and Sancho getting on their 
^eet, in a very indiiFerent condition, and looking all 
around, were aftoiiiflied to find themfelves in the 
fame garden' from which they took their flight, and 
to fee fuch a ntlmiber of people extended along the 
grafs : but their admiration was ftill more incretfed^ 
^en at one corner of the garden they beheld a 
httge lance fixed in the ground^ and tied to hi^ lance, 
C 2 by 
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by two cbtds of green filk, a fmoOth white fkin of 
parchment, on which was the following infcription 
in large golden letters : 

*^ Ihe renowned knight Don Quixote de la Man* 
cha has finifhed and atchieved the adventure of the 
cquntefs Trifaldi, alias the afflift^ duenna, and h£X 
companions, folely by his haying undertaken the jCO- 
terprize. 

** x.lalambruno is 'wholly fetisfied and appeafed ; 
thp chins of the duennas are fmooth and clean ; their 
mgjefties^ Don Clavijo and Antonomafia are reftored 
to their original form : and when the fquirely flagellar 
tipn fhall be accompli{he4> the white dove will be de- 
livered from the peftilential talons of her perfecutors, 
and find herfelf within the arms of her beloved tur- 
tle •, for fuch ijs the decree of the fage Merlin, the 
prince and prototype of all enchanters." 

Don C^ixote having read this fcroU, at once com- 
prehended the meaning, whi,ch related to the difen- 
chantment of Dulcinea, aini returning a thoufand 
thanks to Heaven for his fuccefs in having finifhed 
fujph a mighty exploit with fo little danger, and re- 
duced to their priftine form the faces of thofe vene- 
rable duennas who had difappeared, he went towards 
the place where the duke and duchefs ftill lay in- 
tranced, and pulling his grace by the arm, "Courage ! 
courage, my noble lord, faid he ; all is over now ; 
the adventure is finifhed, without damage t6 the bar- 
rier, as will plainly appear by the infcription of yondeir 
fcroll." 

The duke feemed to recover gradually, like one 
waking from a profound fleep j his example was fol- 
lowed by the duchefs, and all the reft who lay along 
the garden i and they exhibited fuch marks of fear 
and aftonifhment, that even almoft to themfelves, 
that feemed to have happened in earneft whidi they . 
had fo well a6l:ed in jeft. The duke having read the 
infcription; with his eyes half (hut, ran with open 
S ' arms 
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arms to embrace Don Quixote, calling him the moft 
worthy knight that any age had ever produced : while 
Sancho went looking about for the afflided matron, 
to fee if her beard was quite gone, and whether her 
face, without hair, was as beautiful as her gallant 
deportment feemed to promife. But he was told, 
that, as Clavileno defcended in a flame from the flcy, 
the whole fquadron of duennas, with Trifaldi at their 
head, -had vanifhed, and their faces fmack fmooth as 
if they had been clean (haven. 

Then the duchefs aflcing, how it had fared with 
Sancho in his Idng journey, the fquire replied, ** As 
for me, my lady, I perceived, as my mafter told me,, 
diat We flew through th^ region of fire, and I felt a 
ftrong inclination to have a peep; but my mafter 
would not confent, when I begged his permiflion to 
uncover my eyes : neverthelefs, I, who have a fort 
of a chip of curio fity, and an eager defire to know 
"what I am forbid to inquire about, fair and foftly, 
without being perceived by any Hying foul, pulled 
down upon my nofe the handkerchieif that covered 
my eyes, and by thefe means had a glimpfe of the 
eafth, which feemed no bigger than a grain of muf- 
tard, and the men that walked upon it almoft a$ little 
as l»2le*ndts ; fo you may guefs ' how high we muft 
have foared by that time." 

To |his aflfeveration the dtichefs anfwered, " Have 
a care, friend Sancho ; from what you fay, it ap- 
pears tfeat it could not be the earth, but the men 
walking upon it, whom you favi' : for if the earth 
appeatred like a grain of muftard, and every man "as 
big as a nut, it clearly follows, that one man mufl: 
have covered the whole earth." << Very true, faid 
Sancho 5 but, for all that, I had a fide-view, by 
which I difcovered the whole globe." « Take no- 
tice, Sancho, refumed the duChefs, it is impoflible to 
fee the whole of any thing by a fide-view." ^ /* I 
know nothing of views, replied the fquire 5 this 
C 3 only 
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only I know, your ladyfiiip ought to confider, that 
as we flew by enchantment, fo might I, by enchant- 
ment, fee the whole earth, and all the men upon it, 
in any fort of view whatfoever : and if your ladyihip 
will not believe me in that, no more will you be- 
lieve me when I tell you, that puihing up the hand- 
kerchief towards my eye-brows, I found myfelf with- 
in an hand's-breadth and an half of heaven, which 
ril afliire your ladyihip upon oath is very huge ; and 
it came to pafs, that our road lay clofe to the feven 
nanny * goats : now, I have been a goat-herd in my 
youth, before God and my confcience ! I no fooner 
fct eyes on them, than I was feized with the incli- 
nation to divert myfelf a little with the pretty cre'a- 
tures, and if I had not done it, I believe I (hould have 
burft for vexation. Come on then, what does me I ? 
but, without faying a word to any living foul, not 
even to my matter, fairly and foftly flrde down from 
Clavileno, and fport wim the nannies, which are like 
violets and lilies, for the fpace of three quarters of 
an hour, and all that time the horfe did not budge a 
ftcp from the place." 

" And while honeft Sancho diverted himfelf with 
the goats, faid the duke, how was figpor Don Quix- 
ote entertained?" To this interrogation the knight 
replied, " As all thefe adventures and incidents are 
out of the ordinary courfe of nature, we are not to 
wonder at what Sancho has told ; for my own part, 
I can fafely affirm, that I neither flioved up nor 
pulled down the bandage, nor did fee eitlier heaven 
or earth ; or fea or land. True it is, I perceived we 
pafled through the region of the air, and even bor- 
dered upon the region of fire; but, that we tra- 
velled beyond it, I cannot believe: for the fiery re- 
gion being between the fphere of the moon and the

utmoft 
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utmoft region of the air, we could not reach that fir- 
mament in which are placed the feven nannies^ ^s 
Sancho calls them, without being fcorched to death; 
and feeing we are not fcorched, either Sancho lies, 
or Sancho dreams.'* ** I neither lie nor dream, cried 
the fquire : let them aik the marks of the nani^y 
goats ; and by my aiifwers you will perceive whether 
or not I fpeak truth/^ " Defcribe them then, San- 
cho," faid the duchefs. " Two of them, replied 
Sancho, are green, two carnation, two blue, and one 
motley." " This is a new breed, faid the duke : in 
our region of earth there arc no fuch colours ; I meian, 
among the nanny goats.'* *< That is very plaii>, re- 
plied the fquire : there muft be fome difference be- 
tween the goats of heaven and thofe uppn earth." 
^^Pray, tell me, Sancho, faid his grace, didft thou 
fee nfever an he-goat* among thefe females J" " No, 
my lord, anfwered the fquire ; I have been told, none 
of thofe pafs beyond the horns of the moon." 

They did not choofe to interrogate him farther 
about hi$ journey; for they concluded that Sancho 
was in a fair way to travel through all the heavens 
above, and tell the news of each; though he had 
never ftirred from the garden. 

Finally, thus ended the adventure of the afflided 
duenna, which afforded a fund for laughter to the 
duke and duchefs, not only at that time, but during 
the whole courfe of their lives ; as well as matter for 
Sancho to relate, had he lived whole centuries. 

Don Quixote coming to the fquire, whifpered in 
his ear, " Hark ye, Sancho ; fince you would have 
us believe what you fay, touching the things you 
few in heaven^ I defire the like credit from ypu, with

C H A P. X. 

Containing' Don Quixote's iriftniftions to Sancho 
Panza, before he let out for his government, with 
other well weighed incidents. 

'TTHE duke and duchefs Were To well pleafed 

^ with the diverting and happy fu(icefs of the 

advcntiirc of the afflicted *duenn^,/that ' they Teibhred 

to proceed ^?v^ith the jeft, feeing what a proper fiib- 

•jeft they had to make it pafs for ^earneft. Having, 

therefore, communicated dicir^ fchdme - and inftruc- 

tions to ^hcir fervants and vaflals, touching their be- 

/haviour to Sancho in his 'government of the pro- 

mifed ifland; on the day fucceediftg the iflight of 

Clavileno*, the duke defired him to prepare aiid make 

himfelf ready to fet out for his government, as the 

iflanders already longed for him as much as for May 

(bowers. 

Sancho, having made his obeifance, ** Since my 
defcent from heaven, faid he, and iince from its loftv 
'fummit I hate viewed the earth, and found it of fuch 
fmall cKtehty my defire of being a governor is much 
'moderated : for what grandeur can there be in 
signing over a grain of muftard feed ? or what 
dignity snd empire in governing half a doxen of mor- 
tals iio bigger than filberts? for the whole earth 
-iefem^ to contain nothing more. If yoUr lordChtp 
•'Wi^uld be pleafed to beftow upon me a fmall triflii^ 
^J^ace in: heaven, though it (hould not be above half 
"« -league, I would more gladly receive it than the 
/beft ifland in the world." "You muft confider, 
iWend Sancho, replied the duke, that I have it not in 
^ my power to give away any part of heaven 5 no, not a 
. » nail's 
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* naiPs breaiith: tfaefe favours and benefits arc in the 
gift of God alone. What is in my power, I freely 
give you; namely, a good ifland, right and tight, 
round and well proportioned, above raieafure fertile, 
and fo abounding with all good things, that if you 
mind your hits, you may with the riches of earth 
purchafe the opulence ^of heaven.** <« Well then, 
cried Sancho, let this ifland be forthcoming, and *I 
will 'ftruggle hard, but I fhall be fuch a governor, 
that in fpite of knaves, I may go to heaven ; and ^ 
take notice, it is not from avarice that I defire to 
quit my cottage, and raife myfelf to a footing with 
my betfters; but'folely to tafte and try what it is to 
be a governor.'^ " Nay, if once you tafte it, faid 
the duke, you will be ready to eat your fingers after 
the government ; for nothing is fo delicious as to 
command and be obeyed : certain I am, that when 
your matter fhall come to be an emperor, as will 
doubtlefs be the cafe, confidering the current of his 
aflair^, it will not be in the power of any perfon 
upon earth to tear it from him, and he will forely 
grieve, and heartily rue the time he has loft before 
his advancement to fuch an imperial ftation." ** In- 
deed; my lord, replied Sancho, I imagine it muft be 
a very pleafant thing to govern, even though it fhould 
be but a flock of ftieep.*' *< May I be buried with 
you, Sancho, but you know every thing ! anfwered 
the duke : I hope you will turn out fuch a governor 
as your judgment and fagacity feem to promife : but 
here let that matter reft; and take notice, that to- 
morrow morning you muft fet out for the govern- 
ment of the ifland; and this evening you Ihall be 
accommodated with a convenient drefs, and all other 
ncceflTaries for your departure.'* " They may drefs 
me as they will, faid the fqnire ; but, be that as it 
may, I fhall ftill be Sancho Panza.** *«True, re- 
plied the duke ; but the garb ought always u> be 
fuited to the dignity and funftion Qi theprojfeflion: 
C 5 for 
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for it would be a great impropriety in a lawyer to ap- 
pear in the drefs of a foidter, or a foldier to wear 
canonicals; you, Sancho, muft wear a habit that 
fliall partly befpeak the gown, and partly the fword : 
for in the ifland which I have beftowed upon you^ 
letters and arms are both neceflary." << As for letters, 

Jnfwered Sancho, 1 am but indifferently ftored, as 
am even ignorant of the a, b, c ; but, provided I 
remember my Chriftcrofs, I fhall be fufficiently qua- 
lified for a good governor : with regard to arms, I 
fliall ufe thofe that may be put into my hand, until I 
can (land no longer, and God be my fliield.'* " With 
fttch an excellent memory, faid the duke, Sancho 
can never^ fall into the leaft miftake." 

Here they were joined by Don Quixote, who un- 
d^rftanding the fubjeil of their converfation, and the 
{hort fpace allotted to Sancho, to prepare for his ' de- 
parture, took the fquire by the hand, with the duke's 
permiflion, and led him to his apartment, in order to 
inftruft him how to behave in his office. Having 
. entered the chamber, he locked the door, and obliging 
Sancho to fit down by him, fpoke to this effeft, in a 
grave and folemn tone : 

« I r^t^n infinite thanks to Heaven, friend Sancho, 
for having ordained, that, before I myfelf have met 
with the leaft fuccefs, good fortune hath gone forth 
to bid thee welcome. I, who had balanced the re- 
muneration of thy fervice in my own profperity, find 
myfelf in the very rudiments of promotion; while 
thou, before thy time, and contrary to all the laws of 
reafonable progreffion, findelt thy defire accomplifhed : 
other people bribe, folicit, importune, attend levees, 
intreat, and perfevere, without obtaining their fuit ; 
and another comes, who, without knowing why or 
wherefore, finds himfelf in pofleffion of that office 
to which fo many people laid claim : and here the 
old faying is aptly introduced, A pound of good luck 
is wgrth a ton of merit. Thou, who in comparifon 

to 
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to me, art doubtlefs an ignorant dunce, withowt rifing 
early or fitting up late, or, indeed, exerting the kau 
induftry; without any pretenfion, more or kfs, than 
that of being breathed upon by knight-errantry, feed 
thyfelf created governor of an iiland, as if it )vas a 
matter of moonfliine. All this I obfcrva* O Sancho, 
that thou mayeft not attribute thy fuccefs to thy own 
deferts j but give thanks to Heaven for having difpofed 
matters fo beneficially in thy behalf, and then make 
thy acknowledgments to that grandeur which cen- 
ters in the profeflion of knight-errantry. '^Thy heart 
being thus predifpofcd to believe what I have fald, be 
attentive, O my fon, to me who am thy Cato, thy 
counfellor, thy north pole, and guide, to condu^ 
thee into a fecure harbour, from the tempeftuous fea 
into which thou art going to be engulfed ; for great 
pofts, and offices of ftate, are no other than a profound 
gulf of confufion. 

" In the firft place, O my fon, you are to fear God: 
the fear of God is the beginning of wifdom j and if you 
are wife you cannot err. 

" Secondly, you muft always remember who you are, 
and endeavour to know yourfelfj a ftudy of all 
others the" moft difficult. This felf-knowledge will 
hinder you from blowing yourfelf up like the frog, 
in order to rival the fize of the ox : if, therefore, you 
fucceed in this learning, the confideration of thy 
}iaving been a fwine-herd, will, like tl>e peacock's 
ugly feet, be a check upon thy folly and pride.** " I 
own I once kept hogs, when I was a boy, faid San- 
chp; but, after I grew up, I quitted that employ- 
ment, and took care of geefe : but I apprehend, that 
matter is not of great confequence, for all governors 
are not defcended from the kingly race.'* " N6, . 
fure, anfwered the knight; and, for that rcafon, thofe 
who are not of noble extraftion, ought to fweeten the 
' gravity of their funftion with mildnefs and afFability ^ 
which, being prudently conduced, will fcreett them 
C 6 froi» ' 
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'from thofe pialicious murmurs that no ftation can 
efc^pe. Rejoice, Sancho, in the lownefs of your 
pedigree, and make no fcruple of owning yourfelf 
defcended from peafants ; for nobody will endeavour 
to make, you blulh for that of which they fee you are 
'not a(ham?d : and value yourfelf more upon being a 
virtuous man of low degree, than upon being a proud 
Tmner of noble .birth: innumerable are thofe, who, 
from an humble ftock, have rifen to the pontifical 
^and imperatorial dignity : a truth which I could prove 
by fo many examples, that you would not have pati- 
ence to hear them. 

* <^Take notice, Sancho, if you choofe virtue for your 

medium, and pique yourfelf upon performing worthy 

^ aft ions, you will have no caufe to envy noblemen 

land princes 5 for blood is hereditary, but virtue is 

acquired ; conftfquently, this laft has an intrinfic 

. value, which the other does not poflefs. 

^« This being the cafe, as undoubtedly it is, if per- 
' adventure any one of your relations fliould come to 
yifit you in your ifland, you muft not difcountd- 
Inarice and affront him, but, on the contrary, let him 
be kindly received and entertained 5 and, in fo do- 
ing, you will aft conformably to the will of Heaven, 
'which is difpleafed at feeing its own handywork de- 
Jpifed ; and perform your duty to the well concerted 
rights of nature. 

" If you fend for your wife, and, indeed, thofe who 

;ure concerned in governing, ought not to be long 

without their helpmates, take pains in teaching, im- 

^proving, and civilizing her : for all that a fagacious 

'governor can acquire, is very often loft and Iquandet- 

^dr by a foplifh ruftic wife. 

<^ If, perchance, you (hould become a widower (a 
.circuipftance. that may poffiWy happen), and have it 
, in your power to make a more advantageous match, 
^iiu. ajiuft ^Jtiot choofe fuch a yokefellow as ^vill ferve 

f6r 
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for an angling hook, fiOiing rod, or equivocating* 
hood : for verily I fay unto thee, all that a judge's 
wife receives muft be accounted for, at the general 
clearance, by the hufband, who will repay fourfold 
after death what he made no reckoning of during life. 

ft Never condufl yourfelf by the law of your own 
arbitrary opinion, which is generally the cafe with 
thofe Ignorant people who prefume upon their own 
felf-fufficiency. 

" Let the tears of the poor find more compalGon in 
thy bread, though not more juftice, than the informa- 
tions of the rich. 

^* Endeavour to inveftigate the truth from among 
the promifes and prefents of the opulent, as well as 
Jrom the fighs and importunities of the needy. 

*^ When equity can, and ought to take place, inflict 
not the whole rigour of the law upon the delinquent ; 
for feverity is not more refpedcd than compaflion in 
the chara^ler of a judge. 

" If ever you fufFer the rod of juftice to be bent a 
little, let it not be warped by the weight of corrup- 
tion, but the bowels of mercy. 

" If ever you (hould have an opportunity to judge 
the procefs of your enemy, recall thy attention from 
the injury, you have received, and fix it wholly upon 
the truth of the cafe. 

. *« In another man's caufe, be not blinded by private 
affeftion ; for the errors thus committed are generally 
incurable; or, if they admit of remedy, it will be 
greatly at the expence of your fortune and credit. 

** If a beautiful woman fhould come to demand 
juftice, withdraw your eyes from her tears, and your 
heariug from her fighs, and deliberate at a diftance 
upon the fubftance of her demand^ \xn\tk you haVe 
« _ — I —

a mind 
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a mind that your reafon (hould be overwhelmed by 
her complaint, and your virtue buried in her fighs* 

** Abufe not him in word whom you are refolved to 
chaftife in deed: for to fuch a wretch, the pain of 
the punifliment will be fufficient, without the addi- 
tion of reproach. 

•* In judging the delinquents who fliall fall under 
your jurifdidtion, confider the miferable obje£t, maiiy 
fubjc£b to tlie infirmities of our depraved nature ; and, 
as much as lies in your power, without injury to the 
contrary party, difplay your clemency and compaf- 
fion : for although all the attributes of God are equally 
excellent, that of mercy has a better efFeft in our eye, 
and ftrikes with greater luftre than juftice. 

** If you obferve, and conduft yourfelf by thefe 
rules and precepts, Sancho, your days will be long 
upon the face of the earth : your fame will be eter- 
nal, your reward complete, and your felicity unutter- 
able: your children will be married according to 
your wifh; they and their defcendants will enjoy 
titles ; you (hall live in peace and friendfhip with all 
mankind: when your courfe of life is run, death 
will overtake you in a happy and mature old age, 
and your eyes will be (hut oy the tender and deli- 
cate hands of your pofterity, in the third or fourth 
generation, 

** The remarks I have hitherto made, are documents 
touching the decoration of your foul j and now you 
wUl lillen to thofe th« regard the ornaments of the 
body." 

CHAP. XL 

Of the fecond feries of inftruftions which Don Quix- 
ote gave to Sancho Panza. 

"HO that had heard this difcourfc of Don 
Quixote, would not have taken him for a per- 
fon of iound judgment^ and excellent difpofi(ion i 

but. 
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but, as we have oftentimes obferved, in the progrefs 
of this fublime hiftory, his madnefs never appeared 
except when the firing of chivalry was touched j and 
on all other fubje£is of converfation, he difplayed a 
clear and ready underftanding : fo that every minute 
his works difcredit his judgment, and his judgment 
his works. But, in this fecond fet of inftruftions 
communicated to Sancho, he difcovered great inge- 
nuity, and raifed his madnefs and difcretion to a moft 
eleva^pd pitch. 

Sancho liftened with the utmoft attention, and en- 
deavoured to retain his advice, like a man who de- 
fired to preferve it, as the infallible means to promote 
the happy birth of that government with which he 
was fo far gone. Don Quixote then proceeded in 
thefe terms : 

«< With refpe£l-to the government of your perfon 
and family, Sancho : in the firft place, I charge you 
to* be cleanly, and pare your nails ; and do not let 
them grow like fome people whofe ignorance teaches 
them that long nails beautify the hand ; as if that 
additional excrement, which they neglefted to cut, 
were really and truly the nail: whereas it more 
nearly refembles the talons of a lizzard-hunting 
wind-whiflfer, and is a moft beaftly and extraordi- 
nary abufe. 

<^ You muft never appear loofe and unbuttoned ; for 
a flovenly drefs denotes a diforderly mind*, unlefs 
that loofenefs and negligence be the efFeft of cun- 
ning, as we fuppofe to have been the cafe with Julius 
Caefar. 

^^ Examine fagacioufly the profits of your place, and 
if they, will afford livery to your fervants, let it be 
rather decent and fubftantial than gay and tawdry ; 
and be fure to divide it between your fervants and 
the poor. For example, if you can clothe fix pages, 
put three in livery, and clothe as many poor boys ; 
and then you will have pages for heaven as well as 

earth : 
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earth : now, this is a method of giving livery, \^hich 
the vain-glorious could never conceive. 

*^ Abftain from eating garlic and onions, left your 
breath fhould difcover your rufticity. 

«< Walk leifurely, fpeak diftinftly, hut not fo as to 
feem delighted with your own difcourfe ; for all af- 
feftation is difagreeable. 

•* Dine fparingly, and eat very little at fupper ; for 
the health of the whole body depends upon the opera- 
tion of the ftomach. 

*^ Be temperate in drinking ; and confider that excefs 
of wine will neither keep a fecret nor perform a promife. 

** Beware, Sancho, of chewing on both fides of your 
mouth, as well as erufting before company." ** I do 
not underftand what you mean by erufting, faid the 
fquire." ** By eru£^ing, anfwered the knight, l 
mean belching, which, though one of the moft expref- 
five, is at the fame time one of the moft vulgar terms 
of our language •, therefore people of tafte have had 
recourfe to the Latin tongue, faying to eruft inftead 
of to belch, and fubftituting eruftations in flie room 
of belchings : and though fome people may not un^er- 
ftand thefe terms, it is of fmall importance j for 
time and ufe will introduce and render them intelli- 
gible J and this is what we call enriching the Ian- ^ 
guage, over which the praftice of the vulgar has 
great influence." " Truly, fignor, faid Sancho, one 
of the advices and good counfels which I intend to 
remember, muft be that of not belching; for it is a 
fault of which I am very often guilty." " Erufting, 
Sancho, and not belching," replied Don Quixote. 
*« Erudting it fhall be henceforward, anfwered the 
fquire ji^ and I will take care that it (hall not be for- 
gotten." 

^< Moreover, Sancho, you muft not intermingle fo 
many proverbs with your difcourfe ; fOr although 
proveirbs are (hort fentences, you very of|en bring 
them in by the h^ad and flioulders fo prcpofteroufly,

that fliey look more like the ravings of diftraftion 
than well chofen apophthegms." 

« That defed God • himfelf muft remedy, faid 
Sancho 5 for I have more proverbs by heart than 
would be fufficient to fill a large book 5 and when I 
fpeak, they croud together in fuch a manner as to 
quarrel for utterance ; fo that my tongue difcharges 
Acm juft ag they happen to be in the way, whether 
they are or are not to the purpofe : but I will take 
care henceforward, to throw out thofe that may be 
fuitable to the gravity of my office 5 for Where there^s 
4)lcnty of > meat, the iupper will foon be complete. 
He diat fliuffles does not cut. A good hand makes* 
a {hort game ; and it requires a good brain, to know 
when to give and retain." " Courage, Sancho, 
cried Don Quixote, iqueeze, tack, and ftring your 
proverbs together; here are none to oppofe you. 
My mother whips me, and I whip the top. Here artx 
Icthbrtkig thee to fupprefs thy proverbs, and in an 
Jnftant thou haft fpcwed forth a whole litany of them, 
^^h are as foreign from ,the fubje£t as an old bal- 
lad. Remember, Sancho, I da not fay that a pro- 
^tb properly applied is amifs 5 but to throw in, and 
ft^iftg together old faws helter fkclter, renders con- 
•▼erfatien altogether mean and defpicable. 

" When you appear on horfeback, do not lean 
l»ckwards over the f^dle, nor ftretch out your legs 
ftffly from the horfe's belly, nor Jet them hang dang- 
^ng in a flovenly manner, as if you was upon the 
Wk of r^apple ; for feme ride like jockies, and fome 
'Uke gentlt nen. 

" Be very moderate in fleeping 5 for h^ wHo do^s 
not rife with the fun cannot enjoy the day : and ob- 
fene, O Sancho, induftry is the mother of profperity i 
^d lazinefs, her oppoCte, never faw the accompUfti- 
•"icnt of- a good wiih. 

. ** The laft advice which I fhall now give thee, al- 
thpugh it does not relate to the ornament of the bodyj 

I de- 
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I defirc thou wilt carefully remember; for In my 
opinion, it will be of as much fervice to thee as any 
I have hitherto mentioned ; and this it is : never 
engage in a difpute upon pedigree, at leaft, never 
compare one with another ; for in all comparifons^ 
one muft of confequence be preferred to the other j 
and he whom you have abafed will abhor you ; nor 
will you ever reap the leaft return from him whom 
you have extolled. 

^* Your garb fliall confift of breeches and ftockings 5 
a full waiftcoat, with fkirts and hanging fleeves^ and 
a loofe coat ; but never think of wearing trunk-hofe^ 
which neither become gentlemen nor governors. 

<• This is all that occurs to me at prefcnt, in the 
way of advice ; but, in procefs of time, my inftruc- 
tions Ihall be proportioned to thy occaiions, provided 
thou wilt take care tp communicate, from time to 
time, the nature of thy fitiiation." 

" Signor, faid Sandio, I plainly perceive that all 
the advices you have eiven me, are found, and good^ 
and profitable i but of what fignification will they be^ 
if I forget them all ? Indeed, as for the matter of not 
letting my nails grow, or marrying another wife, in 
cafe 1 fhould have an opportunity, it will not eaiily 
flip out of my brain ; but as to thcfe other gallimaw- 
fries, quirks, and quiddities, I neither do retain them, 
nor fliall I ever retain more of them than of laft year's 
rain; and therefore, it will be neceflary to let me 
have them in writing ; for though I myfelf can neither 
read nor write,-! will give them to my confeflbr, that 
he may repeat, and beat them into my noddle, as 
there (hall be occafion." 

^* Ah, fmner that I am ! exclaimed Don Quixote, 
what a fcandal it is for governors to be fo ignorant 
that they can neither read nor write. Thou muft 
know, Sancho, that for a man to be totally devoid of 
letters, or left-handed, argues either that he was de- 
fcended from the very loweft and meaneft of people, 

or 
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or that he was fo wicked and ftubborn, that good ex- 
ample and judicious precept have had no efFeft upon 
his mind or under (landing. This is a great defeft in 
thy charader, and I wifh thou wouldft lejini, if pofli- 
bJe, to write thy name." *< I can fign my name very 
well, anfwered Sancho ; for, during my ftewardftiip 
of the brotherhood, I learned to make fuch letters as 
are ruddled upon packs, and thofe they teir nie 
ftood for my name : befides, I can feign myfelf lame 
of my right hand, and keep a fecretary to fign in my 
room 5 fo that there is a remedy for every thing but 
death* And I having the cudgel in my hand, will 
make them do as I command ; for. He whofe father 
is mayor— you know— and I fhall be a governor, 
which is ftul better. Let them come and fee, but hot 
throw their fquibs or flanders at me : otherwife they 
may come for wool, and go home fliorn. The boufc 
itfelf will tell, if God loves its mafter weU, A rich 
man's folly is wifddm in the world's eye : now, I 
being rich as being governor, and liberal withal, as 
I intend to be, nobody will fpy my defects. Make 
yourfclf honey, and a clown will have flies. You are 
worth as much as you have^ faid my grannam ^ and 
Might overcomes Right." 

. " O ! God's curfe light on thee ! cried Don Quixote : 
dircefcore thoufand devils fly away with thee and thy 
proverbs ! a fiill hour haft thou oe^n ftringing them 
together, and every one has been like a dagger to my 
foul. Take my word for it, thefe proverbs will 
bring thee one day to the gallows ! for thefe thy 
vaflTals will deprive thee of thy government, or at 
leaft enter into aflbciations againft thee. Tell me, 
xiumfcuU, where didft thou find this heap of old 
. faws ? or how didft thou learn to apply them, wife- 
acre ? It makes me fweat like a day-labourer, to ut- 
ter one proverb as it ought to be applied." ^* *Fore 
God, Sir Mafter of mine, replied Sancho, your wor- 
fliip complains of mere trifles. Why the devil

fhould you be in dudgeon with me for makiiig ufe of 
my own V I have no other fortune or ftock, but pro- 
verbs upon proverbs ; and now there are no lefs dian 
four at my tongue's end, that come as pat to the pur- 
pofe as pears in a baiket ; but, for all that, they 
Ihall not come forth ; for fagacious filence is * San- 
cho.'* <^ That thou art not, Sancho, faid the knight, 
far from being fagacioufly filent, thou art an obfti- 
nate and eternal babbler. Neverthelefs, I would fain 
hear thofe four proverbs that are fo pat to the pur- 
pofe ; for I have been rummaging my whole me- 
mory, which I take to be a good one, and not a pro- 
verb occurs to my recolledlion," ** What can be 
better than thefe ? replied the fquire : Never thruft 
your thumb between another man's grinders ; and 
to Get out of my houfe j what would you with 
my wife ? there is no reply : Whether the ftone 
goes to the pitcher, or the pitcher to the ftonc, 
'ware pitcher. Now all thefe fit to a hair. Let no 
man nieddle wifli a governor or his fubftitute 5 other-^ 
wife he will fufer, as if he had thruft his finger be- 
tween two grinders ; and even if they ibould riot be 
grinders, if they are teeth, it makes Httle difference : 
then, to what a governor fays, there is no reply to 
be made ; no'm'ore than to. Get out oi my houfe, 
what would you with my wife ? and as to the ftonc 
and thfe pitcher, a blind man may fee the meaning 
of it ; wherefore, let him who fpies a mote in his 
neighbour's eye, look firft to the beam in his owq, 
that people may not fay of him. The dead mare was 
frighted at the flead mule : and your worfhip is very 
fenfible that a fool knows more in his own houfe 
than a wife man in that of his neighbour." ** There, 
Sancho, you are mittaken, anfwered T)on Quixote ; 
a fool knows nothing either in his own or his neigh- 
bour's houfe ; becaufe no edifice of underftanding

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cah be raifed upon the foundation of folly. But here 
let the fubjeft reft : if thou fhouldft mifbehave in thy 
government, thine will be the fault, and mine the 
fhame : I corifole myfelf, however, in reflefting that I 
have done my duty, in giving thee advice, with all 
the earneftnefs and difcrjetioh in my power ; fo that 
I have acquitted myfelf in point of promife and obli- 
gation. God condu£l: thee, Sancho, and govern 
thee in thy - government, and deliver me from an ap- 
prehenfion I have that thou wilt turn the iiland 
topfy turvy ; a misfortune which I might prevent, 
by difcovering to the duke whit thou art, and tell- 
ing hini all that paunch and corpulency of thine is 
np other than a bag full of proverbs and 4mperti- 
nence." 

^ Signor, replied Sancho, if your worfhip really 
thinks I am not qualified fox that government, I re- 
nounce it from henceforward for ever, amen. I have 
a greater regard for a nail's breadth of my foul than 
my whole body ; and I can fubCft as bare Sancho, 
upon a cruft of bread and an onion, as well as go- 
vernor on c3pon3 and partridges ^ for, while we fleep, 
great and fmall, rich and poor, are equal all. If 
your worfhip. will confider, your worfhip will find, 
that you yourfelf put this fcheme of government into 
my head : as for my own part, I know no more of 
the matter than a buftard : and if you think the gor 
vernorfhip will be the means of my going to the devil, 
I would much rather go as fimple Sancho to heaven, 
than as a governor to hell-fire." 
' <« Before Gknl ! cried the knight, from thefe lafb 
rcfledions thou haft uttered, I pronounce thee wor- 
thy to govern a thoufand iflands. Thou haft an 
excellent natural difpofition, without ivhich all fcience 
is naught : recommend thyfelf to God, and endea- 
vour to ♦avoid errors in the firft intention ; I .inean, 
let thy intention and unfhaken purpofe be, to deal 

right- 
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Tighteoufly in all thy tranfaftions ; for Heaven aU 
ways favours the upright defign. And now let us 
go in to dinner i for I believe their graces wait 
for us." 

CHAP. XII. 

Giving an account of the manner in which Sancho 
was condu4^ed to the government, and a ftrange 
adventure that happened to Don Quixote in the 

cadle. 

'TnHE original of the hiftory, it is faid, relates 
* that the interpreter did not tranflate this chap- 
ter as it had been written by Cid Hamct Benengeli, 
who bewails his fate in having undertaken fuch a dry 
and confined hiftory as that of Don Quixote ; which 
obliged him to treat of nothing but the knight and 
his fquire, without daring to launch out into other 
more grave and entertaining epifodes and digref- 
fions. He complained, that to be thus reftri^led in 
his hand, his pen, and his invention, to one fubjeft 
only, fo as to be obliged to fpeak through the mouths 
of a few perfons, was an infupportable toil, that pro- 
duced no fruit to the advantage of the author ; and 
that, in order to avoid this inconvenience, he had 
in the firft part ufed the artifice of fome novels, fuch 
as the Impertinent Curiofity, and the Captive, which 
were detached from the hiftory, although many par- 
ticulars there recounted are really incidents which 
happened to Don Quixote ; and, therefore, could not 
be fuppreflcd. It was likewife his opinion, as he ob- 
ferves, that many readers being wholly ingrofled with 
the exploits of Don Quixote, would not beftow at- 
tention upon novels, but pafs them over either with 
negligence or difguft, without adverting to the fpirit 
and artifice they contain 5 a truth which would plain- 
ly appear, were they to be publiflied by themfelves, 
6 inde- 
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independent of the madnefs of Don Quixote, and the 
fimplicities of Sancho. He w6uld not therefore in- 
fert in the fecond part any novels whether detached 
or attached j but only a few epifodes that feem to 
fpring from thofe very incidents, which truth rep re - 
fents; and even thefe, as brief and concife as they 
could poffibly be related : and fince he includes and 
confines himfelf within the narrow- limits of narration, 
though his abilities and underftanding are fufficient to 
treat of the whole univerfe, he hopes that this work 
will not be depreciated, and l>egs he may receive due 
praife, not for what he has written, but for what he 
has left unwrit. Then the hiftory proceeds in this 
manner: 

In the evening that fucceeded the afternoon on 
which the knight admoniihed his fquire, he gave him 
his admooitions in writing, that he might find fome 
perfon to read them ocgafionally j but, fcarce had 
Sancho received than he dropped them by accident, 
and they fell into the hands of the duke, who com- 
municated the paper to the duchefs, and both ad- 
mired anew the madnefa and ingenuity of Don Quix- 
ote. Refolving to profecute the jeft, they, that very 
evening, difiniffed Sancho with a large ' retinue to the 
place, which lie fuppofed to be an iiland ; the ex- 
ecution of the whole fcheme being left to the faga- 
city of the duke's fteward, who was a perfon of great 
humour and difcredon ; for without difcretion there 
can be no hiimour. He it was who afted the part 
^ the counted Trifaldi, with that plealantry above 
related* Thus qualified, and in confequence of the in- 
ftTu&ions he received from their graces, touching his 
behaviour to Sancho, he had performed his part to ad- 
juration. It happened then, that Sancho no fooner be- 
beld the faid fteward than he ttaced in his countenance 
Ac very features of Trifaldi, and returning to his 
iJwfter, ** Signor, faid he, the devil may fly away with 
i&e from the fpot where I ftand, as an honeft man, and 
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a believer, if your worfliip will hot corifefe diat the face 
of the duke*s fteward here prefent, is the very fame 
with that of the. afflidied duenna !" Don Quixote, 
having attentively confidered the fte ward's counte* 
nance, replied, " There is no occafion for the devil's 
running away with thee, Sancho, either as an honeft 
man or a believer ; (indeed, I cannot guefs thy mean- 
ing ;) for, fure enough, this fteward's face is the very- 
fame with that of the affli£led duenna : but, never- 
thelefs, the fteward and the duenna cannot poflibly 
be the fame perfon : that would imply a downright 
contradiftion, and this is no time to let on foot fuch 
inquiries, which would entangle us in the maze of 
inextricable labyrinths. Believe me, friend, "wc 
ought to befeech the Lord very earneftly to deliver 
us from thofe two evils of wicked wizzards, and 
vile enchanters." ^* But this is no joke, anfwered 
Sancho v for I heard . him fpeak a little while ago, 
and methought the very voice of Trifaldi founded in 
ipine ears. At prefent, however, I will hold my 
tongue J biit, neverthelefs, I will keep a ftrift eye 
over him from henceforward, in order to difcover 
fome other mark either to deftrby or confirm xnj 
fufpicion." *< Do fo, Sancho, faid Don Quixote; 
and be fure to fend me notice of the difSfoveries thou 
ftialt make in this particular, as well as of every thing 
that ihall happen to thee in the courfe of thine admi- 
niftration." 

At length, Sancho departed with a numerous at- 
tendance : he was drefled like a gownman, with a 
long cloak of murrey-coloured camblet, and a cap of 
the fame ftwfF; he rode upon a mule, with fhort 
ftirrups, and was followed by Dapple, who, by the 
duke's exprefs order, was adorned with tich trap- 
pings of flaming filk ; fo that the governor from time 
to time turned aboiit his head to contemplate the 
finery of his afs, with whofe company he was fo well 

con- 
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content, that he would not have exchanged it for that 
of the German emperor. 

At parting, he kifled the hands of the duke and 
duchcfs, and afked the benedi£Kon of his mafter, 
which was given with tears, and received with a 
whimper. 

Courteous reader, fuflPer honeft Sancho to depart 
in peace and happy time, and lay thy account with 
two bufhels of laughter, which will proceed from thy 
knowing how he behaved himfelf in office ; and in 
the mean time, attend to what hefel his mafter this 
very night ; an incident which, if it cannot excite thy 
laughter, will, at leaft, induce thee to grin like a 
nnrnkcy ; for the adventures of Don Quixote muft be 
celebrated either with mirth or admiration. 

It is related then, that Sancho was no fooner gone, 
thafn his mafter became folitary, and, had it been 
poffible, would have revoked the commiffion, arid 
deprived him of his government ; but the duchefs 
being apprifed of his melancholy, defired to know 
the caufe, obferving, that if it proceeded from San- 
cho*8 abfence, there was plenty of fquires, duennas, 
and damfels in the family, who fhould ferve him to 
the fatisfaftion of his utmoft wifh. *« True it is, 
iny lady duchefs, replied Don Quixote, I feel the 
aWence of Sancho j but that is not the principal 
caufe of my feeming fadnefs : and of all the gefhe- 
xovis proffers of your excellency, I chufe to accept 
nothing but the good-will with which they are made j 
for the reft, I humbly beg your excellency will 
confent, and permit me to wait upon myfelf in my 
own apartment/' " Truly, faid the duchefs, that 
mtift' not be ; (ignor Don Quixote fliall be ferved by 
four of my damfels, as beautiful as rofes." ** With 
regard to me, anfwcred the knight, they will not be 
rofcs, but thorns to prick my very foul ; and, there- 
fore, I w4U as foon fly t& petmit them; or any thing 
like them, to entet my chamber. If your gi^cc 
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would continue to beftow your favours, which, I own, 
I do not defervc, fufFer me to be private, and make 
ufe of my own doors, that I may raife a wall be- 
tween my paiEons and my chaftity : a cuftom which 
1 would not forego for all the liberality which your 
highnefs is pleafed to difplay^ in my behalf : and, in 
a word, I will rather fleep in my clothes than con- 
fent to be undrefTed -by any perfon whatfoever/' 
** Enough, enough, fignor Don Quixote, anfwered 
her grace ; you may depend upon it, I (hall give fuch 
orders, that not even a fly, much lefs a damfel, ihall 
enter your apartment : I am not a perfon to difcom- 
pofe the decency of fignor Don Quixote, among 
whofe virtues, I perceive, that of decorum fliines 
with fuperior luftre. Your worfliip may drefs and 
undrefs yourfclf alone, after your own fafhion, when 
and how you pleafe, without let or impediment ; for, 
in your chamber, you will find every utenfil fuited to 
thofe who fleep under lock and key, without being 
obliged to open upon any neceflary occafion« Long 
live the great Dulcinea del Tobofo, and may her fame 
be extended around the whole circumference of the 
earth, feeing flie is worthy to be beloved by a knight 
of fuch valour and chaitity ; and may propitious 
Heaven infufe into the heart of Sancho Panza, our 
governor, a promptitude to finifli his flagellation, that 
the world may foon re-enjoy the beauty of fuch an 
excellent lady," To this compliment, the knight re- 
plied, <^ Your highnefs hatlvfpoken like yourfelf ; for 
from the mouths of fuch benevolent ladies nothing 
evil can proceed : and Dulcinea will be more fortu- 
nate, and more renowned through the world, by your 
grace's approbation, than by all the applaufe of the 
^rcateft orators upon earth." 

" Well then, fignor Don Quixote, anfwered the 
duchefs, it is now fupper-time, and the duke pro- 
bably ftays for us ; let us go and fup therefore, that 
you- may be a-bed betimes i for you/ journey to Cza* 
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daja wu not fo fhort, but that it muft have fatigued 
jrourworfhip in fome meafure." ** Madam, replied 
Don Quixote, I feel no fort of wearinefs ; and I fwear 
to your excellency, that in my life 1 never croffed a 
better, or eafier going fteed than Clavileno; nor 
can I conceive what fhould induce Malambruno to 
deprive himfelf of fuch a light and gentle carriage, 
by burning it without fcruple or hefitation." '< As 
to diat particular, faid the duchefs, we may fuppofe, 
that, repenting of the injury he had done to the coun- 
tefc and her company, as well as to other people, and 
being forry for the mifchief he muft certainly have 
produced as a wizzard and enchanter, he refolved 
to deftroy all the inftruments of his art: as the 
principal of thefe, which gave him the greateft un- 
cafinefs, becaufe it had tranfported him from place 
to place in his operations, he burned Clavileno, that 
by means of his aflies, and the trophy of the parch- 
ment, the valour of Don Quixote might be eter- 
nized." 

The knight made frefli acknowledgments of her 
grace's politenefs, and after fupper retired to his 
apartment, without fufFering any perfon to accom- 
pany or miniiter unto his occafions ; fo much was he 
afraid of meeting with trials, which might provoke 
or compel him to forego the chaftity and decorum* 
which he had hitherto preferved for his miftrefs Dul- 
cinca, evet fchooling his imagination with the exem- 
plary virtue of Amadis, the flower and mirrour of 
knight-errantry. 

Having locked the door behind him, he undrei& 
cd himfelf by the light of two wax tapers, and in 
the couifc of this occupation (O misfortune, ill de-»» 
creed to fuch a perfonage !) forth broke — not a vol- 
lev of fighs, or any thing elfe to difcredit the plenty 
of his politenefs, but about two dozen of ftitches in 
one (locking, which, being thus torn, refembled a 
^ce : a mifcap which was the fource of extreme 
*^ D 2 «f- 
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affliftion to our worthy fignor, who, on this cJccafioil, 
would have given an ounce of (liver for a drachm of 
green filk, for his (lockings were of that colour. 

Here Benengeli exclaims, ** O poverty, poverty ! 
I know not what fhould induce the great Cordovan 
poet to call thee a holy unrequited gift. I, though 
a Moor, am very fenfible, from my correfpondence 
with Chriftians, that holinefs con(ifts in charity, hu- 
mility, faith, poverty, and obedience; yet, never- 
theleis, I will a(firm, that he muft be holy indeed, 
who can fit down content with poverty, unlefs we 
meart that kind of poverty to which oiie of the gteat- 
eft faints alludes, when he fays, Po(refs of all things 
as riot po(refling them : and this is called fpiritual po- 
verty. But thou fecond poverty, which is the caufe 
I fpoke of, why wouldft thou a(rault gentlemen of 
birth rather than any other clafs of people ? Why 
doft thou compel them to cobble their flioes, and 
wear upon their coats one button of filk, another of 
hair, and a third of glafs ? Why muft their ruffs be 
generally yellow and ill ftarched ?" (* By the bye,, 
from this circumflance we learn the antiquity of 
ruffs and ftarch.) But, thus He proceeds: " O wretch- 
ed man of noble pedigree ! who is obliged to admi- 
nifter cordials to his honour, in the midft of hunger 
and folitude, by playing the* hypocrite with a tooth- 
pick, which he affe^ls to ufe in the ftreet, though he has 
eat nothing to require that aft of cleanlinefs : vnrctch- 
ed he ! I fay, whofe honour is ever apt to be ftartled, 
and thinks that every body at a league's diftance ob- 
ferves the patch upon his fhoe, his greafy hat, and 

* Cervantes has been frequently caught napping, and here in par- 
ticular ; how could this be any proof of tlie antiquity of ruffs, whea 
the adventure happened after the iirft part of Don Quixote was puW- 
liihed ? But, perhaps, thi& is no other than an ironical animadverfion 
uponHbe trlHing difcoveries of antiquaries. 
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thread-bare cloak^ and even the hunger that predo- 
minates in his helly." 

AH thefe reflexions occurred to Don Quixote 
when he tore his ftocking ; but he confpled him- 
fclf for the misfortune, when he perceived that San- 
cho had left behind him a pair of travelling-boots, 
which he refolved to wear next day : finally, he 
crept into bed, where he lay penfive and melancholy, 
as well for the abfence of Sancho, as for the irrepa- 
rable misfortune of his ftocking, which he would 
have gladly mended, even with filk of a different 
colour 5 one of the greateft marks of mifery which a 
gentleman can exhibit in the courfe of his tedious 
poverty. After having extinguifhed the lights, he 
found the weather fo hot that he ^ could not fleep : 
he therefore arofe again, and opened the cafement 
of a grated window that looked into a fine garden : 
then it was, that perceiving and hearing people walk- 
ing and talking together, he began to liften atten- 
tively, while thofe below fpoke fo loud that he heard 
the following dialogue : 

" Do not, O Emerencia, prefs me to fing; for 
well thou knoweft, that from the moment this ftran- 
ger entered the caftle, and mine eyes beheld his 
merit, inftead of finging, I can do nothing but weep : 
befides, my lady's fleep is rather flight than pro- 
found; and I would not for all the wealth in the 
world, that her grace (hould find us here. More- 
over, fuppofe fhe fhould ftill fleep on, without waking, 
vain would be my fong, unlefs it fliould awake, and 
tttraft the attention of this new -^neas, who is ar- 
rived in my territories, in order to leave me forlorn.** 
" Let not thefe fuppofitions have any -weight with 
you, my dear Altifidora, replied another voice : the 
duchefs is doubtlefs afleep, and every body in the 
houfe, except the lord of your heart, and watchman 
of your foul, who muft certainly be awake ; for I 
juft now heard him open the cafemept in his apart- 
D 3 ment: 
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mcnt: (ing, therefore, my difaftrous friend, in a 
low, fweet, and plaintive tone, to the found of thy 
harp : and ihould the duchefs overhear us, we will 
Jay the blame upon the heat of the weather." " That 
is not the caufe of my hefitation, O Emerencia, re- 
plied Altifldora ; but I am afraid, that my fong 
will difclofe the fituation of my heart, and I myfelf 
be cenfured by thofe who never felt the almighty 
power of love, as a light and liquoriih dariifel : but 
come what will; better have a hot face than a 
heavy heart." At that inftant a harp wasr ravifli- 
ingly touched ; and Don Quixote hearing the found, 
was ftruck with amazement ; for his imagination 
was inftantly filled with an infinity of fimilar ad- 
ventures of rails and gardens, ferenades, courtihips, 
and fwoonings, Mrhich he had read in his vain books 
of chivalry ; and he concluded, that fome damfel of 
the duchels was enamoured of him, but that modefty 
compelled her to keep her inclinations fecret. PoC- 
fefled of this notion, he began to be afraid of his 
virtue : but he refolved in his own mind to hold 
out to the laft ; and, recommending himfelf, with all 
his foul and fpirit, to his raiftrefs Dulcinea del To- 
bofo, determined to liften to the fong. With a 
view, therefore, to let them know he was there, he 
pretended to fneeze, a circumftance which not a 
little pleafcd the damfels, who defired nothing fo 
much as that Don Quixote fhould hear them. Then 
the harp being tuned, Altifidora, after a flourifli, be- 
gan the following ditty : .

Here ended the fong of the haplefs Altifidora; 

and here ' began the horror of the courted* Don 

Quixote, who, fetching a heavy figh, faid within 

^ hinv- 
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himfclf, " What an unfortunate errant am I, whom 
DO damfel can behold without being enamoured of 
mj perfon ! and how haplefs is the peerlefs Dulcinea 
del Tobofo, who cannot enjoy my incomparable 
eonftancy without a rival! Queens, what would 
you have ? Emprefles, why do you perfecute her 
beauty ? Damfcls of fifteen, why do you moled fuch 
virtue? Leave, leave, I fay, that wretched lady ta 
tafte, enjoy, and triumph in the lot which love hath 
decreed her, by fubduipg my heart, and captivating 
my foul.. Take notice, enamoured tribe, that ta 
Dulcinea alone I am fugar pafte, but flint to all 
the reft of her fex ; to her I am honey ; but gall 
and bitternefs to fuch as you. In my eye, Dul- 
cinea alone is beauteous, wife', gay, chafte, and well 
bom; but all others are homely, foolifh, idle, and' 
of humble birth. To be her flave, and her's alorie, 
nature has thrown me into the world : Altifidora 
may weep or fing; and that lady may defpair, on 
whofe account I was pummelled in the caftle of the 
enchanted Moor; Dulcinea's I am refolved to be, 
boiled or ro^iled, neat, chafte, and well bred, in 
fpite of all the witchcraft upon earth." So faying^ 
he (hut the cafement with a flap, and retired to bed . 
in as much anxiety and concern as if fome great mif- 
fortune had befallen him. There then we will leave 
him for the prefent, as we are fummoned by the 
mighty Panza, who is impatient to begin his famous 
adminiftration. 

CHAP. XIIL . 

Giving an account of the manner in which Sancha 
Panza took pofleflion of his ifland, and began his 
adminiftration. 

r\ Thou ! perpetual explorer of the antipodes, 

torch of nature, eye of heaven, and agreeable 

motive for wine-cooling jars, Thymbrius here, Phoebus 
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there, archer in one place, phyfician in another, fa- 
ther of poetry, and inventor of mufic ; thou who 
always rifeft, but never fetteft, although thou fecmcft 
to fet. Thee I invoke, O fun ! by whofe affiftancc 
man is by man engendered ; thee I implore, that thou 
would'ft favour and enlighten the obfcurity of my ge- 
nius, and enable me to write with precifion an ac- 
count of the great Sancho Panza's adminiftration : 
for, without thy aid, I find myfelf lukewarm, feeble, 
and confufed. 

To begin then : Sancho, with his whole retinue, 
arrived at a town containing about a thoufand inha- 
bitants, one of the bed in the duke's poffeffion; 
which they told Sancho was called the ifland Bara- 
taria, either becaufe the name of the place was really 
Barataria, or becaufe he had very * cheaply purchafed 
the government. When he reached the gates of the 
. town, which was walled, the magiftrates came forth 
to receive him, the bells were fet a ringing, and the 
inhabitantSj, with expreffions of univerfal joy, con- 
jduiSlcd him with vail pomp to the great church, in 
order to return thanks to Heaven for his fafe arrival: 
then, with fome ridiculous ceremonies, they delivered 
to him the keys of the town, and admitted him as per- 
petual governor of the ifland Barataria. 

The equipage, matted beard, corpulency, and di- 
minutive ftature of .the new governor, furniflied food 
for admiration to every body who did not knoVr the 
juggle of the contrivance ; aye, and even to_ thofe ac- 
quainted with the myflery, who were not a few. b 
fine, they carried him from the church to the town- 
hall, and placing him upon the bench, the duke's Rew- 
ard addreflfed himfelf to the governor in thefe words : 
" It is an ancient cuftom in this famous ifland, my 
lord governor, that he who comes to take pofleffion 

* Barato /ignifics cheap, 
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of It, is obliged to anfwer fome difficult and Intricate 
queftion that ftiall be put to him, and by his refponfe 
die inhabitants feel tli pulfe of their new governor's 
genius, according to which they rejoice or repine at 
his arrival." While the fteward pronounced this ad- 
drefs, Sancho was contemplating a number of large 
letters written upon the wall that fronted his tribunal, 
and as he could not read, he defired to know the 
meaning of that painting on the walL " In that 
place, my lord, replied the fteward, is written and 
recorded the day on which your excellency has taken 
poffeffion of tliis ifland, for the infcription runs : On 
fuch a day and fuch a month, Signor Don Sancho Pati- 
zatook poffeffion of this ifland, and long may he enjoy 
the government thereof." '* And whom do they call 
Don Sancho Paijza ?" faid the governor. " Who, 
Init your excellency, anfwered the fteward ; for this 
ifland never faw any other Panza than him who fits 
on that tribunal." " Take notice then, brother, re- 
plied Sancho, the Don belongs not to me, nor did 
it ever belong to apy of my generation ; Cmple San- 
cho is my name y to Was my father called, and fo my 
grandfather ; and they were all Panzas, without ad- 
dition of Don or Donna; ,and I begin to imagine 
there are as many Dona as ftones in this ifland — ^but 
no more of that : God knows my meaning ; and per- 
adventure, if my government laft^-above three days, 
Lfliall weed out thefeDons, whighfrom thek fwarms 
inuft be aSj troublefon^e as veFiwn. But pray, Mr. 
Steward, proceed with your qiiieftion, whifch I ftiall 
anfiwrer to the beft of my underftanding, whether tha 
townfmen fliould repine or not repine." 

At that inftant two men entered the hall,, one iA 
the habit of a labouring man, and the other a taylor 
with fliears in his hand, who, approaching the bench^ 
*• My Jord govempr, laid he, this countryman and I 
are come before your lordfliip about an affair which 
I am going to explain. This honeft man con;es yef- 
terdav to my (hop, for, faving; your prcfence, Lam 
D (S ., an 
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an examined taylor, God be praifed ! and putting a 
remnaijt of cloth in my hand, Gaffer, faid he, is 
there ftuff enough here to make me a cap ? I, having 
handled the piece, replied Yes : now he fuppofing, 
a8 I fuppofe, and to be fure it was a right fuppofition, 
that I wanted to cabbage part of the fluff, ground- 
ing his fufpicion on his own deceit, and the bad cha- 
rafter of us taylors, defired I would fee if there was 
Enough for two caps ; and I, gueffing his thoughts, 
janfwercd Yes : and fo my gentleman, perfifling in his 
firfl and evil intention, went on adding cap to capj 
jand I proceeded to anfwer Yes upon Yes, until the 
number increafed to five caps : this very moment he 
called for them, and when I produced them, he not 
only refufed to pay me for my work, but even de- 
manded that I fhould either reftore the cloth, or pay 
him the price of it.'* ** Is this really the cafe, bro- 
ther?" faid Sancho. ** Yes, my lord, replied the 
countryman 5 but I beg your lordfhip would order 
him to fhew what fort of caps he has made/' << With 
all my heart," cried the taylor, who immediately, 
pulling out Ms hand from under his cloak, produced 
five fmall caps filled upon the tops of his four fingers 
and thumb; faying, *« Here are the 'fire caps wWch 
this honeft man defired me to make 5 as I fhall an- 
fwer to God and my own confcience, there is not a 
icrap of the fluff 'remaining ; and I am willing to fub* 
mit the work to the infpedlion of the maflers of the 
conipany.*' AH the people in-co^rt laughed at the 
iumiber of caps, and the novelty of th^ difpute, which 
Sancho having confidered for a few mdments, ** Me- 
thinks, faid he, this fuit requires no great difcufEon, 
but may be equitably determined out of hand : and 
Aerefore, my determination is, that the taylor fhall 
lofc his work, and the countryman forfeit his cloth ? 
and that the caps fhall be diftributed among die [ifoor 
priibners, without farther hefitation." 

If the fenttence he afterwards puffed upon the herdf* 
nwm's piurfe, ^;jcited the admiration of the fpeilators, 
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this dccifiott provoked their laughter: ncvcrthelefs, 
they executed the orders of their governor, before 
whom two old men now prefeiited themfelves, one of 
them having a cane, which he ufed as a walking-ftaflT. 
The other making up to the governer, " My lord, faid 
he, fome time ago, 1 lent this man ten crowns of gold, 
to oblige and affift him in an emergency, on condi- 
tion that he fhould pay them upon demand j and for 
a good while, I never afked my money, that I might 
not put him to greater inconvenience in repaying, 
than that which he felt when he borrowed the fum \ 
. but as he feemed to negleft the payment entirely, I 
have demanded the money again and again, and he 
not only refufes to refund, but alfo denies that I ever 
lent him the ten crowns ; or if I did, he fays, he is 
fure they were repaid : now, I having no witneffes 
to prove the loan, nor he evidence of the repayment, 
for indeed they never were repaid, I entreat your 
lordfhip to take his oath, and if he fwears the money 
was returned, I here forgive him the debt, in the 
prefence of God." " What have you to fay to this 
charge, honeft gafFer with the ftaff?" faid Sancho. 
*• My lord, replied the fenior, I confefs he lent me 
the money J and fince he leaves the matter to my 
oath, if your lordfhip will lower your rod of juftice, 
I will make affidavit, that I have really and truly re- 
turned, and repaid the fum I borrowed." The go- 
vernor accordingly lowered his wand, the defendant 
defined the plaintiff to hold his cane until he (hould 
make oafh, becaufe it incumbered him ; then laying 
his hand upon the crofs of the rod, he declared that the 
other had indeed lent him thofe ten crowns which he 
now demanded ; but that he, the borrower, had re- 
turned them into the lender's own hand, and he fup- 
pofed he dunned him in this manner, becaufe he had 
forgot that cifcumftance. This oath being adminifter- 
cd, the -great governor afked what farther the cre- 
ditor had to fay to the allegaition of the other party i 
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And he anfwered, that doubtlefs the defendant had 
fpoke the truth ; for he looked upon him as an ho- 
ned man, and a good chriftian ; and that as he him- 
fclf muft have forgot the particulars xyi the payment, 
he would never demand it from thenceforward. Then 
the defendant taking back his cane, and making his 
obeiiUnce, quitted the court ; while Sancho feeing him 
retire in this manner, and perceiving the refignatiou 
or the plaintiff, hung down his head a little, and 
laying the forefinger of his right hand on one fide of 
his nofe, continued in this mufing pofture for a very 
fmall fpace of time ; then, raifing his head, he or- 
dered them to call back the old man with the ftaff) 
who had retired : he was accordingly brought before 
Sancho, who faid to him, ** Honed friend, lend me 
that ftaff, I have occafion for it." " With all ^y 
heart, my lord, replied the elder, reaching it to the 
judge : then Sancho took and deliveried it to ihe 
plaintiff, faying : ** Now, go your ways a God's 
name, you are fully paid." " How, my lord, faid 
the old man, is this cane then worth ten crowns of 
gold ?" " Yes, replied the governor, otherwife I 
am the greateft dunce in nature : and now it fliall 
appear whether or not I have a noddle fufficient to 
govern a whole kingdom." So faying, he ordered 
the cane to be broke in public ^ and when, in con- 
fequence of his command, it was fplit qfunder, ten 
crowns of gold were found in the heart of it, to the 
aftonifliment of all the fpeftators, who looked. upon 
their new governor as another Solomon. When he 
was afked how he could conceive that the money was 
in the cane> he anfwered, that feeing the deponent 
^ive his ftaff to ^ the other party before he made oath, 
then hearing him declare that he* had really and truly 
returned the money ; and laftly, perceiving that after 
his depofition he took back the ftaff, it came into his 
head that the money was concealed within the cane. 
And in this inftance we fee that governors, though 
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othcrwife fools, are fometimcs direfted in their deci- 
fions by the hand of God : befides, Sancho had heard 
fuch a llory told by the curate of his village ; and his 
memory was fo tenacious, in retaining every thing he 
wanted to remember, that there was not fuch another 
in the whole ifland. Finally, the two old men went 
away; the one overwhelmed with fliame, and the 
other miraculoufly repaid ; the byeftandcrs were 
aftoniflied, and he whofe province it was to record 
the fayings, a£lions, and conduct of Sancho, could 
not determine in his own mind, whether he fliould 
regard and report him as a fimpleton, or a fage. 

This fuit being determined, a woman came into 
court, holding faft by a man habited like a rich herdf- 
man, and exclaiming with great vociferation, " Juf- 
tice, my lord governor ! juftice ! which, if I find not 
on earth, I will go in queft of to heaven ! My lord 
governor of my foul^ this wicked man has forced me 
iu the middle of a field, and made ufe of my body as' 
if it had been a dirty difli-clout : alack, and a-well- 
a-day ! he has robbed me of that which I had pre- 
fcrved for three-and-twenty years, in fpite of Moors 
and chriftians, natives and foreigners : and have I, 
who was always as hard as a gork-tree, maintained 
my virtue entire, like a falamander in the midft of 
flames, or wool among brambles, to be handled by 
the clean hands of this Robin Goodfellow ?" " That 
muft be inquired into, fays Sancho, whether the gal- 
lant's hands be clean or no.*' Then turning to the 
man, he aiked what he had to fay to the complaint of 
that woman? To this queftion, the culprit replied 
with great perturbation, <*My lord, I am a poor 
herdlman who deal in fwine ; and this morning went 
to market, faving your prefence, with four hogs, and 
the duties and extortions, and one thing and another, 
ran away with almoft all they were worth; and fo, in 
my return, I lighted on this honeft damfel in the 
road; and the devil, who will always meddle and 
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make, and have his finger in every pie, yoked us 
together: I paid her handfomely; but (he, not fa- 
tisfied, laid fall hold on me, nor would fhe quit her 
hold until fhe had brought me hither : (he alleges I 
forced her ; but, by the oath I have taken, or am to 
take, (he lies: and this is the whole truth, without 
the leaft crum of prevarication." Then the gover- 
nor afked if he had any money about him j and 
when he owned he had a leather purfe with twenty 
ducats in his bofom, Sancho ordered him ^o pull it 
out, and deliver the whole to the complainant. The 
man obeyed his command- with fear and trembling ; 
the woman received the money, and making a thou- 
faiid curtfies to all the byeftanders, prayed God would 
preferve the life and health of my lord governor, wha 
took fuch care of damfels and orphans in neceflity. 
So faying, Ihe went away, balding the purfe with 
both hands, though not before Ihe had examined the 
contents. Scarce had fhe quitted the court, when 
Sancho faid to the iierdfman, who flood with tears in 
his eyes, fending his heart, and many a long look 
after his purfe, " Heark ye, friend, go after that wo- 
man, and take the purfe from her, either by fair 
means or force, and bring it hither to me." This 
command v/as not impofed upon one that was either 
deaf or doating ; for he darted like lightning, in or- 
der to put it in execution J while all the fpeftators 
waited in fufpence to fee the iflue of the fuit. In a 
little time the parties returned, but more clofely en- 
gaged, and clinging f after together than before ; fhe, 
with her petticoat tucked up, and the purfe in her 
lap, and he flruggling to no purpofe, to take it from 
her 5 fo vigorouily did fhe defend her acquifition, cry- 
ing aloud, " Jullice, in the name of God and his 
creatures ! . Take notice, my lord governor, of the 
impudence and prefumption of this mifcreant, who, 
in the very face of the people, and the middle of the 
flreet, wanted tp rob me of the purfe which I receivpd

by jrour lordfhip's decree." " Has he taken it from 
you, then ?" faid the governor- " Taken it from 
mc! replied the wench 5 1-11 fodner part with mj 
life than with my purfe. I fhouTd be a jjrccious 
ninny indeed ! otherguife cats muft fcratch my beard, 
and not fuch a pitiful muckworm as he. Pincers and 
hammers, mallets and chiflels fliould not tear it out 
of my clutches ; no, not the claws of a lion : my 
foul and body ihall rather be tore afunder/' " It is 
even fo, faid the man; I fubmit as the weaker veflel, 
and own I have. not ftrength enough to recover my 
purfe." He quitted her accordingly. Then the 
governor faid to the woman, " Come hither, my vir- 
tuous and fpirited dame; let me fee thy purfe." 
Which, when (he delivered it, he reftored to the 
roan ; and turning to the wench, .who was too force- 
ful to be forced, ** Siftej of mine, quoth he, if you 
had exerted the fame vigour and pcrfcverance, or even 
half fo much, in preferving your chaftity, as you 
Iwe ihewn in defending the purfe, the force of Her- 
cules would not have forced you. Begone, a-God V 
J^^ne! begone, I fay, with a. vengeance, and never 
jw«c appear in this ifland, or within fix leagues of 
it, on pain of receiving two hundred ftripes. Begone 
immediately, you chattering, (hamelefs impoftor." 
The woman, terrified at his menaces, fneaked ofF, 
hanging her head and difcontented ; and the gover- 
nor fpoke to the man in thefe words : " Honcft 
"lend, get you home with your money, in the name 
of God ; and unlefs you are inclined to lofe it again, 
from henceforward avoid all temptations to yoke with 
*ny woman whatfoever." 

The herdfman thanked him as flieepifhly as he 
could, and went away, and the audience were ftruck 
Wh admiration afrerfi, at the judgment and decifions 
of their new governor; every circumftance of which 
"^ing recorded by his hiftoriographer, was immedi- 
ately 
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ately communicated to the duke, who waited for the 
account with the utmoft impatience. 

But here let honed Sancho reft a little : for we are 
fummoned in all hafte by his mafter, who is greatly 
difturbed by the mufic of Altifidora. 

CHAP- XIV. 

Of the dreadful confternation and cattifh concert to 
which Don Quixote was expofed, in the coutfe of 
the enamoured Altifidora's amour. 



W 



''E left the great Don Quixote wrapped up in 
thofe cogitations that were fuggeftcd by the 
mufic of the enamoured damfel Altifidora. With 
thefc companions he crept into bed ; but,, as if they 
had been fleas and vermin, they would not fufier him 
to deep, or indeed enjoy a moment's repofe, efpe- 
cially when reinforced with the reflection of his wcmnct 
ed ftocking. But as Time is fo light and nimble, that 
no rub can retard his career, he galloped along upon 
the Hours, and foou ufhered in the morning ; which 
was no fooner beheld by the knight, than he forfook 
the gentle down, and, being the reverfe of lazy, 
dreflled himfelf in his fliamoy fuit. He put on his 
travelling boots to conceal the misforti;ne of his hofc ; 
threw his fcarlet cloak over his fhoulder, cafed his 
heid in a green velvet cap trimmed with filver, flung 
his trufty hanging fword in his bufi^-belt, took up his 
large rofary, which always depended from his wrift, 
and with gre^t port and folemnity went forth into the 
hall, where the duke and duchefs, already dreflfed, 
ftayed for him. As he pafled through a gallery, he 
perceived Altifidora, and the other maiden her friend, 
who ftood waiting for his appearance ; and he was 
aao fooner beheld by the love-fick damfel, than flic 
pretended to faint away j while her companion re- 
ceived 
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ceived her in her arms, and with all poffible difpatch 
began to unclafp her bofom. The knight feeing her 
fall, approached the place where they were, faying, 
^* I know whence thefe accidents proceed." And the 
companion replied, " I do not know whence — for 
Altindora is the healthieft damfel of the whole fami- 
ly; and I never knew her fo much as fetch a figh 
from the firft minute of our acquaintance. 111 betide 
all the knights-errant in the world, if they are all fo 
fliy and fcomful^ Signor Don Quixote, I wifli your 
worfiiip would leave the place j for this poor girl will 
not come to herfelf while you ftand here/' To this 
intreaty the knight replied, ** Be fo good, madam, 
as to order a lute to be left in my apartment ; and, at 
night, I wil^, to the beft of my power, confole this 
unfortunate damfel : for a fpeedy explanation in the 
beginning is often an efFe£bual cure for thofe who are 
indifcreedy in love." So faying, he went away, that 
he might not be obferved in conference with the dam- 
fels; and fcarce was he gone, when the fwooning 
Ahifidora coming to herfelf, faid to her companion, 
"It will be requifite to leave the lute; for, doubt- 
Icfs, Don Quixote intends to entertain us with mufic, 
which cannot be bad if be is the performer." Then 
they went and gave an account of what had pafTed, 
and in particular of the lute, to the duchefs, wh^ 
was rejoiced beyond meafure, and concerted with her 
lord, and her women, how to execute another joke 
which fhould be more merry than mifchievous. This 
being accordingly contrived, they with grea^ glee 
Waited for night; and it came pofting along in the 
fame pace that brought in the day, which their graces 
fpcnt in favoury difcourfe with Don Quixote. On 
this day, the duchefs really and truly difpatched 
one of her pages,^ who had afted the part of the en- 
chanted Dulcinea in the wood, to Terefa Panza with 
hex hufband's letter, and a bundle, which he had left 
on purpofe to be fent home ; and the meffengcr had 
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particular orders to bring back a circumftantial detail 
of every thing that fliould pafs between him and the 
governor's lady. 

This ftep being taken, and the hour of eleven at 
night arrived, Don Quixote found a lute in his apart- 
ment; this he tuned, and having opened the window, 
perceived people walking below in the garden : he 
immediately ran over the firings of his inftrument, 
jnaking as good a prelude as he could ; then hemming 
^nd clearing his pipes, he, with a hoarfe, though not 
wntuneful voice, fung the following fonnet which he 
liad that very day compofed : 

SONG. 

T OVE, with idlenefs combined, 

-'-' Will unhinge the tender mind : 

But to few, to work, and move. 

Will exclude the force of love. 

Blooming maids that would be married, 

Muft in virtue be unwearied : 

Modefty a dow*r will raife. 

And be trumpet of their praife. 

A cavalier will fport and play 

With a damfel frank and gay 5 

But when wedlock is his aim, 

Choofe a maid of fober fame. 

Paflion kindled in the breaft. 

By a ftranger or a gueft. 

Enters with the riling fun. 

And fleets before his race be run : 

Love that comes fo fuddenly. 

Ever on the wing to fly, 

Neither can or will impart 

Strong impreflions to the heart. 

Pidlures drawn on pifkures, fhew 

Strange coufuGon to the view : 

Second beauty finds no i}afe. 

Where a firft has taken place : Thca 
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Then Dulcinea ftill (hall reign 
Without a rival or a ftain ; 
Nor fhall fate itfelf contrdul 
Her fway, or blot her from my foul : 
Conftancy, the lover's boaft, 
ru maintain whatever it coft : 
This, my virtue will refine : 
This, will ftamp my joys divine. 

So far had Don Quixote proceeded with his fong, 
which was overheard by the duke and duchefs, Alti- 
Cdora, and almoft all the people in the caille, when 
all of a fudden, from the top of a corridore imme- 
diately above Don Quixote's window, came down a 
cord to which above a hundred horfe-bells were tied ; 
and, after thefe, was difcharged a whole fackfull of 
cats with fmaller bells fattened to their tails. Such 
was the noife occafioned by the tinkling of thefe bells, 
and the mewing of the cats, that even the duke and 
duchefs, who invented the joke, were terrified and 
confounded, and Don Quixote aftoniihed and dif- 
mayed ; efpecially when two or three cats chanced to 
enter his window, and courfed up and down through 
his apartment, which feemed to be haunted by a 
whole legion of devils ; for they extinguifhed the 
lights, and ran to and fro, endeavouring to efcape, 
while the rope with the large bells, was lowering 
down, and pulling up inccflantly ; fo that the grcateft 
part of the people in the family, who were ignorant 
of the fcheme, liftened with fear and admiration. 
¥hen Don Quixote ftarting up, and unfheathing hh 
fword, began to fence with the window, exclaim- 
ing aloud, ** Avaunt, malignant enchanters ! Avaunt, 
ye wizzard crew ! for I am Don Quixote de la Man- 
cha, againft whom your whole power and malice 
ftiall not avail." So faying, he laid about him among 
the cats which had entered his .apartments; and they 
fprung towards the cafement, from wh^ice two of 
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them made their efcape : but the third, finding itfelf 
hard prefled by the valour and backftrokcs of the 
knieht, flew at his face, and laid faft hold on his nofe 
with its teeth and claws. The pain of this affault 
affeded Don Quixote in fuch a manner, that he be- 
gan to roar with vaft vociferation; which being heard 
by the duke and duchefs, who guefled the caufe of 
his cries, they ran inftantly to his chamber, which 
they opened virith a mafter-key; and lights bebg 
brought, they found the poor knight endeavouring 
with all his ftrength to difengage the cat from his vi- 
fage. Seeing the unequal fray, they made hade to 
part the combatants; when Don Quixote _ called 
aloud, ^^ Let no man part us; but leave me hand to 
band with this demon, this wizzard, this enchanter; 
and I will make him fenfiblc of the difference be- 
tween him and me, who am Don Quixote de la Man- 
cha." The cat, however, without minding his 
threats, ftuck fail to his nofe ; but, at length, the 
diike tore it away, and threw it out at the window : 
fo that the knight remained with his face like a fieve, 
and his nofe in no very found condition; though he was 
very much diflatiafied, that they would not fuffer him 
to finifh the engagement he had fo obilinately main- 
tained with that felonious enchanter. 

Oil of Aparicio was immejjiatelv fetched, and Al- 
tifidora herfelf, with her fnowy hands, applied the 
balfam, faying in a low voice as flie bound up his 
wounds, *^ All thefe mifadventures befal thee, hard- 
hearted knight, as a punifhment for thy cruelty and 
difdain ; and God grant, thy fquire Sancho may for- 
get to fcourge himfelf, that thy fo much-beloved Dul- 
<:inea may never be difenchanted, nor thou enjoy her as 
a wedded wife ; at leaft, during the life of me, by 
whom thou art adored." To all this apoftrophe Don 
Quixote anfwered not a word ; but, heaving a, pro- 
found figh, laid himfelf along in his bed, and thanked 
their graces for this inftancc of their concern ; not 
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that he was afraid of fuch a cattifh-enchanting, and 
bcU-ringing crew, but on account of the kind in- 
tention they had manifefted in coming to his relief. 
As to the duke and duchefs, they left him to his re- 
pofe, and went away extremely forry for the unfortu- 
nate iflue of their joke ; for they did no^ think Don 
Quixote would have fufFered fo terribly by the adven- 
ture, which coft him five days confinement in his 
bed; where he was engaged in another ftill more 
diverting •, which, however, the hiftorian will not at 
prefent recount, that he may return to Sancho Pan- 
za, who proceeded in his adminiftration with equal 
pleafantry and folicitude. 

^ C H A.P. XV. 

Contaming a farther account of Sancho's behaviour in 
his government. 

'THE hijftory relates, that from the town-hall 
* Sancho Panza was coridufted to a fumptuous 
palace, in the great hall of which was a royal table 
moft elegantly fumiflied : when the governor enter- 
ed, the waits ftruck up, and four pages came forth 
and prefented him witfi water for his hands, which 
he received with great folemnity; then the muGc 
<^fing, he took his place at the upper end of the table, 
wldch was accommodated with one feat only, and 
a cover for himfelf alone : while clofe by him flood a 
perfonage, who afterwards proved to be a phyfician, 
with a rod of whalebone in his hand. They removed 
a very fine white cloth that covered the fruit and a 
great variety of diihes ; one, who looked like a ftu- 
dent, faid grace ; a page tucked a laced bib under 
Sancha's chin; and another perfon, who afted the 
part of fewer, fet a plate of fruit before the gover- 
nor; but fcarce had he fwillowed a mouthful, when 
^ ioGtot couching the faid plate with his wand, it 
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was fnatchqd from him in a twinkling: the* fewer 
prcfented him with another dilh, which the governor 
Tefolved to prove j but, before he could finger or taftc 
it, the plate being alfo touched by the wand, one of 
the pages conveyed it away, with incredible difpatc^ 
to the amazement oF Sancho, who, looking tound 
him, aflced if he muft be obliged to eat like a jugglci^ 
by flight of hand ? 

To this interrogation, he of the wand replied : 
** My lord governor muft, in eating, conform to the 
yfe and cuftoms of other iflands where governors re- 
Hde. I, my lord, enjoy a falary as phyfician to the 
governors of this ifland, and take more care of t^eir 
health ihan of my own ^ ftudying night and day, and 
confidering the goyempr's eonftitution, that I may be 
able to cure him, in cafe he Ihould be taken ill ; bu|; 
the principal part of my o^ce is, to be prefent at his 
meals, where I allow him to eat what I think will 
agree with his complexion, and reftrain him from that 
which I conceive will be hurtful and prejudicial to his 
ftomach. I, therefore, ordered the fruit to be re- 
moved, becaufe it is cjangerouily moifti and, like- 
wife, commanded the other difli to be conveyed away, 
becaufe it is exceflively hot, as containing a number* 
of fpices, which create thirft, and copious drinking 
drowns and deftroys the radical moifture, which is 
the eflence of life/' ^« By that way of reafoning, faid 
Sancho, that there difti of roafted partridges, which 
feem to be very well feafoned, will do me no harm." 
To this' hint the phyfician replied: "Of thefe, my 
lord governor fhaH not eat while there is breath in my 
Tiody." " And pray for what reafpn ?*' faid the go- 
vernor. *^ Becaufe our mailer Hippocrates, the north 
ftar and luminary of phyfic, exprefsly faysy in ope of 
his aphorifms, Omnis faturatio mala, perdix autem 
pefEma,5^ that is. All repletion is bad, but that with 
partridge worft of all?* " If that b^ the cafc,fafal 
Sanc)io, good Mr, Bodtor, ptay examine all the meffes 
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on Ac table> fo as to point out that which will do me 
leaft harm and moft good, that I may eat witiiout 
fear of conjuration ; for, by the life of the governor, 
and as God iball prolong it ! I am ready to die of 
hunger 5 and to deny me vi<flaals, even though fignor 
dodor ihould prefcribe failing, and fay a thoi^Tand 
things in its praife, will, inftead of prcferving my 
health, deprive me of life entirely." «* Yourlordihip 
is very much in the right, replied the phyfician : and 
to begin, I would not have you touch thefe ragoo'd 
rabbits, becaufe they are a (harp-haired food : of that 
veal, indeed, you might pick a little, if it was not 
roafted a-la-daube'; but as it is, touch it not." f f The 
difii that fmoaks yonder, faid Sancho, feems to be 
an oUa godrida, and confidcring the variety of in- 
gredients of which thefe ollas are compofed, furely 
I cannot fail to light on fpmething that will be both 
favoury and wholefome." " Abfit! cried the phyfi- 
cian, far from us be fuch a thought. There is not 
a more pernicious nutriment upon the face of the 
earth : leave your ollas to canons, reftors of colleges, 
and country weddings ; but let them never appear 
upon the tables of governors^ where elegance and 
neatnefs ought to reign. The reafon is clear ; at sill 
times, in all places, and by all the learned, funplc me- 
dicines are more ^fteemed than thofe that are com- 
pound : for in the fir ft, no miftakes can.be commit- 
ted; whereas, jn the other, numberlefs errors may 
take place, in the quantity and proportion of the in- 
gredients : but what I would advife my lord governor 
to eat at prefent, in order to preferye and corroborate 
his health, is about a hundred confeded wafers, and 
a few thin flices of quinces, which will fit cafy on hi$ 
ftomach, andaflfiftdigeftbn.*' 

Sanchoy hearing this prefcription, threw himfelf 
backwards in his chair, and furveying the phyfician 
from head to foot, afked, in a grave and folemn tone, 
" What was his name* and whore he had ftudied ?"

Every body who knew Sancho were ftruck vith 
admiration at hearing him talk ft) elegantly, and 
could not account for his improvement any other 
way than by foppofing that potts and places of" im- 
portance enlarge the faculties of fome, while they 
ftupify.thc underftanding of others. Finally, docjtor 
Pedro Pofitive Bodewell de Snatchaway promifed to 
indulge his excellency with a plentiful fuppcr at night, 
wen though he (hould tranfgrefs all the aphorifms of 
Hippocrates.

names, to favour them with your opinion in a ^cafe 
of fuch doubt and intricacy.*' To this addrefs Sanc^o 
replied, ^^ Afluredly thofe judges who fent you ta 
me, might have fpared themfelves the trouble; for 
I am a man that may be faid to be rather blunt than 
acute : neverthelefs, repeat the bufinefs fo that I may 
underftand it fully, and who knows but 1 may chance 
to hit the nail on tike head ? The interrogator having 
repeated his ftory again and again, Sancho faid, *f.I 
think I can now explain the cafe in the twinkling of 
two balls ; and this it is : A man fwears he is going 
to be hanged upon fucK a gibbet 5 if he aftually fuflPers 
upon that gibbet, he fwore the truth, and by the en- 
acted law ought to be allowed freely to pafs the bridge :

told thou haft govettied like a mail, and that thou 
.art a man as if thou i^rt a head ^ fUch is the humi- 
lity of .thy deportmei^t. Take rtotide, Sancho, it 
is often convenient and necdfiafy, for the authority 
of office to refifl: the liumility of the heart; for the 
ornament of the perfon iiiveited «^th charges of dig- 
nity, ought to be confotitiable to 'vt^hat theTe require, 
and not meafured according to the will of an humble 
difpofition. Appear always well direfled ; for, ai may- 
pole when decorated, loies its original appeahAce; 
not that I advife thee to wear jewels aiid finery ^ or, 
as thou art a judge, to go in the habit of a foldier : 
•but to adorn thyfelf wi& that garb whidi thi^ oiSce 
requires, and to be always clean, and neatly dre^d. 
In order to acquire the good-will of the people over 
whom thou art fet, among other thihgs, remeoiber 
two particulars;- one. ts, to be affable to eveiy body; 
but thb I have mentioned u|>oii alidther occs^n: 
the other is. to procure plenty of prbvifion; for there 
is nothing that gives fuch vexatioii to the poor as hun- 
ger and dearth.

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' << Do: not iiue^ great number of ordinances ; but 
take ^ai^ tbat thofe which are publiflied be good 1 
aad above all things, fee they are maintained and 
put in exttcimdn; for thofe ordinances which are 
not ^feived, might as well be annulled, as they 
ferve to dembnftrate Aat the prince who had difcre- 
tion and authority to ena£k them, wanted power to 
enforce obedience ; and thofe laws which onlv inti- 
midate, without being, put in execution, refemble the 
king Log of the frogs, which at firft terrified his fub- 
jefts, by whom, however, at the long-run, he was de- 
ipifed and infulted. Be thou a father to the virtuous, 
9ni'a ftepfather to the wicked. Thou muft not be 
always rigorous, nor always ' gentle 5 but chufe the 
medium between thefe two extremities, in which lies 
the point of difcretion. Vifit the prifons, the flaugh- 
icr houfes, and the markets ; for in fuch places the 
prefencc of the governor will be of great importance. 
Confole the prifoncrs with hope of being fpeedily 
difpatched. Be a bugbear to butchers 5 for dien 
ihif w^ ufe honeft weights : and a terror to market- 
women, for the fame reafon. Beware of fhewing 
thyfelf (though thou really Ihouldft be fo, and yet, I 
believe,. thou are not) a mifer, aletcher, or a glutton; 
for thy people^ and thofe who have concerns with 
thee, knowing the bias of thine inclination, will bat- 
ter thee from that quarter, until thou art t)verthrown 
into the profundity of perdition. Confider and re- 
confider, perufe and re-peru(e the advices and in- 
ftruftions which T gave thee" in writing, brfore thy 
departure for thy government ; and, if thou obferveft 
the cohteiits, thou \vilt find in them a precious aid, 
that will alleviate the toils and difficulties which every 
moment occur to governors^ Write to thy noble 
patrons, to evince thy gratitude^ for ingratitude is 
the daughter of pride, and one of the vileft fins that 
can be committed : and the perfon who is grateful to 
his benefaftor, gives indication that he is aMb grate-

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ful to Gody whofe benefits are fo mani^d and fncef- 
fanl. M^ lady duche& difpatched a meflbtiftr widi 
thy hunting^fuit, and another prefent to uiywife 
TereCi. and we expeA her anfwer every moment. 

^' I have been fomewhatindifpofed^ in confe^ucnce 
of a certain cat-clawing adventure) which I lately at- 
chieved witb foBie diicomfiture o{ my nofe: hut thaSt 
was of no confcquence ; £or if I am maltreated by 
one fet of inchanters, I am protected by anodier. 
Let me know if the fteward, who is vrith thee, had 
any concern in fhe adventure of the cotmtefs Tri« 
faldi, as thou oace feeroedft to fufped : astd give me 
an account of every thing that betides thee, feeing 
the diftance between us is fo fmalL I think of 
leaving, in a little time, this idle life, for which I was 
never defigned. I am like to be engaged in an af- 
fair which, I believe, will bring me in difgrace with 
the duke and duchefs ; but, although this aflfedis my 
nund» it fliaU not influence my condud ; for^ in a 
word, I am refolvcd to comply with the duties of my 
profeiTion, rather than with the dilates of their plca- 
furc, in conformitv with the old faying. Amicus 
Plato, fed magis arnica Veritas. I write this fentence 
in Latin, becaufe I apprehend thou haft learned that 
language £nce thou waft a governor. I commit thee

Sancho Ufiened wi& great attention to the letter, 
which was applauded for the good fenfe it contained, 
by all the hearers; then the governor rifing from table, 
(hut himfdf up in bis apartment with the fecretary, 
in order to compofe an anfwer to his mafteri with- 
out lofs of time. He deiired the fcribe.to write what 
he fliouM dictate, without the leaft addition or di- 
minution. 
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minution. The fccretary obeyed hl$ command, and 
t&e anfwer was to diis effeft :

« npHE employment of my office is fo fcvcrc, 
* that I nave not time to fcratch my head, or 
even to pair my nails, which I, therefote, wear fo long, 
that God muft find fome remedy^ This I obferve, 
dear mafter of my foul, that your worfhip need not 
1^ confounded becaufe I have not Hitherto given you 
an account of my well or ill-being in this govern- 
ment; where, by the bye, I fufFer more pinchihg 
httug^ than when we t^o ufed to travel through 
woods and deferts. 

" My lord duke gave me notice the other day, in a 
letter, Aat certain fpies had entered the ifland, Jn 
order to murder me •, but, as yet, I have difcovercd 
none, except a do^or, v/ho has a falary in the place, 
for killing all the governors that come nither. They 
call him do^or Pedro Pofitive, and he is a native of 
Snatchaway; fo that your worihip may fee by his 
name, what reafon I have to fear I {hall perifh by his 
Hands. This very do£lor frankly owns, that he does 
not cure the diftempers which are already formed, 
Imt only prevents their formation ; and the medicine 
He prefcribes, is failing upon fading, until the patient 
is clean (kin and bone, as if a confumption was not 
worfe than a fever. Finally, he is killing me by inches 
with hunger ; and I find myfelf dying of pure vex- 
ation ; for I thought, in coming to this government, 
r fliould have hot meals and cool liquor, and regale 
rii V -body in hoUand flieets, upon beds of down ; 
vnereas, I am come to penance like a hermit ; and 
as 1 cannot even do that, I believe, at the long-run, 
the devil will fly away with me. 

** Hitherto I have never touched fee, nor fingered 

bribe j nor can I conceive the reafon of fuch proceed- 

G a ing; 
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ing; for I have been told, that the governors who 
ufed to come to this ifland, even before their entrance, 
always received a good fum of money, either by way 
of prefent or loan, from the inhabitants; a cuftom 
^ferved in other governments as well as in this. 

*< In going the round laft night, I found a very beau- 
tiful damfel in man's clothes, and her brother in the 
drefs of a woman : my gentleman-fewer is in love 
with the girl, and, as he fays, hath fixed his fancy on 
her for a wife, and I have chofen the youth for my 
fon*in-law : to-day we two will communicate our 
thoughts to the father of this young pair, who is one 
Diego de Liana, a gentleman, and as old a chriftian 
as one would dcfirc. 

** I vifit the markets, according to your worfliip's adr 
rice, and yefterday feeing a huckfter felling new nuts, 
I difcovered that fhe had mixed with a bufhel of the 
new, the fame quantity of old nuts that were empty 
and rotten ;, upon which, I gave the whole to the 
charity boys, who know very well how to feparate the 
good trom the bad, and forbad her to enter the market 
for fifteen days: I was told I had done gallantly. 
What I can aflure your worfhip is, that according to 
the report of this town, there is not a more wicked 
fet of people than thofc market-women ; for they arc 
all without (liame, confcience, and moderation : and, 
indeed, I believe the report, from what I have feen 
in other corporations. 

<* It gives ipe great fatisfaftion to hear that ray lady 
duchefs has written to my wife Terefa Panza, and 
fent the prefent your worfliip mentions ; and I will 
endeavour to fhew my gratitude in due feafon. I beg 
your worfhip will kifs her grace's hand, in my name, 
and tell her, I fay, (he has not thrown her favour 
into a rotten fack, as our deeds (hall declare. I flioiild 
be forry that your worfhip came to any reckonings 
of difguft with my loi'd duke and lady duchefs ; for 
fhould there be any breach between you, it is very 

plain, 
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plain, the whole would redound to my lofs; and; 
tonfKlering the advice you gave me to be always 
grateful, it would not look well in your worfhip to 
be otherwife to thofe who have done you fuch favours, 
and treated -you fo nobly in their caflle. 

The ftory of the cat-clawing I do not underftand; 
but do fuppofe it muft have been one of thofe un- 
lucky frays in which your worlhip is often engaged 
with wicked inchanters; but I fhall know when wc 
meet. 

I would fain prefent your worfliip with fomething^ 
but I know not what to fend, except fomc glyfter- 
pipes, which are very curioufly turned and mounted 
in this ifland ; though, if my office holds, it fhal! go hard 
but I will find fomething to fend, dither by hook or 
crook. If my wife Terefa Panza (hould write to me, 
I beg your worfhip will pay the poftage, and for- 
ward the letter : for I am extremely defirous to know 
the (late of my family, my wife, and children. And 
now, the Lord deliver your worfhip from evil defign- 
in^ inchahters, and fafely and peaceably quit me of 
this government 5 which I very much doubt, for, I 
believe, I (hall leave my bones ih it, fo cruelly am I 
treated by doftor Pedro Politive. 

Your worfhip's humble fervant, 

Sancho Panza, the governor.** 

The fecrctary having fealed this letter, difpaf Aed 
it with thfe courier j and thofe who executed the jokes 
ttpon Sancho, laying their heads together, contrived a 
fcheme for difmiffing him from the adminiflration. 
The evening his excellency fpent in making fome 
wholefome regulations, touching the government of 
what he imagined to be an ifland. Among other 
Aings, he ordained that there fhould be no monopo- 
^zcTs of provifion in the commonwealth ; that wine 
fhould be imported from all parts indiflFercntly, at the 
G 3 pleafurc 
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pieafure of the merchant ; with this addition^ that he 
ibould declare the place from whence it came, fo as 
that a price might be fet upon itj according to its 
worth) fame, and eftimation ; and he who fhould be 
detedied in dafhing it with water, or falfifyiiig its 
name, (hould fuffer death for the o£Fence. . He mo- 
derated the price of all kinds of hofe, and particularly 
that of fhoes, which he looked upon as exorbitant: 
he rated the wages of fervants who went at full gaU 
lop in the road of intereft : he laid fevere penalties 
upon thofe who fliould iing lewd and lafcivious bal- 
lads, by night or by day : he ordered that no blind 
man fliould fing his miracle in couplets, without an 
authentic teftimony of the truth; it appearing that 
the greateft part of thofe fung by blind perfoQs, ar^ 
falfe and feigned, to the prejudice of thofe which are 
true : he made and appointed an overfeer of the popr| 
not to perfecute, but to examine whether or not they 
were real objeds; for (turdy thieyes, funl hale 
drunkards, often fcreen themfelves in the Ih^e of 
feigned lamenefs, and counterfeit fores> Iq ^ word, 
he made fo many good regulations, that they are 
hitherto preferved in the place, and called the confti* 
tutions of the great governor Sancho Fanza. 

CHAP- XX. 

In which is recorded the adventure of the fecond af- 
fliaed, or forrowful m^itron; o^ierwife called 
Ponna Rodriguez. 

/^ I P Hamet recounts, that Don Quixote being 
^ liow cured of his fcratches, began to think the 
life he led in the caftle was altogether contrary to the 
order of chivalry which he prcfeiTcd ; and therefore 
be determined to beg leave of the duke and di^chefa, 
to fet out for Saragofa, as the tin^e of the tournament 
approached ; for there he laid his account with win- 
ning 
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iiing the «rmoi«r irlik^^ is Ac reward of Ac yiftoih. 
Accordingly, vhilc hc «fw day fat at tabic "^ith thjc 
Me and duchcfs, he began to execute his rcfolution 
in aflring leave } when hM^hold, all of a fuddcn, two 
wonien, as it afterwards appeared, entered the din- 
iag-roota, coyered with mourning from head to foot. 
One of them approaching Don Quixote, proftrated 
terfelf befof^ him, and with her mouth clofe to hi* 
feet, uttered fuch mdancholy, profound, and doleful 
groans, as oterwhelmed all the fpeftators with con- 
fafion: for ^though tlie duke and duchefs imagined 
"it was fomc joke which the .fervants intended to per- 
petrate upon the knight ; yet, feeing how violently 
tbe woman iighed, groaned, arid wept, they remained 
doubtful and in fulpcnce, until the companionate 
Dott Qmxotc raifed her from the ground, and in- 
treated her to difcover herfelf, by taking away the 
▼cH that concealed her rueful face.^ She complied 
with his requeft, and (hewed herfelf to be what no- 
body believed flic was, for flie difplayed the indi- 
^ual countenance of Donna Rodriguez, the duenna 
<« the houfe \ and the other mourner was her daugh- 
ter, who had been fediiced by the rich farmer's fon. - 
AH who knew her were (truck with admiration, and 
the duke and duchefs more than any body ; for al- 
though they took her to be a fool, and a perfon of a 
foft difpofition, they did not think her folly could 
^e riferi to fuch a£b of extravagance. In fine,, Donna 
Rodriguez, addrelEng herfelf to the duke and duchefs^ 
** I hope, faid (he, your excellencies will give me 
leave to conmiunicate a little with this knight ^ for. 
^ is neceflary I fhould confer with him, that I may 
pe fafely extricated from the dilemma in which I ^xa 
Jttvohred by* the prefumption of an evil-minded 
clowji." ' ' 

The duke having aiTured her (he was at full. li- 

wrty to confer wiui fignor Don Quixote as much 

*• me plcafed, flje direfted her voice and her coun-

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tcnancc to the knight, faying^ <* Some days are elapf. 
ed, mod valiant knight, finfce I gave you an account 
of the wrong and treachery which a wicked peafant 
has clone my dearly beloved daughter, who is this un- 
fortunate creature now ftandirig before you ; and you 
promifed, in her behalf, to redrefs the wrong ihe had 
fuffered : but now, I am informed, that you are go- 
ing to depart from this caflle, in queft of the happy 
adventures God^fhall throw in your way j and, there- 
fore, I could wifli, that before you begin your career 
:hofc paths, you would defy this iniSexible 
d compel him to marry my daughter, and 
le promife he made of being her fpoufe, be- 
ft yoked with her in the way of love ; for 
[ly lord duke will do me juftice, is the fame 
for pears upon an elm, for the reafon which 
id to your worfliip in private : and upon 
is, the Lord preferve your worihip's health, 
and grant us his protedion." 

To this addrefs Don Quixote, with great grjivity, 
and ftatelinefs of deportment,/ replied, " Worthy 
duenna, moderate, or rather dry up your tears, and 
fpare your fighs ; for here I undertake to redrefs the 
grievances of your daughter ; though it would have 
been better for her, had not flie fo eafily believed the 
proteftations of lovers, who, for the mod part, arc 
very ready and alert to promife, but very heavy ^nd 
backward in the performance : neverthelefs, with the 
good leave of my lord duke, I will forthwith fetout 
in queft of this perfidious youth ; and having found 
Iiim, defy aad flay him, whenfoe'er and wherefot*er 
he {hall refufe to perform his promife j for the prinr 
cipal aim of my profeffion is to pardon the humble, 
and chaftife the haughty, that is, to fuccour the 
wretched, and deftroy the cruel/' " Your worfhip> 
replied the duke, nccd« not give yourfelf the trouble 
to go in queft of the ruftic who is the fubjeO: of this 
worthy duenna's complaint j nor is there any occafion 

for 
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for your worfliip's afking my leave to challenge him 
to fingle combat ; I confider the challenge as already 
given ; I undertake for its being conveyed to the 
party, and even for its acceptance ; and promife that 
he Iball come to anfwer for himfelf in perfon at this 
caftle, where I will furnifh both with a lifted field, 
and obferve all the conditions that are wont, and 
ought to be obferved in fuch encounters } for juftice 
Ihall be equally done to each, according to the obliga- 
tion that lies on all thofe princes who furnifh lifts for 
combatants, within the limits of their territories.** 
" With this fecurijy then, and the good leave of your 
grace, replied Don Qinxote, I now, for once, re- 
nounce my gentility, humble and adjuft myfelf to the 
Jevel of the delinquent, making myfelf equal with 
him, that he may be entitled and enabled to fight 
with me: I, therefore, though in his abfence, challenge 
and defy him, for his wickednefs in feducing this 
poor creature, who was a maid, and- now through his 
fault is deprived of her maidenhead ; and he ihall 
cither perform the promife he made of being her law- 
ful fpoufe, or die in default of the performance." 

So faying, he pulled off one of his gloves, and 
threw it into the middle of the hall ; this was taken 
up by the duke, who faid, he accepted the challenge 
in the name of his vaflal : he likewife appointed the 
time at the diftance of fix days, and pitched upon the 
court-yard of the caftle as the field of aflion : then 
they agreed to wear the ufual arms of knights j name- 
ly, the launce, the fhield, the plaited coat of mail, and 
all other pieces, without the leaft fraud, treachery, or 
fuperftition, to be viewed and examined by the judges

The particulars of this affair being adji^ft^di. ^nd the 
duke having determined with himfelf what was to h^ 
done in £e family) the mourners retiredj a^ (1^ 
duchefs ordered that for the future tficf flio.i^d uot 
be treated as her fervants^ but as ladies adventurers 
come to her houfe to demand juftic^ : (h^, therefore, 
allotted a feparate apartment to themtely^s, and they 
were attended as ftrangersy not without the amaze- 
ment of other fervants^ who could not conceive wl^ 
would be the iffue of the folly and effrontery of Donna 
Rodriguez, and her indifcreet and unhappy daughter. 

At this inftant, in order to complete the mirth of 
the company, and finiih their meal ^th mor^ en- 
joyment, who fliould enter the hall but the page '«rho 
carried the letters and prefents to Tc^rcfa Pans^a, the 
wife of governor San^ho Pansa! The duke and du- 
chefs were extremely pleafed at his aTriva},and defirous 
to know the particulars of his journey, about which 
he was queftioned accordingly. The pagq aofwered^ 
that he could not defcribe them in public, or in a few 
words ; but begged their excellencies would be pleaied 
to teferve the account fo^ their private ear^ and in 
the mean time efitertain themfefares with thefe kttexi.^^ 
So faym^, he produced two letters^ and gave them to

governing ah herd of goats, they cannot conceive 
what other government he can be good for. The

fend me money, and let it be a round fum : for it 
n very expenfive living at court, where bread fells^ 
fcr a rial, meat for thirty maravedis a pound i ani 
this is an unconfcionable price. If he does not. 
dioofe that 1 fhould go, let him give me notice ia- 
timie, for my feet itch to be a-trayelUng li and v^f; 
neighbours and gofEps tell me, if I gnd'my daughtexr 
|o to courtjt and appear in pomp and grandeur^ my 
nufband will come to be known by me, more than I 
by him) becaufe, whea. people afk,^Wha are thefe 
G 6 ladies^ 
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ladies in that coach ? one of my fervants will anfwcr, 
Thcfc aife the wife and daughter of Sancho Panza, 
governor of the ifland Barataria : and in this manneii 
Sancho will be known, I fliall be refpe£^ed> and to 
Rome for every thing. 

" I was vexed to the heart that this year there was 
no acorn harveft in our town \ neverthelefs, I fend 
your highnefs about half a peck, which I gathered 
one by one upon the mountain, and went thither on 
purpofe : I could find none larger, though I wifti they 
were as big as oftrich eggs. 

" I hope your pompofity will not forget to write to 
me, and I will take care to fend an anfwer, giving an 
account of my own health, and of every thing tbit 
may 4>e worth mentioning from this place, where I 
remain praying to our Lord that he will preferve your 
grace, without forgetting me. My daughter Sanchic^ 
and my fon kifs your honour's hand. And this is all 
at preient from her who would much rather fee your 
grace, than fubfcribe herfelf

Great was the fatisfaflion which all the hearers re- 
ceived from this letter of Terefa Panza, though the 
greateft Oiare feU to the duke and duchcfs ; and her 
grace aiked Don Quixote, whether or not he thought 
it would be proper to open the letter direfted for the 
governor, which ihe imagined muft be excellent in 
its kind. The knight faid he would open it, to oblige 
her grace ; and having done fo, found the contents 
to this purpofe :

-* and I promifc and fwear to thee, on the faith of

have dropped down dead with pure pleafurej for 
thou knoweft, they fay, fudden joy kills as well as 
deadly forrow : thy . daughter Sanchica fcattered her 
water about infenfibly, out of mere fatisfaftion : thy 
hunting-fuit lay before me, the ftring of corals fent 
by my lady duchefs was tied round my neck, the 
letters were in my hand, and the mefienger in my 
prefence ; and yet, I imagined apd believed, that all 
I faw and handled was a dream ; for who could con- 
ceive that a goat-herd fliould come to be governor of 
iflands? Thou know'ft, my friend, that my mother 
faid, One muft live long to fee a great deal : this I 
mention, becaufe I hope to fee more if I liv^ longer j 
{(^ I do not intend to ftop, until I fee thee a farmer or 
colleftor of the revenue •, offices which> though they 
carry thofc who abufe them to the devil, are, in ihort, 
always bringing in the penny. 

" My lady duchefs will tell thee how deCrous I am 
of gobg to court : confider of it, and let me know 
thy pleafure ; for I will endeavour to da thee honour 
there, by riding in my coach. 

" The curate, barber, bachelor, and even the fex- 
ton, cannot believe thou art a governor, and fay the 
whole is a deception, or matter of inchantment, like 
all the aflFairs of thy mafter Don Quixote. Sampfon 
vows he will go in queft of thee, and drive this go- 
vernment out of thy head, as well as the madnefs 
out of Don Quixote's (kull: I fay nothing,* but 
laugh in my. own fleeve, look at my, beads, and con- 
trive how to make thy hunting-fuit into a gown and 
petticoat for our daughter. I have fent fome acorns 
to my lady duchefs, and I wifh they were of gold : 
fend me fome ftrings of pearl, if they are in fafhion 
in thy ifland. The news of our town are thefe : The 
widow of the hill has matched her daughter with a 
bungling painter, who came here and undertopk all 
c forts 
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torts of bruih-work ; the corpondom emploved hi» 
to paint his majeft/s arms over the door of the town 
houfe; he demanded two ducats for the job, and 
diey paid him before-hand ; but after he had labour- 
ed eight whole days, he produced nodiing, and &j- 
ing he could not hit upon fuch trifles, returned the 
money; and yet, for all that, he married with ^ 
chara&er of a good workman : true it is, he hath aU 
ready laid afide the pencil, and taken up the fpadc, 
and goes to the field Uke a gentleman. Pedro de 
Lobo's fon has taken orders, and ibaved his head, 
with intention to become a prieft i and this cireum^ 
ftance being known by Minguilla, niece of Mingo 
SiWato, ihe is going to fue him upon promife of mar- 
riage} evil tongues fcruple not to £ay ihe is wtdi 
child by him ; but this he pofitivcly denies. This 
year there are no olives, nor a drop of vineear in the 
whole town. A company of foldiers marching this 
way, carried off three girls belonging to the village^ 
but I will not tell thee who they are, becaufe perhaps 
they will return, and then there will not be wanting 
Kuibands who will take them with all their faults. 
Sanchica, by making bone-lace, clears eight maraye- 
dis a day, which ihe keeps in a pipkin, to be a ftock 
to her when ihe grows up : but now, that iiie b a 
governor's daughter, thou wilt give her a portion 
without her working for it. The public fountain is 
dried up. A thunderbolt fell upon the pillory, and 
Acre may they always light.. I expeft ain anfwer to 
. this epiille, and thy reiblution about my going ta 
court : and fo, God preferve thee more years than I 
have to live, or as many ; for I ihould not choofe tO' 
leave thee behind me in thb world.

Hie letters were read witR admiration, cileem> 
^ghter, and applaufe j and the entertainment was 

crowned 
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crowned by the arrival of the courier who brought 
Sancho's cpiftle to Don Quixote, which, being like- 
wife recited in public, ren3cred the governor's folly 
extremely doubtful. The duchefs retired, in order 
to be informed by the page, of what had happened 
to him i|i Sancho's village; and he recounted the 
particulars at large, without leaving one circumftance 
untold: h^e delivered the acorns, together with a 
cheefe, which Terefa vouched for excellent, and even 
preferred to thofe of Tronchon. This the duchefs 
received with exceffive pleafure, in the enjoyment of 
which we will leave her grace, and relate in what 
manner concluded the government of the great San- 
(Qho Panza, the flower and mirrour of sdl infulary 
governors.

CHAP. I. 

Of the toilful end and conclufion of Sancho Panza^s 
gorernment. 

^T^ O think the affairs of this life will always re- 
-■' main in the fame pofture, is a wild fuppofi- 
tion 5 on the contrary, every thing goes in a round j 
I mean, goes round. Spring fucceeds winter, fum- 
mer follows fpring, autumn comes after fummer, and 
winter comes in the rear of autumn ; then fpring rc- 
fumes its vefdure, and time turns round on an incef- 
fant wheel. The life of man alone runs lightly to 
its end, unlike the circle of time, without hope of 
renewal, except in another life, which knows no 
bounds. Thus moralizes Cid Hamet, the Mahome- 
tan philofopher; for the knowledge of the frailty 
and inftability of the prefent life, together with the 
eternal duration of that which we cxpe£t, many, 
without the light of faith, by natural inftinft have 
attained. But here our author makes the obferva- 

tion 
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tion on account of the celerity with which Sancho's 
government was finifhed, confumed, deftroyed, and 
diflblved into fnjoke and vapour. 

This poor governor being a-bed on the feventh 
night of his adminiftration, not crammed with bread 
and wine, btit fatigued with fitting in judgment, paff- 
ing fentence, and making ftatutes and regulations; 
and floep, m^ugre and in defpight of hunger, begin- 
ning to weigh down his eye-lids, his ears were faluted 
with a terrible noife.of bells and cries, as if the whole 
illand had been going to wreck. 

Sitting up in his bed, he Hftened attentively, 
in hope of comprehending the meaning and caufe 
of fuch a mighty uproar: however, he not only 
failed in his expectation ; but the noife of the cries 
and the bells being reinforced by that of an infinite 
number of drums and trumpets, he remained more 
terrified, confounded, and aghaft than ever. Thfea 
ftarting up, he put on his flippers, on account of 
the dampnefs of the ground ; though without wrap- 
ping himfelf up in his mOming-gown, or in any 
other fort of apparel; and opening the door of his 
apartment, faw above twenty perlbns running through 
the gallery, with lighted torches, and naked fwords 
in their hands, exclaiming aloud, and altogether^ 
** Arm ! arm ! my lord governor, arm ! a vaft num- 
ber of the enemy has landed on the ifland ; and we 
are loft and undone, unlefs protefted by your valour 
and aftivity." 

With this clamour, fury, and - difturbance, they 
rufhed towards Sancho, who ftood aftoiiiflied and 
perplexed at what he faw and heard ; and when they 
came up to the fpot, one of them accofting him, 
" Arm, . my lord, faid he, unlefs you want to perifhi 
and fee the whole ifland deftroyed." « For what 
(hould I arm ? replied Sancho : I neither know the 
ufc of arms, nor can I give you prote6lion : thefe 
matters had better be left to my mafter Don Quixote, 

who, 
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who, in the turning of a ftraw, would difpatchthc 
whole affair, and put every thing in fafcty ; but, for 
me, as I am a finncr to God, I underftand nothing 
of thofe hurly-burlies !" " How ! my lord governor, 
cried another, what defpondence is this ? Put on 
your armour, fignor : here we have brought arms of- 
fenfive and defenfivej come forth to the market- 
place, and be our guide and our general, feeing of 
right that place belongs to you', as being oUr gover- 
nor/' ** Arm me then, a God's name !" replied San- 
cho. At that inftant they took two large bucklers 
they had brought along yrith them, and putting over 
his fhirt (for they would not give him time to clothe 
himfelf ) one buckler before and another behind, they 
pulled his arms through certain holes they had made 
in the targets, and faftened them well together wth 
cords, in fuch a manner, that the poor governor re- 
mained quite enclofed, and boarded up as ftreight as 
a fpindle, without being able to bend his knees, or 
move one (ingle ftep : and in his hands they put t 
lance, with which he fupported himfelf as he ftood. 
Having cooped him up in this manner, they defired 
him to march out, and condu£t and animate his peo* 
pie ; in which cafe he being the north ftar, their lan- 
tern, and Lucifer, their affsiirs would be brought Uy 
a profperous iffue. ** How (hould I march, unfor- 
tunate wight that I am, faid Sancho, when my very 
knee-pans have not room to play, fo much am I 
cramped by thofe boards, which are fqueezed into my 
very fiefli ? your only way is to take me up in your 
arms, and lay me acrofs, or fet me upright in fome 
poftem, which I will defend either with this lance 
or this carcafe." «< Come, my lord governor, replied 
the other, you are more hampered by fear than by 
your bucklers: make hafte, and exert yourfctf, for it 
grows late ; the enemies fwarm, the noife increafes, 
and the danger is very preffing.**

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In confequence of this perfuafion and reproacby 
the poor governor en<ieavoured to move, and down 
he came to the ground with fuch a fall that he be- 
lieved himfclf fplit to pieces. There he lay like a 
toTtoife covered with its fhell, or a flitch of bacon be«> 
tween two trays ; or, laftly, like a boat ftranded with 
her keel uppermoft. Yet his fall did not excite th^ 
compaffioii of tlipfe unlucky wags y on the contrary^ 
atinguiihing their torches, they renewed the clamour^ 
and repeated the alarm with fuch hurry and confufion^ 
trampling upon the unhappy Sancho, and beftowing 
a thoufand ftrokes upon the bucklers, that if he had 
not gathered, and fhrunk himfelf up, withdrawing 
his head within the targets, the poor governor would 
have pafl*ed his time but very indiff^ently ; (hrunk 
as he was within that narrow lodging, he fweated all 
over with fear and conftemation, and heartily re-, 
commended himfelf to God, that he might be deli- 
vered from the danger that encompafled lum* Somt 
ftumbled, and others fell over him 5 nay, one of the 
party ftood upon him for a confiderable time, and 
thence, as from a watch-tower, gave orders to the 
army, exclaiming with a loud voice, ** This way, my 
fellow-foldiejTS ; for here the enemy make their chief 
effort : guard this breach, ihut that gate, down with 
thofe fcaling'ladders, bring up the fire-pots, with the 
kettles of melted pitch, rofin, and boiling oil, bar- 
ricado the ftreets with wool-packs." In a word, he 
named with great eagemefs, all the implements, in- 
ftmments, and munition of war, ufed in the de- 
fence of a city aflfaulted ; while the bruifed and bat- 
tered Sancho, who heard the din, and fuiFered grie- 
voufly, faid within himfelf, " O ! would it pleafc 
the Lord that the ifland were quickly loft, that I 
iUght fee myfelf either dead pr delivered from this 
diftrefs !" Heaven heard his petition, and when he 
leaft-cxpefl:ed fuch relief, bU ears were falutcd wiA 
» number of roices, oryingt " Vi£lory! vi£fcory! the 

enemy 
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enemy is overcome! Rife, my lord governor, and 
enjoy your conqueft ; and divide the fpoil taken from 
the foe by the valour of your invincible arm." 

The afflidled Sancho, with a plaintive voice, dcfircd 
them to lift him up; and when they helped him to 
rife, and kt him on his legs again, ** I wilh, faid he, 
the enemy I have conquered were nailed to my fore- 
head: I want to divide no fpoils; but I beg, and 
fupplicate fome friend, if any fuch I have, to bring 
me a draught of wine 5 and that he will wipe me dry of 
this fweat which has turned me into water." They 
accordingly wiped him clean, brought the wine, un- 
tied the bucklers, and feated him upon his bed, 
where he fainted away through fear, confternation, 
and fatigue. Thofe concerned in the joke now be- 
gan to be' forry for having hid it on fo heavy; but 
Sancho's recovery moderated their uneafinefs at his 
fwooning. He alked what it was o'clock ? and they 
anfwered it was day-break : then, without fpe^king 
another fyllable, he began to drefs himfelf, in the 
moft profound filence, and all prefent gazed upon 
him with looks of expeftation, impatient to know 
the naeaning^f his drcffing himfelf fo earneftly^ At 
kngth, having put on his clothes very leifurely, for 
his bruifes would not admit of precipitation, he hied 
him to the ftable, attended bv all the byftandcrs, 
where, advancing to Dapple, he embraced him af- 
feftipnately, and gave him the kifs of peace upon the 
forehead, faying, while the tears trickled from his 
eyes, ** Come hither, my dear companion ! my 
friend, and fharer of all my toils and diftrefs; when 
you and I conforted together, and I was plagued with 
no other thoughts than the care of mending your 
furniture, and pampering your little body, happy 
were my hours, my days, and my years ! but fince 1 
quitted you, and mounted on the towers of pride 
and ambition, my foul has been invaded by a thou- 
fand miferies, a thoufand toils, and four thoufand 
difquiets." While 
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While he uttered this apoftrophe, he was employed, 
in putting the pack-faddle on his afs, without being 
interrupted by any -living foul; and Dapple being 
equipped for the road, he made fhift to mount him, 
with great pain and difficulty : then, directing his 
words and difcourfe to the fteward, feCretary, few- 
er, doctor Pedro, and many others who were prefent, 
" Make way, gentlemen, faid he, and let me return 
to my ancient liberty ; let me go in queft of my for- 
mer life, that I may enjoy a refurreftion from this 
prefent death : I was not born to be a governor, .or 
to defend iflands and cities from the aflaults of their 
enemies ; I am better verfed in ploughing and delv- 
ing, in pruning and planting vines, than in enafting 
laws, and defending provinces and kingdoms. I 
know St, Peter is well at Rome — that is, every one 
does well in following the employment to which he 
was bred ; a fickle becomes my hand better than a 
governor's fceptre ; and I would rather fill my belly 
with foup meagre, than undergo (he mifery of an 
impertinent phyfician who.ftarves me to death. I 
would much rather folace myfelf under the (hade ot 
an oak in fummer, and clothe myfelf with a flieep- 
ftin jacket in the winter, being my own mafter, than 
indulge, under the fubjeftion of a government, with 
IwUand fillets, and robes of fables — —God be with 
you, gentlemen ; and I pray tell my lord duke. Naked 
I was born, and naked I remain ; and, if I lofe no- 
thing, as little I gain : That is, I would fay, Pennjt- 
lefs I took poflTeffion of this government, and penny- 
lefs I refign my office ; quite the reverfe of what is 
ufually the cafe with governors of other iflands. Make 
way, therefore, and let me go and be plaiftered; for 
I believe all my ribs are crufbed, thanks lo the ene- 
mies who have, this night, pafled and repaflcd over 
my carcafe.** 

" It muft not be fo, my lord governor, faid' doc- 
tor Pofitive : I will give your worfhip a draught cal- 
culated 
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culated for falls and bruife$, tiiat will inftantly re- 
ftore you to your former health and Vigour; and» 
with refpefi: to tih* article of eating, I promife your 
lordfliip to make amends, and let you eat abundantly 
ef every thing you defire." " Your ptomife comes 
too late, anfwered Sancho ; and I will as foon tutti 
Turk as forbear going. Thofe are no jokes to be 
repeated. Before God! I wiH a^ foon remain in 
this, or accept of any odier goyemment, even though 
k (houM be prefented in a covered difh, as I will fly tor 
,Jieaven without the help of wings. I am of the fa- 
mily of the Panzaij who are all headftrong, and if 
once they far Odds, odds it muft be, though in fa£t 
it be even, m fpite of all the world. In this ftable 
I leave the pifmire's wings that carried me up into the 
clouds, to make me a prey to martlets and other 
birds ; and now let us alight, and walk foftly and 
iccurely on the ground: and if my feet arc not adorn- 
ed with pinked ihoes of Cordovan leather, they (hall 
not want coarfe fandals of cords or ruflies: Let ewe 
and wether go together : and. Nobody thruft hit 
feet beyond the length of his flicet. Now, therefore, 
let me pafs, for it grows late.** 

To this addrefs the fteward replied, " We IhaB 
freely allow your lordfliip to go, although we (hall be 
great fufferers in lofing you, whofe ingenuity, and 
chriftian condu£b^ oblige us to defire your .ftays but 
it is well known that every governor is obliged, be- 
fore he quits his government, to fubmit his admini* 
ftration to a fcrutiny ; and if your lordfliip will give 
an account of yours, during the feven days you have 
-ftood at the helm, you may depart in peace, and 
God be your guide. ** Nobody can call me to an 
account, faid Sancho, but fuch as are appointed by 
ihy lord duke. Now to him am I a-going, and to 
him will I render it fairly and fquarely: beCdes, 
diere is no occafion for any other proof than my 
leaving you naked as I am, to fliew that J have go- 
verned 
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ntB€d like an angel.** << 'Fore God ! the great Sail* 
dua is in the right, cried do£bor Pofitive : and, in my 
Qpjnkm, we ought to let him retire ; for the duke 
trill be infinitely rejoiced to fee him." 

AH the reft aflented to the propofal, and allowed 
him to pafs, after having oflFered to bear him com- 
pany, amd provide him with every thing he fliould 
want for entertainment of his perfon, and the con- 
maebce of the journey. Sancho iaid he wanted 
nodiing but a little barley for Ds^le, and half a 
cheefe, with half a loaf, tor himfelf, the joamey be- 
ing fo fiiprt, that he had no occafion for any better 
or more ample proviTion. All the company embraced 
him, and were in their turns embraced by the weep- 
iof Sancho, wlio left them, equally aftoiiiihed at his 
ducQurie as at his refolute and wife determuMtion. 



C H A P. II. 

Which treats of matters belonging to this hiftory, 
and no other what foe ver. 

^HE duke and duchefs refolved, that the defi- 
* ancc which Don Quixote breathed againil their 
vaffal, for die caufe already mentioned, fhould be 
wifwered; and although the young man was in Flan- 
<feK^, whiiiber he had fled to avoid A^ch a mother-in- 
law as Ik>nna Rodriguez, they determined to fupply 
his place with a Gafcoon lacquey, called Tofilos, 
'vrh^m they beforehand minutely inftru£ted how to 
behiive on this occafion. 

Two days after thefe meafures were taken, the 
doke told Dbn Quixote, that in four davs his antago- 
nift would come and prcfent himfelf in the lifts, 
armed as a knight, and maintain that the damfel lied, 
by one half of her beard, and even by every hair of 
it, if file affirmed that he had promifed her marriage. 
Ihe knight received thefe tidings with great pleafure, 

flattering 
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flattering himfelf he fhould do fomething to excite 
the admiration of tlie whole family ;^ and he thought 
himfelf extremely fortunate in having found an op- 
portunity of (hewing this noble pair how far the va- 
Ipur. of his powerful arm extended- He, therefore, 
with great joy and fatisfaftion, waited the expiration 
of the four days, which, reckoned by his impatience, 
feemed equal to four hundred centuries. 

In the mean time let them pafs, as we have already 
let many other matters pafs, and attend Sancho, who, 
bctwen merry and fad, jogged along upon Dapple, 
in qucft of his matter, whofe company he preferred 
tp the government ©f aU the iflands upon earth. 
Well then, he had not travelled far-- from the ifland 
of his government, (for he never dreamed of being 
certified whether what he governed was ifland, city, 
town, or village,) when he faw coming towards him 
fix pilgrims with their ftaves, of that fort which begs 
charity by finging. So foon, therefore, as they ap- 
proached him, they made a lane ; and, raifing their 
Voices together, began to fing in their language, though 
Sapcho underftood nothing of what they faid, except 
the word Charity, which they diftinftly pronounced ; 
fo that he immediately conceived the meaning of their 
outlandifh fong. Now, he being, according to the 
afieveration of Cid Hamet, extremely charitable, 
took out of his bags, and gave them the bread apd 
cheefe with which he had been furniihed, making 
them underftand by figns, that he had nothing elfc 
to give. They received his benefaftion cheerfully, 
pronouncing, however, the*word Guelte, Guelte : to 
which Sancho anfwcring* " I really do not under- 
ftand what you want, good people •,'' one of them 
took a j^urfe from his bofom, and held it up, giving 
him to underftand they wanted money. Then San- 
cho clapping his thumb to his throat, and difplaying 
the back of his hand, fignified that he had not fo 
much as the corner of a rial, and fpurred up Dap- 
ple* 
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pk, In order to make his way through ibt midft of 
them. As he paiTed, one of them having confidered 
him very attentively, laid hold on Dapple's halter^ 
and clafping him round the middle, exclaimed aloud^ 
in very good Caftilian, << The Lord proteA me ! what 
is diis I fee ? is it poffible that I actually hold in my 
arais my dear friend, and good neighlx>ur, Sancho 
Panza ? Yes, doubtlefs ; for I am neither afleep nor 
drunk/' 

Sancho was aftoniihed to hear his own name ; and 
fee himfelf embraced by a pilgrim, and a ftranger^ 
)vkom, though he filently gazed upon him with the 
utmoft attention, he could by no means recoiled. The 
pilgrim perceiving his furprife, ** 1$ it poffible, bro- 
ther Sancho Panza, faid he, that thou doft not know 
thy neighbour Ricote, the Morefco ihopkeeper, that 
lived in your town ?" Then Sancho, reviewing him 
with greater attention, began to recall his features ; 
and, at length, perfe£tly recognizing the Moor, he» 
without alighting, threw his arms about his neck, fay- 
ing, « Who the devil could know thee, Ricote, m 
that difguife ? Tell me who has pilgrimized thee ; and 
wherefore haft thou dared to return to Spain, where, 
if thou art found and known, thou wilt fuflPer for thy 
raflmefs ?" ** If thou wilt not difcover me, San- 
cho, I am fecure, replied the pilgrim ; for in this 
difguife nobody will know me. Let us quit the 
high-road, and remove to yon poplar grove, where 
my companions intend to take fome refrefhment and 
Tcpofe ; there thou fhalt partake with them ; for they 
are a very good fort of people ; and there I (hall have 
leifiire to recount every thing that has befallen mc 
fince I departed from our town, in obedience to his 
majefty's proclamation, which fo feverely dvreatened 
the unfortunate people of my nation j as^ no doubt, 
thou haft heard.** 

Sancho aiTentfcd to this propofal } and Ricote hav- 
ing fpoke to the other pilgrims^ they betook them-

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fdvcs to the tuft of poplars, at a g6od diftance from 
tlie high-road. There they threw down their ftaves, 
laid afide their rochets, or mantles, fo as to remain 
in their doublets ; and all of them appeared to be 
young men of genteel perfons, except Ricote, whp. 
"was already advanced in years- Each had a wallet, 
in all appearance well proviScd ; at l«dl, with, incen- 
tives which provoked third, at the diftance of two 
leagues. They flretched themfelves upon the ground, 
axid ufing tie grafs as a table-cloth, fpread upon it 
b^ead, fait, knives, nuts, crufts of cheefe, and fomc 
clean bones of bacon, which, though they could not 
be eaten, were in a condition to be fucked with plea- 
fure. They likewife produced a black difh, which 
tliey called cavierc, made of the roes of fifhes,* a 
great awakener of drought ; nor did they want olives, 
which, though dry, and without pickle, were very fa- 
voury and delicate*: but what made the beft figure 
in the' field of this banquet, was a bottle of 'winc 
which every pilgrim drew forth from his wallet, not 
excepting honeft Ricote, who, being transformed 
from a Moor into a German, or Teutonian, pulled 
out his bottle alfo, which in fizc might have vied "with 
all the other five. They began to eat with infinite f e- 
lifli, and great deliberation, fmacking their lips at every 
mouthful which they took with the point of a knifc^ 
though they eat but little ; then all at once, the whole 
fquadron together raifed their arms and bottles aloft^ 
and joining mouth to mouth, with their eyes fixed on 
the firmament, they feemed to take aim at heaven* 
In this manner, (haking their heads from fide to fide, 
in token of the fatisfaftion they received, they conti- 
( nucd a good while in the aft of transfufing the con- 
tents of the bottles into their own bellies. 

S;mcbo beheld this fcene, with- every part of which 
he was perfe<ftly well pleafed ; and, in compliance 
with the proverb which lie very well knew, import- 
ing, «« When thou art at Rome, foltow the fafhion of 

Rome," 
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Rome/* he begged an embrace of Ricote's bottle, arid 
took his aim like the. reft ; nor was his fatisfaftion in- 
ferior to theirs. Four times did their bottles admit 
of elevation j but the fifth was to no purpofe : for; 
by that time, they were as cle^n, and as dry as a 
rufli i a- circumftance that threw a damp upon the 
mirth which had hitherto prevailed. From tim.c to 
time each pilgrim, in his turn, ihook hands with 
Sancho, faying, «* Spaniard or German, all one, goot 
companion." To which compliment Sancho replied, 
" Goot companion, by the Lord !" and burfting 
out into a fit of laughter which lafted a whole hour, 
without remembering at that time the leaft circum- 
ftance of what had happened to hini in his govern- 
ment ; for over the times and feafons of eating and 
drmking care feldom holds jurifdiftion. Finally, 
'the conclufion of the wine was the beginning of 
fleep, which overwhehned the whole company, and 
ftretched them along upon the table and cloth tb^j 
had been ufing. Ricote and Sancho were (he only 
two who remained awake, in confequence of having 
eaten- more, and drank lefs than their fellows : then 
Ricote taking Sancho afid^, they fat down at the root 
of a beech, leaving the pilgrims buried in an agreeable : 
flumber ; and without ftumbling in the leaft upon his 
Morefco language, he fpoke in pure Caftilian to thi^ 
cfeft: o r r 

" Well thou knoweft, O Sancho Panza, my neigh- 
bour and friend, how the edift and proclamation 
which his majefty publifhed againft thofe of my reli- 
gion, overwhelmed Us all with terror and conftqrna- 
tipn ; at leaft, they terrified me^ to fuch a degree,

<iren. I therefore refolved,, and I. thipk, wifely, 
like the man who knowing he muft quit the houfe he 
lives in, at fuch a time, provides himfelf with another

to which he may remove — I rcfolycd, I fay, to retlrt 
by myfelf, without my family, and go in qucft of 
fome place to which I might carry it commodioufly, 
without that hurry and confufion which attended the 
departure of my neighbours ; for I was very well 
convinced^ and fo were all our elders, that thoiie 
edicts were not only threats, as feme people faid, but 
real laws, that would certainly be put is execution at 
the appmnted time : and this trutli I was compelled 
to believe, by knowing the bafe and mad defigns 
which our people harboured ; fuch defigns, that I 
verily think, his majefty was divinely infpired to exe- 
cute fueh a gallant refolution^ Not that we were aU 
guilty } for fome among us were firm and ftauiKh 
diriftians: but they were fo £ew in number, that 
they eould not oppofe the fcbemes of thofe who were 
otherwife ; and it was dangerous to nurfe a ferp^^ in 
one*s bofom, by allowing the enemy to live within 
the houfe* In a word, we were juftly chaftifed by 
the fentence of banifhment, mild and gentle in the 
(Dpinioii of fome, but to as the moft terrible that 
Cduld be pronounced. In what country fbever we are, 
we kuT^ent our exile from Spain; for# in fine, here 
we Were bom ;* this is our native country i in no clime 
ito 'we find a reception fuiuble to our misfortunes:

w4ieiie we expetted^ be received^ cheriflM^y aiid eh- 
.tettained, we have been moft injured and maltreated : 
-'We ktiew not oar happinefs until we loft it: ^fo 
' jnteilfe <b die longing defire whidi almoft all of us 
fas^e to return to Spain, that the greateft part of thofe, 
and they are mady, who underftatid the laiiguage 
like me, return to this kingdom, leaving their wives 
and cyidten, unprotected abroad^ £txck is their af- 
fbStioa for this diehr native foil : ai^ now, I know, 
by experienee, the truth of the common ikyingi Sweet 
is the love of native land. 

a . u Leaving 
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'* Leaving our town, as I have already faid> I re- 
paired to France ; and, though there we liiet with a 
civil re'ception, I was defiroua of feeing other coun- 
tries. I therefore travelled inta Italy, from whence 
I pafled mto Germany, where people Teemed to live 
with more freedom : the natives do not pry wkh cu- 
rious eyes into one another's concerns j every one lives 
^ according to his own humour: for^ iirmoft parts of the 
empire, there is liberty of ccmicience* I left a houfe 
which I hired in a village near Aug(burg, and joined 
thefe pilgrims, a great nimiber of whom afc woat to 
come hidier yearly^ on pretence of vifiting the faiic- 
tuaries of Spain, which are their Indies^ aS' being 
produ£live of well known advantage, and moS: cer- 
tab gain* They traverfe the whole country,, and 
there is not a village from whicli they are not dif- 
TDxSeA with a belly-full of meat and drink, as the 
feying is, aiid a rial, at leaft, in money. 5 fo that,, at 
&& end c^ their peregrination, i^ey are above a 
hundred crowns in pockety whicfi, being chang^ 
%itt) go&l^ they conceal in the hollow of their ftaves^ 
^fr in the patches of their cloaks,, or taflc theit in- 
^uftry in fttch a manner as to cany off their pujfcbafe 
t^ their own countnr, in fpite 01 the giiards at the 
F^fies and gates, wnere they are examined and re-^ 
pftttcd. 

, ** My prefent intention^. Sancho, is^tO' carry <^ithe 
Hkoney I have buried, whidi, being without tne town,. 
I can retrieve without dan^r ; then I ihall wHte^ or 
^^ apaffiige from Vaknclar to my wifc aad daugh-^ 
ter, who^ I know, are at Algiers, m order to oon- 
^ve a method for tranfporting. them to fomc port of 
'wad^, from whence I will eonduft them to Qer* 
»any,- where we will bear with »cfignati<m tih$ wiJi of 
Hcairen j ^or, i» fine, Sandho, I am pofiti^ly- cje^inr 
*«t my daughter Rkx^, and my wtfe Fr«Uieif«i> Bi- 
^ote, are real catholic chriftians; and^.thoiigh Itnty&lf 
*ni not entirely of that way of thinking, I have more 
H 3 o£ 
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of the cbrifBan than the mufl'ulman ; and I . incef- 
fantly pray to God to open the eyes of my uiider- 
ftanding, that I may know how to ferve him in the 
right way. But what excites my wonder, and l^ffles 
n^y penetration, is the conduft of my wife and daugh- 
ter, who .have chofen to retire into Barbary rather 
than to France, where they might have Hved as chrif- 
tians." . 

To this obfervation Sancho replied, " Why, look 
ye, Ricote, they were not, I fuppofe, at liberty to 
choofe for themfelves, inafmuch as they were carried 
off by your wife's brother, John Tiopieyo, who, beii/g 
a rank Moor, would natinrally go to thq place where 
he himfelf intended to make hi$ abode : and, | can 
tell you, moreover, I believe it willb? in 'vain for 
you to go in fearch of what you left undfcr-ground ;

J ilx'nh morning quitted an employment by which .1 

fnight have been enabled to build the walls of my 

houfe of beaten gold, and in lefa than iix months 

cat out of plate : for this reafon, therefore, and bt- 

icaufe I ihould think myfelf guilty of trcafon to my 

kipg, in favouring his enemies, I will not go along

this that thou haft quitted ?" faid Ricotc. <« I hare 
quitted the government of an ifland, replied Sancho : 
ay^ and fuch a one^ as, in good faith, you will not 
find its fellow in three bowfliots." " And whereabouts 
is this ifland ?" refumed the other, <* Whereabouts? 
cried Panza : about two leagues from hence, and it 
is called the ifland Barataria." ** Sparc me, fparc me, 
good Sancho, faid Ricote : iilands are far at fear; 
there are none upon the continent." "How? none? 
replied. Sancho: I tell thee, friend Ricote, I left it 
but this mornings and yefterday governed in it at 
my pleafure, like a perfeft Cigittary ; but, for all thut, 
I refigned my place j f or I found the oiRce of go- 
veroors is very troublefome and dangerous/' << j^ai 
"what haft thou got by this government ?'' faid Ricote. 
<' I have got fenfe enough to know that I am fit for 
governing nothing but a flock of flieep, anfwered 
oancho : and that the wealth acquired in fuch go- 
vernments is got at the expence of cafe, flecpy »t>d 
even fuftcnance; for, in iflands, the governors muft 
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j&fpcci^lly if they have phyficians to 
watch over their health.** " I really do not undei**- 
ftand thee, Sancho, faid Ricote: but, every thinj 
thou haft fpoke to me feems mere madnefs : for, who 
would give thee iflands to govern, . when there is 
plenty of men in the world, fo much more capable 
of governi^ than you?'

Of certain accidents that befel Sancho upon the roadi 
and other circumftances^ which to know you-need 
only look forward. 

d ANXfHQ was fo long detained: by Riootei that 
*^ he could not reach the duke'^ caftle ttei^ day, 
diough he was within half a league of it, and there over- 
taken by the night, which was dark and clofe ; but' 
It being the fummer feafon,. he was not much con- 
cerned, and retired a little from the high-road^ with 
intention to wait patiently for mornings It was,- 
however, the pleafurc of his niggard and unhappy 
fortune, that in feeking a place proper for his accom* 
modatlon, he and Dapple tumbled into a^ deep and 
very dark pit, among a number of old buildingSr la 
fallings he recommended himfelf to God, with all 
his heart, in the firm perfuafion that he would not 
ftop until he reachedi the bottom of the profound 
abyfi^ : but this apprehenfion was happily difappoin^^^ 
ed^ for. Dapple having, defcendcd little more than ' 
three fathoms, touched the ground, and hiB rid^lr ' 
found himfelf on his bead's back, withput having " 
fuftained the leaft hurt or damage. He felt his body 
all over, and held in his breath to know whether he 
was found or perforated in any part ; and when he ' 
found himfelf fafe, whole, and in catholic healthy hcf 
dfd not fail to thank our Lord God for his protd&bft,;

for, in truth, he was in a very forry condition. 

It was then that Sancho Panza exclaimed^ ** Alack, 
and a-well a-day! how unexpefted are the accidents 
which, at ievery turn, befall thofe who live in this mi- 
ferable world I who could foretel,* that he who yefter- 
day faw h\mfelf inthroned as govempr of an ifland, 
^l\ ing orders to his fervants and vafTals, fhould to- 
day be buried in a dungeon, without a foul to remedy 
his misfortune, or a fervant or vaffal to haften to his 
relief ? Here I, and my poor beaft, muft perifli by 
hunger, if we do not give up the ghoft before that 
period J he in confequence of being battered and 
bruifed, and I, from pure forrow and vexation. At 
leaft, I fhould not be fo lucky as my matter Don Quix- 
ote de la Mancha, .who, when he defcended, and fimk 
into the cave of that fame enchanted Mont^finos, was 
better entertained than he could have been in his own 
hcufej fo that t]>e cloth fcemed to be laid, and 
the bed fairly made. There lieenjoyed beautiful and 
agreeable vifions •, but here, I belfeve, I fhall fee n(>- 
tliing but toads and ferpents. Unfortunate wretch 
that I am ! to what a pafs am I brought by my f^n- 
tailes and folly. From this cavern (when heaven 
(hall be plcafed to' difcover them) my bones, together 
with thofe of my honeft friend Dapple, will be taken 
Up fmooth, ^nd white, and bare as an anatomy \ and, 
from this particular, perhaps, it will be difcovered 
who we are, efpecially by thofe who. know that San- 
tho Fanza never parted from his afs, nor bis afs from 
Sancho Panza. I i^iy n gain,. miferable creatures that 
wc ^xt, ! why would not our »igg^fd fortune allpw tJS 

■ ' ' '. ' ■ to 
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6o die at home, in our own countt^g m'tht ti^dd tff 
our friends ^ where, though o«r ttiistortunc would ad- 
mit of no remedy, we ihould not have Warned rehi- 
rions tx> grieve at ottr fete, and clofe our eyes in tiie 
laft. hour of our trial ? 

• « O my .dear companion, and my friend! how itt 
have I rewarded thy good fervice ! Forgive me, honelt 
Dapple, and intreat fortune in the bcit terms tho^ 
Canit ufe, to deliver us from this vexatious mifory in 
which we are equally involved ; in which cafe, I pro*^ 
mife to put a crown of laurel upon thy head, fo as 
that thou (halt look like a poet laureat : and, v/ttha)| 
to give thee double allowance of provender/' In fhi* 
manner did Sancho Panza pour forth his lamfcntation, 
to which the poor bealt liltened, without anfweringf 
one word ; fuch was the danger and dillrefs to whiclv' 
the poorammal found himfclf expoftd ! 

At length, after they had paiTed the whole night 
FA miferable complaints ^and lamentations, day broke j 
and, by the light and fplendor of the morning, Saiw 
cho perceived, that of all impotfibilities it was the 
moft impoffible to free himfelf from that pit,, without 
affiftance ; fo that he began to lament a-frefh, and 
KKif aloud, in hope that fomebody might hear b*sf 
voice : but all his cries were uttered to the defert j 
fior, in all that neighbourhood, there was not a fo^l 
by whom he could be. heard; and therefore he gave 
himfelf up for loft. As Dapple lay with his motifh 
iippentk^ Sancho Panza exerted himfelf in fuch a 
maomer as to raife his friend upon his legs, which, 
by the bye, could fcanrce bear his weight; and, taking 
a piece of bread out of his wallet, which had like-' 
wife fttflfered the fame unfortunate fall, gave it to the 
poor beaft, who received it very thankfully, and iSan- 
cho told him, as if he underftood his words, <^ A|l ills 
are good when attended with food."

baftenedf and fqueezing himfclf into it^ perceited^ 
within^ a large eztenfive fpace, the particulars of 
which he could dillinguiih ; for, through what may 
be termed the roof, defcended a (mall ftream of light 
that illuminated the whole place, which, as he ob- 
fenred, dilated and extended itfelf through another 
fpacious concavity. 

Sancho, having made thefe remarks, returned to 
the place where his companion ftood, and with a 
ftone began to clear away the rubbiih from the hole, 
which he in a little time enlarged to fuch a degree 
that Dapple pafled with eafe. Then taking the hal- 
ter in his hand, he led him forwards through that 
cavern, in hope of finding an exit at the other end:

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Here Cid Haittet Bmietigdit*IeaTiBg^ die ^fquire, 
returns to Don Quixote vaitiiig wkh joy apd trans- 
port for the combat in which he .^as tot engage wkh 
the perfon \irho had r^hed the dauehter of Donna 
Rodriguez of her preckhta virtue 9 lor .he made no 
doubt of redrefSflg the grievance and diigraoc which 
the delinquent had £cIoniduily. tntaikd ii^oo theii>» 
nocent damfel. 

Chancing one morning to go out^ in order to im- 

trove and inure himfelf to the exercife of arms which 
e meant to pra£tife in that combat to whidi in a 
few days he mull foe expc^ed^ he, in wheeling abouty 
or giving the charge with Rozinante^ rode fo near 
the mouth of a cavern, that if he had not vigoroufly 
puUed in the reins, he muft have plunged into it^ with-y 
out all poffibility of efcape. He kept his feat, how- 
ever, and at length made his retreat good ; then, 
re-approaching the hole, he, without alighting, fur- 
veyed the depth of the cave ; and^ while he was thus 
employed, heard loud cries ifluing from below; in 
confequence of which, liftening with great attention, 
he could diflinguiih articulate founds, and dIftindUy 
underftand the following exclamations: ** So ho! 
above there ; is there any Chriftian within hearing ? 
or any charitable gentleman whofe bowels yearn at 
the diftrefs of a finner buried alive, and an unfbr« 
timate mifgoverned governor ?*' 

Don Quixote thought he recognized ^e voice of 
Sancho Panza, at iiearing which he was . confounded 
and aftoniflied ; and raidng his own voice as hig^ 
as he could (train, << Who is diat below, cried m, 
complaining fo grievoufly ?^ ** Who (hould be here, 
or who jDomplain, but the bewildered Sancho Fanza» 
for his fins, and misfortune, appointed governor of 
the ifland Barataria, who was formerly fquire to 
the renowned knight Don Quixote de la Mancha?*' 
When the knight heard this declarationj his furptizc 
redoubled! his amazement increafed| and he was 

ftruck 
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fir ick wltfi the notion that Sahcho Panza was dead, 
and his foul doing penance in that place. Swayed 
by this conjefbure, he ejcclaimed, " I conjure thee by 
M that is facred, as a catholic Chrillian, to tell mc 
tv'ho thou art; if a foul in punifhrnent, let me know 
what . I can do in thy behait ; -for, as it is my prdfcf- 
fton to favour ^nd alTift the needy of this world, fo 
likewife am I ready to fuccour and relieve the mifer- 
able objects of the other world, who cartnot relieve 
themfelvt s." *< At that rate, and by your woriliip's 
difconrfe, anfwered the voice, you fhould he my ma- 
iler Don Quixote de la Mancha ^ and, indeed, bv the 
tone of your voice, I know you can- be no other/* 
"Don Quixote I am, replied thei knight : he .who 
profefles to aid and aflift the living, as well as the 
dead, in their diflrcfles Tell" me, therefbre^ who 
thou art, by whom I am thus held in aftonifhnrent ; 
for if thou art my fquire Sancho Panza, and haft 
quitted this life, feeing the devils have not got pof- 
fdlion of thy foul, but, through the mercy of God, 
thou art now in purgatoi:y, our holy' mother thcRo-^ 
man 'catholic church has prayers fufficient to defiver 
thee from thy prefcnt pain ; and I, for ihy part, M^ill 
folicit them in thy behalf, as far as ihy whole for- 
tune will extend 5 I fay, therefore, make hafte, and 
declare thy name and fituation/' "I vow to God! 
anfwered the voice, and fwear by the fcirth ofwhorrt 
your worftiip pleafes, fignor ' Doii Quixote de la 
Mah'cha, that I am your iderrtical fquire Sancho 
Panza, and was never yet dead inr the whole courft 
©f my life; but I quitted my goteminerrt fdr caufes 
and cbnfiderAtions which I muft have more Icifctrc to 
explain: laft night I fell intb this dungeon, tbgeth^et 
^th Dapple, vmo vHil not fuffcr me to tell ail un- 
truth ; by the fame token fie tiov^ ffands at myhadk.* 
OnCwonld ftavt imagined the beaft" underftc-dd ^it^Hat 
ftrs matter fafd ; for that moment he begah to Bray fo 
ftrenuoufiy, that the whole cave echoed- tdth the 

found. 
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faund. " A moft unexceptionabk evidence ! crie<l 
Don Quixote : I know that note as well as if I 
had given, it birth; and, befides, I recognize thy 
voice, my good Sancho ; wait a little, I will ride to 
the duke's callle, which is hard by, and bring pebple- 
to extricate thee from that dungeon into which thou 
haft been plunged for tliy fms and tranfgreflions." 
<* I intreat your worflbip to- go, for the love of Gk>d J 
and return fpeedily ; for I cannot bear to be buried here 
alive ; and, mofcover, I am ready to die with fear V* 
The knight leaving him accordingly, repaired ta 
tl\e callle, where - he recounted to the duke and 
duchefs the accident which had befallen poor »>aneho, 
at which they were not a little furprifed, tliough they 
at once comprehended how he mull: have fallen by 
the cdrrefpondence of that cavern which had been, 
there time out of- mind ; but they could not conceive 
1k)W he ihould have quitted the government, with- 
out giving them notice of his coming. Finally, rope» 
znd cables were provided, together with a good num- 
ber of people ; and Dapple and Sancho Panza, though 
not without a great deJal of trouble, were hoifted up 
from dungeons and darknefs to the cheerful light oif 
day. ^^ In this manner, faid a ftudent, who chanced to 
be among the fpeftators, Ihould all bad governors be 
dragged from their governments like that poor fiu"- 
ner from the profound abyfs, half dead with huriger, 
pale with fear, and, as I believe, without a penny in 
his pocket." Sancho, hearing this obfervation, re- 
plied, " Eight or, ten days are now elapfed, brother 
growler, fince I aflUmed the reins of government 
in that iflanil which was committed to my charge v 
and, in all that time, I never once had my belly full, 
even of dry bread : I have been perfecuted by phy- 
iicians ; my bones have been cruflicd by the enemy j 
but I never had a bribe in view, nor did I ever re- 
ceive my due. Ajid this being the cafe, as it cer- 
tainly is,, metbinksj, I have- not deferVed to be drag- 
ged 
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ged out in this manner: but man proje£ts in xzmf, 
for God doth ftili ordain : Heaven knows how meet 
it is to grant what every one pretends to want : Every 
feafon has its reafbn : Let no man prefume to think». 
of this cup I will not drink : For, where the flitch 
we hoped to find, not even a hook is left behind.^ 
God knows my meaning, and that is enough ; I fliall fay 
no more, though perhaps I could fpeak more plainly. 
** Be not angry, Sancno, replied Don Quixote, and 
give thyfelf no concern about what thou mayeft hear, 
othcrwife there will be no end of thy vexation : confole 
thyfelf with a good confcience, and let them fay what 
they win 5 for it is as imprafticable to tie \ip th^ 
toneue of malice, as to ereft barrieadoes in the open- 
fields. If a governor refigns his office in good cii- 
cumftances, people fay he niuft have been an oppret 
for, and a knave ; and if poverty attends him in his 
retreat, they fct him down as an idiot and fool.*^ 
** For this time, anfwered Sancho, I am certain they 
will think me more fool than knave,'* 

Thus difcourfing, and furroundcd by a number of 
boys, and other fpeftatofs, they arrived at the c^fflc, 
where the duke and duchefs waited to receive them 
in a gallery J but Sancho would not go up flairs, 
until he faw Dapple properly accommodated in the 
ftable ; for, he obferved, the poor creature had paff- 
ed^the pVeceding night in very indifferent lodging t' 
thfeii he-went to pay his refpefts to his noble {iattotts,^ 
before whom, falling on his knees, " According to' 
the g6od pleafure of your graces, foid he, and with- 
out any merit on my fide, I went to govern yoihr 
iJlahd Barataria, which naked I entered, and naked t 
remain ; and if I lofe nothing, as little I gain. Whc- 
thfe* I hive governed righteoufly or amifs, there are 
witness "vtrho will declare, and fay whatlbever they 
think' proper. I have explained doubts, and decidea 
caufes, though all the time half dead with hunger; 
becaufe my falling fecmcd good unto doctor Pedro 

Pofitivc, 
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Pofitivc, native of Snatchaway, the iiland and eovcr- 
nor's phyiician : we were afiaulted in the night, by 
the enemy, who put us all in great jeopardy and con- 
ftemation; and the inhabitants of the ifland faid 
they were delivered, and proved vidorious, by the 
valour of my invincible arm ; but fo may God deal 
with them as they fpeak truth. In a word, I have, 
during my adminiftration, confidered the cares and 
obligations that attend the exercife of power, and 
found them by my reckoning, too weighty for my 
fhoulders; they are neither fit burthens for my 
back, nor arrows for my quiver : and therefore, that 
the government might not difcard me, I have thought 
proper to difcard the government : and yefterdaj I 
left the ifland as I found it, with the fame ilreets, 
houfes, and roofs, which belonged to it when I took 
poflefBon.. I have borrowed of no man, nor confulted 
my own private gain or advantage; and although 
my intention was to make fome wholefome regula- 
tions^ I did not put my defign in execution, becaufe 
I was ^ifrs^d they would not be obferVed ; znd a hvr 
negleded is the fame thing as one that never was 
enabled. 

** I quitted the ifland, as I have faid, without any 
other company than that of Dapple ; I fell into a 
dungeon,* through which I groped my way, until 
this morning, by the light of the fun, I perceived a 
paflfage out of it, though not fo eafy but that if heaven 
had not fent my mafter, Don Quixote, to my ailift- 
ance, there I fliould have remained to the day of 
judgment. Here then, my lord duke, and lady du- 
che^ is your governor Sancho Panza, who, during 
the ten days of his adminiftration, has gained no* 
thing but fo much knowledge, that he would not 
give a farthing to be governor, not only of an ifland^ 
but even of die whole world; and in this opinion^ 
kifling your graces feet, and imitating the game of 
boys^ who cry, Leap and away, I take a leap from

the government into the fervice of my mailer Don 
Quixote; for, infhort, though with him I eat my bread 
in terror and alarm, I at leaft fill my belly; and fo 
that is full, I care not whether it be with carrots or 
partridge." 

Here Sancho concluded his harangue, during which 
the knight was in continual apprehenfion that he 
would utter a thoufand abfurdities ; but when he 
heard it finifhed with £o few, he thanked Heaven in 
his heart ; while the duke embraced Sancho, and told 
hii?i he wa.s grieved to the foul that he had ft> fooii left 
his governmeHt 5 but he vijould find means to inVeft 
him with another office in his eftate, which, would be 
attended with lel^ care and more advantage. He w;^ 
likewife confole4 by tfec duchefs, who gave particor 
lar orders about l^is entertainment, a^ he j^emed ta ba 
(brely bruifed^ and in ^ bm^table coition* . 

C H A P. IV. 

or tne dreactmi and tftiieen battle fought Beirw€WI 
' Don Qtfixote dc ?a Mancha and the lacquey Tofi- 

los, in behalf of the daughter of Rodriguez the 

duenna. 

THE duke and diichefs did not repent of the jbte 
fhey had executed ttpoti Sancho Panza, with r©- 
fpeft to his govemmertt, efpccially as the fteward ar- 
rived the fame day, and gave a cifeumftantial detaii 
if all the words and a<5tiohs which he had faid aiwi 
performed, during the term of his adminrftrarion. 
In fine he magnified the aflault of the ifland, and 
the* terror of Sancho, and defcribed the manner of 
fiis departure, from the account of which 'thfey re- 
dtived' tio fmall pleafure and fatisfa£Ucfn. 

• The hiftbry afterwards relates, that the day ap- 
pointed 'for the combat arrived ; and the duke, hav- 
ing again and again^ inftru£ted his lacquey Tofilo* 

" how 
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how to manage Don Quixote, fo as to conquer with- 
out flaying, or even wounding, the knight, ordere^, 
the lances to be divefted of their iron heads, obferv- 
ing to Don Quixote that Chriftianity, upon which he 
valued himfelf, would not allow him to. let the pom- 
bat be fought with any rifque and danger of his life ; 
aqd that he hoped the knight would be fatisfied with 
his granting a field for the lifts in his territories, aiV 
indulgence contrary to the decree of the holy coun- 
cil, ^^hich prohibits all fuch challenges ; he therefore 
defired that the battle might not be fought to the laft 
extremity. Don Quixote faid his excellency might 
ord^r the particulars of that affair according to his own 
pleafure, and that he would punftually comply with 
every circumflaqce of the difpofition. 

Thej dreadful day then being arrived, and the duke 
having caufed a fpacipu? fqafFold to be ercfted before 
the cour_t-yard of the caftje, for the accommodation oi 
the judges of the field> 2(nd the 'mother and daugh- 
ter, whp were plaintiffs iyi tjie caufe ; an hifinJte 

numfeif of people aflremt}kd ttom all the •ncignocvuT<» 
vxg tc^ms and villages, to fee the novelty of this hat*, 
tie J for fuch a combat had never been feen nor heard 
of in that country, by either the living or the dead. 
The firft that entered the lifts was the mafter of the 
i^crcmonics, in order to examine the ground •, and he 
accordingly furveyed the whok field, to fee tliat there 
wts no deceit, or any thing cojicealed that might: ocr 
cafion ftiunbling or falling: then came the duenna^p 
tnd took their feats, veiled down to the eyes, afwl 
even to the bofom, with demonftrations of exoeffive 
grief. They being ' feated, Don Quixote prcfented 
himfdf in the lifts ; and in a Httle time appeared the 
great lacquey Tofilos upon a hiighty fteed' that fhook 
the Very ground,, accompanied with a number of 
trumpets, his vizor being down, and his whole body 
ftiffened with ftrong and (hining armour •, his horfe 
feemed to be of die Friezlaiid breed, broail buii^ 

and 
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and of a fiea>bitten colour, with ,a ftonc of wool 
hanging to every foot. Thus approached the valiant 
combatant, well inftrudled by the duke how to eir- 
gage the valorous Don Quixote de la Mancha, and 
particularly cautioned againft taking away the life of 
his knightly opponent ; for he was warned to avoid 
the firft encounter as he would fhun his own death, 
which muft have been certain, had they met full fhpck 
in the midft of their career. This champion, crolBng 
the field, and riding up to the place where the duen- 
nas were feated, began very earneftly to * contem- 
plate the perfon who claimed him as her hufband; while 
the mailer of the field, calling to Don Quixote, who 
had likewife entered the lifts, and kept clofe to Tofi- 
Jos, aiked the duennas if they confented to depend 
upon Don Quixote de la Mancha for the redrefs of 
their grievances ^ they replied in the affirmative, de- 
claring, at the fame time, that whatever he fhould do 
in the vlSzit they would hold as f well done, firm, 
and fufficient. By this time, the duke and dttclie& 
bad placed themtelves in a gallery that overlooked 
the barriers, which were crouded with an infinite 
' number of people, who came to fee the dreadful and

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never beheld encounter: but, before they engaged, 
it «wa$ ftipulated, that if Don Quixote (hould over- 
come his antagonift, he the fald antagonift, {hould 
marry the daughter of Donna Rodriguez ; but (hould 
vi£lory declare for the defendant, he (hould be re-^ 
leafed from the promife they pretended he had made, 
without giving any other fatisfa£lion* 

The mafter ot the ceremonies having divided the 
fun, and ftationed each combatant in his proper poflr^ 
die drums began to thunder, the fotmd of trumpets 
filled the air, the earth trembled beneath their feet, 
and the hearts of the gazing multitude throbbed with 
(ufpence and expectation, fome hoping, and others 
fearing, the good or bad fuccefs of the battle. Finsdly, 
Don Quixote, recommending himfelf with all his 
heart to our Lord God, and to the lady Dulcinea del 
Tobofo, waited with impatience for the prccife (ignal 
of engaging; while our lacquey, engroffed by far 
other fentiments, though^ of nothing but what we 
win now explain. While he ftood gazing at his fe- 
male enemy, (he appeared in his eyes the moft beau- 
tiful creature he had ever feen in the - whole courfe of 
his life, and the little blind- urchin, vulgarly known 
by the name of Cupid, was unwilling to lofe this op- 
portunity to triumph over a lacqueyan foul, and re- 
S'fter this fubjeft in the lift of his atchievements ; he, 
Lcr<bfore, approached him fairly and 6)ftly, and unper- 
celved let fly an arrow two yards long, which, enter- 
ing his left-fide, transfixed his heart ; nor was it dif- 
ficult to perform this exploit ; for love is invincible, 
and makes his entrance and exit wherefoever he 
chufes to pafs, without being called to account by 
afty per(bn upon earth«^I fay, when they gave the 
fignal for battle, our lacquey's foul was tranfported 
by the beauty of her, to whom, by this time, he had 
furrendered his liberty ; and therefore, he was hot 
fo much affe£led by the found of the trumpet as his 

antagonift 
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antagonift Don Quixote, whofe ears it no fooner fa- 
luted, than he fprang forward to aflault his adver- 
fary with all the mettle that Rozinante could exert ; 
and his good fquire Sancho feeing him begin his Ca- 
reer, exclaimed with an audible voice, " God be thy 
guide, thou cream and flower of knights* errant! 
Qod grant thee' the viftory, feeing thy caufe is the 
b,eft." 

. Although Tofilos faw Don Quixote advancing 
again ft him, he did not budge one ilep from his fta- 
tion, but called aloud to the field-mafter, to whom, 
^hen he went up to fee what he wanted, he thus ad- 
4refred himfelf : " Tell me, fignor, is not this com- 
bat appointed to determine whether I fhall or (hall 
not marry that lady ?" To this queftion the other 
having replied in the affirmative, *< Well then, re- 
fumed the lacquey, I have a tender confcience that 
Ayould be grievoufly burthened fhould I proceed in 
this quarrel j and, therefore, I own myfelf vanquifhed, 
and will forthwith take the lady to wife.'* The field- 
mafter was furprifed at this declaration of Tofilos, 
and, being in the fccret of the plan, knew not what 
anfwer to make : while Don Quixote, perceiving his 
enemy did not come on to the aSault, checked Rpzi- 
iiante in the middle of his career. The duke, being 
ignorai)t of the caufe that retarded the battle, was 
by the field-mafter informed of what Toiilos had faid, 
at which he was extremely furprifed and incertfed j 
whereas Tofilos, in the mean time, rode up towards 
the place where Donna Rodriguez was feated, and 
pronounced with a loud voice, «* Madam, as I a^^ 
willing to marry your daughter, there is no occafion 
to feek that by difputes and contention which I may 
obtain peaceably without the danger of death." The 
valiant Don Quixote hearing this addrefs> " Since that 
h the .cafe^ faid he, I am releafed and acquitted of 
my promifc : let them marry a God's name, and as 

our 
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t^ur Lord beftows the bride, may St. Peter biefs the 
nuptials." 

The duke defcending into the court-yard of the 
c^ftle, and advancing to Tofilos, " Knight, faid he, 
is it true that you o\f n yourfelf vanquifhed : and that, 
inftigated by your timorous confcience, you confent 
to marry this damfel ?" When he anfwered, ** Yes, 
my lord." " He is very much in the right, cried 
Sancho : give always to the cat what was kept for the 
At J and let it ftill be thy view all mifchief to ef- 
chcw." As for Tofilos, he began to unlace his hel- 
ihet, and earneftly begged that fomebody would 
come to his afliflance ; for his breath ^as almoft 
gone ; and he could not bear to be confined fo long 
in fuch a narrow lodging. People accordingly ran to 
his relief 5 and his head being uncafed, Donna Rodri- 
guez -difcovered the individual countenance of our 
lacquey, which the daughter no fooner beheld, than 
flie cried aloud, " A cheat ! a cheat ! my lord duke 
has palmed his lacquey upon us, in lieu of my law- 
ful huiband : I demand jufticc of God and the king, 
for this malicious, not to call it a knavifh contrivance. 

** Ladies, faid Don Quixote, give yourfelves no 
cbrtcern j there is neither malice nor knavery in the 
cafe J or if there is, it cannot be ©ccafioned by the 
duke, but by thofe wicked inchanters who perlecut6 
me without ccafing; envious of the glory I fliould 
have acquired in this atchievcment, they have meta- 
raorphofed your huiband's face into the afpe£l of this 
man, who, you fay, is the duke's lacquey. Take my 
adfice therefore, maugre the malice of mine enc- 
rties, beftow your hand upon him ; for without all 
doutAiji he is the very perfon whom you defirc to ob-* 
tain as ahufcand." 

The duke, overhearing this admonition, had well 

nigh vented all hte indignation in laughter, fayiilg, 

*< The adventures that happen to fignor Don Quirotc 

att to eitraordinaryi that I am apt to believe tHis is 

6 not 
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not really my lacqticjr: but, let us mike uft of this 
expedient and ftragalem : wc will, if it be agreeable, 
delay the marriage a fortnight, and confine this pet- 
fon, of whom we are doubtful, and ia that dmei 
perhaps, he will retrieve his former figure ; for furcljr 
the rancour of thofc wicked inchanters, who hate 
Don Quixote, cannot laft fo long : efpecially as fuch 
delufions and transformations avail them fo little^" 

«« O my lord ! cried Sancho, thofe banditti have been 
long accuftomed to chop, change, and tranfmogrophy 
every thing diat belongs to my mafter : fome time 
;^o he vanquiihed an errant called the knight of de 
mirroursi and in a twinkling they transfotmed him 
into the figure . of the batchelor Sampfen CarrafcOi 
a townfman and great friend of oursf as for m^ lady 
Dulcinea del Tc^ofo, they have changed her into a 
homely country wench ; and^ therefore, I take it for 
granted that tnis man will die and live a lacquey all 
the days of his life." 

Here the daughter of Donna Rodriguez interpofii^t 
<< Be who he will, (aid (he, I am obliged to him f^ 
aflring me in marriage : and I would rather ber ike 
lawful wife of a lacquey than the deluded miftreis d 
a gentleman ; although he who deluded me has so 
pretenfions to that title." In fine, all the& incidenti 
and explanations ended in the refoludon to: confine 
Tofilos until they fhould fee the iffue of his transform^ 
^^ion; while, with unufual acclamation, the vio* 
iory was adjudged to Don Quixote ; though the gftatdt 
part of the fpe^iatprs feemed melancholy and dliap- 
ppinted, becaufe they had not feen two fuch hopenil 
combatants hew one another in pieces, in the fame 
manner as the boys are out of hunK>ur, when the ex^ 
cution is prevented by the malefa^oi^ being pardtH' 
ed, either by the part^ Or the king. 

The crowd difperfed, the duke and Don Qiuxote 
returned to the caftle, Tofilos was fent to prifos} 
Dmna Rodriguez and her daughter rejoiced exceed- 

inglfi 
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iflgly, when they faw, that one way or another, this 
al^ir would end in marriage ; and the lover confoled 
himfclf with the fame profpefit. 

C HAP. V. 

Giving an account of the manner in which Don 
Quixote took leave of the duke $ and of what pafled 
between him and the gay and witty Altifidora^ one 
of the duchefs's damfels. 

Y this time Don Quixote thought he would do 
' well to quit that idle way of life which he led 
in the caftle ; for he imagined himfelf mu(fl> to bhme 
in living thus buried and inaftive among thofe infinite 
dainties and entertainments with which he, as a 
bight-arrant, was indulged by that noble pair ; and 
he concluded that he would be obliged to give a fcverc 
account to Heaven of this idlenefs and fequeftration. 
He therefore, one day, begged leave of the duke and 
duchcfs to depart ; and they granted his requeft with 
nnarics of being extremely grieved at his intention* 
The dttchefs delivered to Sancho Panza his wife's 
letter, and the good fquire wept bitterly when he un- 
derftood the contents j faying, " Wno could have 
thought fuch mighty hopes as were ingendered in the 
brcaft of my wSe Terefa Panza, by the news of my 
government, would vanifh on my returning again to 
the woeful adventures of my mailer Don Quixote dc 
laMancha? Neverthelefs, I am pleafed to find that 
iny Terefa behaved like herfelf, in fending the acorns 
to the duchefs ; fot had ihe failed in that particular, 
I fliould have been forely vexed, and (he would have 
fliewn herfelf ungrateful : what comforts my poor 
heart is, that they cannot call this prefent a bribe ; 
for I was a£luaUy in poffeflion of the government 
before the acorns were fent : and it is but reafonable, 
that folks who receive any fort of benefit ihould ihew 
VoL.IV, I their 
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their gradtudc;^ even tlKmgh m tx^si In cSkGty naked 
I took poflelBon of the g^vemm^nty and laiaked I re- 
figned my office ; therefore, I may fay with a fafe 
confcience, which is no fmall feoaft, I naied was born 
and naked remain ^ and if I lofe nothing, as little I 
gain." 

This conference Sancho held with his own bofom 
on the day of his departure: as' for Don Quixote, 
having taken leave of riieir graces over-night, he^ in 
the morning, prcfented himfelf armed in the court- 
yard of the caftle, where he fumiflied a fpedacle to 
aU the people of the family, not ev6n excepting the 
duke and ducheft, who viewed him from the gal- 
lery. Sancho was mounted upon Dapple, extremely 
well pleafed with the contents of his bags, wallet, or 
ftore ; for the duke's fteward, who a£^ed the part of 
the countefs Trifaldi, had given him a fmall purfe of 
two hundred crowns^ to anfwer the emecgencies of 
the road : but of this fupply Don Qmxote was ig- 
iiorant. While every individual, as we have faid, 
itood gazing at the knight, of a fudden^ from amoi^ 
the other £ien«as and damfek of the duchefs, the 
gay^and witty Altiiidc»ra, raiding her voioe» pienounced 
what follows^ in a lamentable; tone : 

AH ! hear my plaint, unlucky kmght, 
^^ Pull io thy ceins and do me rights ' 
And withec fpare, at my requeft, ' 

The flanks of that poor battered: beaft. . 
Coniider (he whofe heart's »t ftake, 
Falfe man ! is not a fcaly fiiiake ;

So faying, he rofe from his feat with great fury ani 
demonftrations of wrath, leaving the whole company^ 
aftoniihed, and doubting whether they fiiould confidcc 
him aa a lunatic or perfon of found iiitelle£lst How^ 
ever, they endeavoured to difluade him from pubKih'^ 
ing fuch a declaration, faying they took his gratttiide* 
for granted; and. that there was no nefid of ncw^ 
proofs to demonftrate his valour^ feeing thofe' w«i» 
fufficient which they had feen recorded in the hiHoryl 
of his, atchievements. . ' 

No^ithftanding this remoniiranccy the knight ex- 
ecuted his detign : he mounted Rozinante, embrzced

Twice did he repeat this declaration, f and twice was 
it repeated unheard by any knight adventurer ; but 
fortune, which was bent upon dire£ting his affairs to 
better purpofe, ordained that, in a very little time, 
he defcried upon the road a great number of men 
on horfebacb, forae of them armed* with lances, riding 
towards him in great hafte and all in a chiller* Thofe 
who were with Don Quixote no fooner perceived

rious robber. One of ^||C fquires, difpleafed at the 
booty, faid in his Catalonian diale£b, ** This captain 
of ours is fitter for praying than preying: if hcaef- 
forth he has a mind to (hew his generofity, let it be 
from his own purfe, and not what is ours by right of 
conqueft." 

; The unhappy wretch did not- fpeak fo fol^yj 'T>4t 
that he was overhead by Roque, who inftanf ly un- 
iheathing his fword,* cleft his head almdft in tW6, 
faying, " Thus I chaftife mutiny and prefumption." 

< Ail the reft of the gang were terrified at this exe- 
ctition, and not one of them durft open his lips^To 
much were they over-awed by the charader of their 
ehSefc . " " . • — - 

As for ' Roque he went afide, and Mvrote a fetter 
to' a friend at Barcelona, giving him fo linderfband 
now he had met with the famous Don Quixote dela 
Mancha, that knight-errant whofe exploits ^ei^* in 
ei^rery .body's mouth; aifd, he afl^ired him, that the 
ad^rontttrer was the moft agreeable and underftandiiig 
fiiatian the whole world-, he likewift gavd^jSm 
notice, thatinfcmr days from the date 6f the letter, 
bft the feaft of St. John, the faid knight-errant would

moimted

Sancho upon ^n- afs. He, tHcTefore, defired Jx^cqr- 
lefppndent to communicate thi^ intelligeDce ^9. hU 
friends the Nearri, that they n^ight enjoy ;thc cbarafier 
of Doa Quixote^ and wiihed his enemies the CadelU 
might not partake of the diyerfion. But that was a 
i?aindcfire, hecaufe the, mixture of ipadnefs apd dif- 
crction in the knight, and tli^. ple^fantjries qf his 
(quire, were fuch as could not Jail to. yield entertain- 
ment to the whole world in general. 

This letter was difpatched by one of his fquires, 
who difguifing hlmfelf in the habit of ^ peafant, 
entered Barcelona, and delivered it according to the 
idireftion. : ^ [ 

C H A P. IX. 

'Of what happened to Don Quixote "on his entrance 
* into Barcelorta, with other circumftances that par- 
take more of truth than of difcretion. 

.^HREE days and three nights did Don Quixote 
y remain with Roque ; and had he flayed as many 
hundred years, he would not have wanted fubjedx 
for inquiry and admiration at their way of life : they 
lodged in one place, dined in another ; fonoetimes 
they fled from they knew not what, fometimes waited 
for they knew not whom. They flept ftainding, and 
even that flumber was often interrupted ; they fliifted 
horn place to place : in a word, their whole time 
was fpent in appointing fpie^f examining^ centin^, 
.and bk)win^ matches for their mufquets, though they 
had but ^w: for they chiefly ufed firelocks. As 
for Roque, he pafled the night by himfelf, in private 
haunts and places concealed even irom the krM>w* 
ledge oi his own gang; {or the repeated procit- 
fiiatjons iflTued-by the viceroy pf Barcelona, fettinga 
price 4ipoii his head, had rendeted him reftleCs, dif- 
fident^ ^od fearful i fo dial he dufft not confide in 

any 
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aiiy pcrfon whatever, beuig s&|>prebenfive Aat cveii 
his «wn followers Would cirfier murder or deliver blm 
Up to juftice : a fife, of all others, afluredly the mod 
tirefome and mifetablef At len^» this renowned 
freebooter, accompanied by Don (^ixote wid Sanchc^ 
and attended by fix of bis own iquiresi fet out fi>r 
Barcelona, through unfrequented roads^ (haft cntSp 
and private paths, and arrived upon the llrand^ aftqr 
it was dark, on the eve of St. John. 

Here Ro^c^ue, embracing Don Quixote, and |ivi% 
to Sancho the ten crowns, which, though promiiteo^ ha^ 
not hitherto been payed, took his leave and ret^jtmed 
to hiis ftation, after mutual proteftations of friendfhip 
had pafled between him and our hero, who re(blv^ 
to fit on horfeback as he was till day, which wa^ not 
far off. Accordingly they had not tarried long in 
this fituation, v/hen Aurora difclofed her rofy facp 
through the balconies of tlie eaft, infufing. vigour and 
feeming joy into every plant or flower, inftead^ of 
gratifying the ear, which, however, was alfo that iiv- 
ftant regaled with the founds of wahes and kettle- 
drums, together with the noife of morrice bcHs, the 
clatter of horfes upon the pavement, and the repe- 
tition of ** Clear the way," pronounced by the 
couriers who came forth from the city. Aurora va- 
niOied before die fun, who, with a countenance am- 
ple as a target, gradually arofc from below the hori- 
zon : then Don Quixote and Sancho, extending their 
view all around, perceived the fca, M^hich ikty had 
never before beheld, and which fcemed to be infi- 
mtcly vaft, and abundantly more ^acious than even 
dre lakes of Ruydera, which they; had feen in La 
Mancha: they, Ifkewife, bchdd the galKes in the 
road, which, when their awnings were furled. dSf- 
pfaycd a glorious figlit of pendants> flags, and (Ireanr- 
ets, th It wantoned in the wind, and klifed andbruAed 
the furface of the deep: while they were furrounded 
with clarions, trumpetr, and other forts of mtilfc, whi^

martial accents. Now they , began ^tp mov^, an4

At the fap^e tiinci.a mpcK fk|rcaifl| 
was a£le<t on the fiiore,. by a great ^umb^r^pf g^a* 
ifemen, mounted oa beautifuJ hprfes, who cauxe 
f(>rth front the gity, in cay attire, with fpiendi^ 
liveries. The foldicrs of uic gallies difcharged aa 
ij^^iiijtte number of fire-arms, waicji were anfwerea 
from the wall and forts of the cjity ; and to thegteat 
pxm^ whic^ fiiiemed to rend the air with their tre- 
^ndous found, the midfhip cannons of the gallie^^ 
iojde a fuitable reply : the joy that refounded > oij 
^ard, the pleafure that appeared on fliore, together 
"yrith the ferenity of the air, which was fometimes 
fifturbed by the fmoke of the artillery, feemed tQ 
infufe and engender a fudden flow of fgirits and de- 
ligl^t in every breaft. As for Sancho, he could not 
conceive how thofe great bulks could ufe fuch a num- 
W of feet in moving through the fea. // J 

About this tinae,, the cavaliers Co richly caparifooed, 
crying, hallooing, and ftouting, in tlie . Mooriih 
i^annpr, came riding up to the place where Doix 
Quixote fat onhorfeback dver^^lelmed with furprlz^ 
m^ aftonifliment j and one of their number,, who 
5Jd been apprifed by Roque, exclaimed in a loucf 
y^lc.e, «< Welcome to our city, thou mirVoi\r,lai-J 
teni, planet, and polar ftar of all chivalry in its ut- 
Qiofl: extent! welcome, valorous Dori Quixjote de la 
Maucha,^ not the falf,*, fiaitiou^i ' and apocryphaf 
adventurer, lately in fpurious hlftpry defcribed; but 
tV real, legal, and Ipyal knisht recorded by Ci^ 
Hamet BeneageFi, the flower of Jiiftorians." 
. Dbn Quixote anfwered rK)t a woyi ; nor 4id th,^, 
cavalier $ wait for his reply 5 but, with their folloU'feir|, 
began to Wheel and turn, and curvet In a circle ftuim 
tho knight, who, addremiig hii^fey to Sancho, /V M 
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thcfc people know us fo well, faid he, I will lay a 
wager they have read our hiftory, and even that of 
the Arragonian, which hath hecn lately printed." 
The gentleman, who had at firft actofted him, re- 
turning, renewed his addrefs in thcfe ivords : ** Sig^ 
lior Odn Quixote, be fo gopd as to go afonff. with us,, 
who are all the intimate friends and hurhbie^ftrvants 
of Roque Guinart.'' To this entreaty the kn^ht 
teplied, " If courtefy engenders courtefy, yours, 
lighoT cavalier, is the daughter^ or, at lesift, nearly 
illicd to that which I experienced iii the gallant 
Roque. Conduffc me whither you pleafe to go ; my 
iRrill (hall, in all refpedls, be conformable to yours, 
and I fhould be proud if you would employ it in your 
fervice." 

The gentleman anfwered this coinpKmefnt With 
fcxpreflions equally polite; and all his comp^niolft^s 
furrounding the knight in a body, tbey, to the ^imi^ 
lie of the waits and kettle-drums, conduced liim ro 
£he gity, his entrance into which was attended, with 
a.fmall misfortune. That mifchief, from \yhic1i all 
/nifchief is produced, ordained that two bold and 
impudent boys, more mifchievous than mrfcbief it- 
felf, Ihould fqueeze therafelves through the crowd, 
' And approaching Rd>einante and Dapple, clap an

and in thie manner was the whole fabricated. The 
table was of wood painted and varni&ed like jafper, 
and the foot that &pported it of the fame material^ 
carved ii^ ^e rtfcn^lance of four eagl<$ talon^ which 
kept it warn and fteady in its poTHiptf. Tiie head^ 
ibrmed froiiv the medalt of one of the Roi^^an emper 
rorsy and covered with a copper colour^ w^ Hp^^<^9 
as weliasvthe table, in which it was fo nicely fixed that 
no eye could perceive the joining : the f<?bt wafi Kke- 
wife hollow, ^nd anfwered to the necdt and breaft of 
the buft ; atld the whole corrdponded Yfith smodi^ 
ichamber below, by means of a conceal t^ f¥^ 
which. pa0ed through the buft, the tab^, andth^ 
fik>t*' In this lower apartment^ commnnicatiflg w|t^ 
that of ihe inchanfied head^ did the perfon who it&- 
tered the refponlbs, fix his mouth to the pipe^ fo ^ 
that the voice afeended and defcended ki diftia£k-and 
artieulate foundS;, and it was impofiibJe for 4ny perfon 
to difcover the deception. The rcfpcmdent WJ^ 
Antonio's nephew, a ftudeht of Refute parta and a 
weH' cultivated underftanding, who, being pi^iQU0y 
informed by his uncle of the number and na^c^ f» 
the perfons whom he intended to introduce into ^ 
chamber of the inchanted head, was eomed U> ^t^ 
IWer tke firft queijbion with great facility ajdd prieoii- 
fion ; and to the reft he replied by conje^urea w^li 
were equally ingenious and di(creet. 

Cid Hamet moreover relates, that lor ten or t^lt^ 
^ys^ the Virtue of this wonderful machine eomin^jO^ 
in fuH foi^ce 5:but a report diffufing itfcif throii^ tfe 
dty, that Don Antonio had in his Imufe an incndnted 
tiead which could anfMTier all manner of ii|uefilfia:i9, ^

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bcfgm to be vSts^i.tiat tW&. tidings q»igbt readi/the 
€3M» of the vi^ant centineb of our faith i for whic^ 
veafon he explained the whok affair to the fathers of 
the inquifitionj "vho forbad Jiini to proceed with the 
decept^Qn> and gs^YC orders that the head fhould be 
brolde in piecesi left it ihould give umbrage to the fu- 
perftitious vulgar : but in the opinion of Don Quix- 
pte ^d S^ncho Pan^^j it pafied for a head that was 
really inchanted and oracujar; though it had given 
inorc fatisfaftion to the knight than the fquire. 

The gentlemen of the city, in complaifai^ce to Don 
Antonio^ ^d fpr the entertainracnt of Don Quixote> 
vboip they wanted to furnifli with an opportunity of 
difcoyering hh diverting follies, appointed a running 
at th^ixing tb be performed in fix days i,bu| this jwas 
prevented by ai) incident which will be explained ifi 
the iipqiiel. Mean while^ the knight was defirous of 
l^ng out ^nd viewing the city at leifure and a-foot, 
Jeir^g that ihould he appear on horfeback, he would 
Ugain b^i pfrfecuted by the boys and vulgar. He ac- 
cordingly went forth, attended by Sanchp aind two of 
;AQtp]^io'j5 fervants, whom their master had Qhpfen fc^ 
•that puipofe ; va^t chancing to lift up his eyes in paff- 
i^ t^rt^Hgh pn^ of the ftreets, he faw infcribed over ^ 
#^ m c%pital letters, This is a Piuj?tinq*hous^ V 
j^ cijse^mfltance which gave him uucomnw>n fatisfai:- 
^% ^ hitherto he had never feena printing prefif^ 
)^d lp©ge4. m«ch to know, fpmething of that ^rt.; 
hfc therefore, ei^tered tjjye bpufe with all hi& train, 
5wtf iiv people cafting off ii^.pne part, cprrefting ip 
aQ^e)r> compoCng in a third, revifing in a fourth ^ 
IMi^ in fliprt;, the whole opconomv of a large prints 
ing-houfe. Going up to one bp^» he aficed what w^^ 
dpi^ 5 and, .being infogcmed by thci workmep, ex^ 
pri^fl^U his /Admiration, and proceeded tp a fecpnd* 
AmftKig othcf s, he wept; up. to one, ^hd puttii^Vthi^ 
^Jsi^QE^ queftipn, tbs workman replied, " Signor, that 
diere g^tleman, pointing tp a grave perfon of a very 

pre- 
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prepo/Tcffing appearance, bats tranflated 2t book from 
the Tufcan ioto the Caftilian language, and I am how 
compofin^ it for the prefe/* •* What is tlw name of 
the bookr' faid Don Qmxote. " Signor, anfwercd 
the author, the book m the original is called Le Ba*- 
gajtelle." *< And what is the fignification of Le Ba- 
gatelle in our language ?' refumed'the knight. *^Xe 
Bagatelle, replied the author, is, as if we fliould fay, 
in ' Caftilian, Juquetes * : and, although the title of 
the book be fo humble, it concludes and contains a 
great* deal of excellent and fubftantlal writing.** "^ 
am not altogether ignorant of the Tufcan langus^g'e,, 
faid Don Quixote: for I value myfelf upon whging 
fome ftanzas of Ariofto ; but pray tell me, figniifv 
and what Tarn going to aik is not with any inten'tioh 
to found .your genius, but merely to fatisfy my owu 
curie (ity, have you ever, in compofing ypiir books, 
,'met with the word Pignatta ?" , ** Yes, frequently,'* 
repKcd the author. " And how do you tranilate it 
into Caftilian ?** refumed the knight. " How fhoiild 
Itranflate it, faid the other, but by the word OHa F*^ 
** Body o'nie ! cried Don Quixote, what progi:efs you 
hav^c made in the knowledge of the Tufcan idibni! 
1 will lay a good wager tliat ybu tranflate Piace into 
Piaze,-Pi6 into Mas> Su into Arriba, and Giu i«to 
Abaxo." ** Certainly, faid the duthori becaufe 
thefe w©i*ds of the two languages conrefpond witjiioaie. 
anbther.*' " Notwithftanding all your leamitig, rc-r 
plied: the knigbt, I could almoft fwear yoii are hip 
th^to iTnkhown to tHe world, which is' ever averfe to- 
r^mtineratea flburilhing genius and works of merit., 
"What talents are loft, what abilities obfcured, jTiid 
what virtues are undervalued i^ thi? degenerate ^ge T 
yet/ nevcrthelefe, a tranflation from otje language to 
an^ther,^ excepting always thofe foreign- tongue 
the Greek and Laduj^ is, in my opinion, lifctr the 
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wrong fi<lc qf Flcmiffl tapcft^, in wWcfiy though ve 
diftinguifli the figures, they are confufed and obfcured 
by ends and threads, without that frndothnels and 
cxpreffion which the other fide exhibits : and to tran- 
flare from eafy languages, argues neither genius nor 
elocution, nor any merit fuperior to that! of tranf- 
cribing from one paper to another : but from hence 
I would not infer that tranflatfort is not a laudable 
cxercife ; for a man may employ his time in a mubh 
worfe and more unprofitable occupation. At itny 
rate ray obfervation cannot effcd our two famousr 
translators^ dodior Chriftovaf de Figueroa, in Paftor 
Fido;^ arid Don Juan de Xaurigui, in Arainta j two 
pieces they have fo happily executed as to render it 
doubtful which is the original and which the tranfla-* 
tion : but pray, fignor, is this book printed on 
your own account; or hate you fold the- copy to a 
bookfeller ?" '« I publifh it on my own account, re- 
plied the author ; and exp^£l to gaiti a thoufand du- 
cats, at leaft, upon the firft impreffion, of which 
there will be two thoufand copies that will fetch fir 
rials a piece, in the turning of a fti'aw/' ** That it z 
very clear and comfortable reckoning, anfwcred Don 
Quixote : but you fecm to be very little acquaiittod 
with the outgoings and mcomings, and the rchem€5, 
con(i)iracies, and cabals of bookfellcrs i when yoUt 
fixid your back burthened with two thoufand copies^ 
I give you my word both your mind and body will bo 
terribly fatigued ; efpecially if the b<K)ks fliould be 
harfh, ot a little deficient in point of fpirit*" " What I 
laid the other, your wodhip thinks then I ought to 
oJfFer my perfomiance to a bookfellfcr, who would give 
me three maravedi^ for the copy; and infift upott it 
that he had done me a favour into the bargain ? I do 
not publifh with a view to acquire reputation in tK« 
world, where, thank heaven, I am already wdl known 
by my works*; t 'print for profit, without which, re- 
putation is not worth a doit/' " God fend you good 

luck> 
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luck, fignor," anfw^ed the knight j who advancing. 
xo another box, where, he faw the correftor employed 
on the iheet of a book, intitled, , < The Light of the 
Soul ;' " Ay, faid be, thefe are the book$ that oj^ht 
U) be printed ; for,. although there is, already, a pretty 
large number of this kind in print, numerous are the 
fmners for whofe ufe they are intended, and .ft)r 
fuch multitudes who are in darkncfs, an infinite num- 
ber of lights is required.'* He proceeded in his in-, 
quiry, and when he afked another corredior the name 
of a book, on which he faw him at work; he un-^ 
dcrftood it was the fecond part of the Sage Hidalgo 
Don Quixotic de la Mancha, written by a cer- 
tain perfon, a native of Tordefillas. ** I have heard of 
this performance, faid the knight ; and really, in my 
confcience, thought it was, long before this time* 
turned into alhes, or pounded into duft, for the im- 
pertinence it contains } but as we fay of hogs, Mar- 
tinmas will come in due feafon *. Works of ima- 
gination are the more ufeful and entertaming, the 
nearer they approach to truth, and the more .prpba* 
tility they contain; and even hiftory is V^ued ap-r 
wording to its thith and authenticity." 
' So faying, he quitted the printing-houfc wiA {omQ 
^arks of difpleafure ; and that fame day, Don An- 
tonio propofed that he fliould go on board, arid fee 
Ac gallies in the road; a propofal whjch viras ex- 
tremely agreeable to Sancho, wlu) had never fcen the 
ihfide of a galley in the whole courfe of his life; 
%nd he fcnt a meffage to inform the commodore of his 
intention to vifit him in the evening, with his goeft 
the renowned Don Quixote de la Mancha, ^hofc 
name and perfon were already well known to this 
commander and ^11 the citizens of Barcelona.' What 
ipafled during this vifit, will be related In the follo"vir-r 
teg qhapter.

\yf A NI F O L D and profound were the fclf-deli^ 
•f" •*■ b^ations of Don Q^ofe on the refponfe of the 
inchanted head^ without his being able to difcover.the 
(}ecdt ; and the refult of all his refleftions was the 
promife of Dulcinea's being difincbanted, on which 
J»e repofed himfelf with the moft implicit confidence. 
This was the goal of all his thoughts^ and he. rejoiced^ 
4n full aiTurance of feeinff it fuddenly accomplifl?ed* 
A* for Sancho, although he abhorred the office of a 
|Q?ernory as we have already obfcrved, he could not 
leJp wifhing for another opportunity of ifTuJng out 
orders and leeing them obeyed ; a misfortune which 
never faijs tP attend the exertion of power, ev^n though 
founded pn mock authority. 

In a woid, that very evening his landlord Pon An* 
tqniq Moreno, and his two friends, went on board of 
tHe gallies with Don Qmxote and Sancha \ ^qd the 
commodore being appriied of the vifit intended by 
(wo fi^ch famous perfonages, no fooner perceived 
tbef;iL conding toward the fea-£de, than he ord^c4 
die Wniags to be druck, and the mufic to play : th^ 
bwrge was Jioifted up, covered with rich carp!^ and 
ittrniihed with velvet cufhions, and the minute Qp^ 
.Quixote en^bivrked> the cannon armidfliips of the qag- 
tajuATgalley was difcharged| and the others fQl|o^e4 
4er exa^nple. When the knight afpended the acco^ 
ipwdatioa ladder, on the ftarl^oard-iidei tj^e w^ifdc 
cie)5r f^luted him with three cheers, a o^wplin^^H 
i^uipdly paid, tO[ perions^ of the iirfl quality \ and :|he 
general, for by this name we ihall henceforth ca^ 
him, whow^sa noble Valentian, prefcnting his hand» 
V^ en^bracixig Don Quixote^i «< This day> fatd he>

will I mark with a white ftone, as ont of the happicit 
I fliall ever eojoy, on account of feeing the renowned 
fignor Don Quixote de ia Mancha^ in whom the whole 
worth ^f knight-errantry is cyphered and concen- 
tred.** . No lefifr courteous and polite .was the reply of 
Don (^xote, who rejoiced above mcaftire, at feeing 
himfclt trfratcd with fuch refpe£l. ^fhe whole com- 
pany having afcended the poop, which was very gayly 
ornamented, and feated themfclvcs upon benches, the 
boatfwain repaired to the gangway, and making a 
lignal with his whiftle, for all the flaves to ftrip, wa* 
obeyed in an inftant, to the no fnfiall difoompofure of 
Sancho, who was terrified at the fight of fa man^^ 
naked backs ; nor did his apprehenfion abate, when 
he faw the awning ftretched with fuch incfrcdibie diC- 
patch, that he thought all the devils in hell had aiEfted 
in the operation^ Yet this was nothing but c^es^ 
and gingerbread to what I am going to relate. 

The fquire fat upon the ftentril, clofe by the after*' 
moft rower on the ffiarboard-fide ; who, m* corife^ 
quence of the previous inftruflions he had received, 
Kfted up Sancho in his arms, and while the ^tvhofe 
crew of flaves flood up, alert With the profpeft of itm 
joke, tofied him like a tennis-ball to his fellow, who,^ 
in the fame manner, committed him to a third ; and: 
thus he was bandied forwards on the (tarboaiM-ftie^ 
from flave to ilave, and Bfcnch ta bench,^ witfcT f«ck 
cxpeditbn, that poor Pan2a loit his eye-%htehtSelVt 
and firmly believed himfelf in' tlie pioffefRori tof' tnfe 
fiends : nor did they dcfift from this excrcife, titrtfl Kc 
was reconvoyed by the larboard-fide '10 the p0'6p^ 
where this miferaWe objeft lay bruifed, brcsfthltifs, and 
covered with a cold fweat, and in fuch perturbatid^ 
oif fpirits that he fcarce knew what he had undergone.. 

jDon Quaote feeieg Sancho flyings In ttntni^rtiiuk 
withouV wings, ^fked the generar, Hut^Svas ^'' c^4^ 
nwiny pradifed^upon every perfon it his 'firft g^\t^ 
on board; for,- in that c«fei, as kc Miiffelf did- not 

intend 
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intend to make profcffion of a Ceafaring life, he had 
no ambition to perform fuch an exercife 5 and he 
vowed to God, if apy mdp. (houkl. attempt to feizc 
him, as a fit fubjeft for flying, he ihould fpurn his 
foul out of his body : in confirmation of which re- 
folve, he ftarted up, and laying his hand upon > his. 
fword, put himfclf in a pofture of defence* 

At that inftant the awning was furled, and the 
main-yard lowered with fuch a terrible noife, that San- 
cho imagined the heavens were tbrn from off their 
hinges, and tumbling down upon his head, which he 
forthwith jpirunjc between his kgs in an agony of 
terrpr j nor was all ferene ia the breaft of Don Quix- 
pte, who, while his legs trembled under him, flirugged 
op his ihouldcrs apd changed colour. The crew hav- 
ing hoiftedthc main-yard, with the fame expedition 
aivd noife which were made, in its defcent 5 while they 
themfelves continued as filent as if they had been al- 
log«ther without treath or utterance, the boatfwain 
f)$ed alt hands to vt^eigh anchor, and leaping into 
the middle of the gang-way, began to ply their (boul- 
ders with his fupple-jack, or bull's pizzle, and the; 
f ail^y, by little and little, flood out to fca. 
. Sancho beholding fuch a huge body, moved by fq 
inany painted feet, for fuch he took the oars to be, 
t^id within himfelf, ^^Thi&, indeed, is really in^ 
ilfj^antment j but what my mailer takes for it, is no, 
fiiel^ matter: what have thefe mifetable wretches 
4;ki^ ^o be foourged in this manner? and, 1 won<ier, 
■hpiir the devil that fingle man, who flcips up and 
down, piping and whilUing, dares whip and flog to 
.many people ! now, on ray confcience, I believe this, 
isl^^U itfelf, or purgatory.at leaft !" 

Don Quixote peiceiving with what attention tfe 
(quire obferved every circumftance, ** Friertd Sancho,^ 
Jfaid he, with what fodiity itid difpatch mig!)t you 
now, if you pleafe, ftrip yourfelf.frdm the niiadle 
Mpwai^dsj and taking your place among thefe gen^- 

tlemen^ 
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tlemen, finifh at once the difinchantment of Diit 
ciiiea ; for amfdft the diftrefs of fo miich good com- 
pany, you would hardly be fenfible of bodily painj 
and who knows, but the fage Merlin would reckon 
each of thefe ftripes, which are bellowed with good- 
will, equivalent to ten of thofe, which at the long-run 
you mud receive from yoiir own hand." The genera} 
nad juft opened his mouth to inquire about the 
nature of this flagellation and Dulcinea's difinchant- 
ment, when a mariner came and told him, that the 
fort of Munjuy had made fignal of a rowing bark .. 
upoii the coaft to the weftward. He ho fooner re- 
ceived thts intelligence, than advancing into a gang- 
way, "Pull away, my lads, cri^d he, let not thii 
Corfair brigantine efcapfc ; for certainly (he miift be a . 
veiTel belonging to Algiers, wfiich the caftle Jias dif- 
covered.'* 

The other three gallies ranging along-fide of the 

admiral, to receive orders, the, general difedled that 

two of them fhould (land put to fea, and the other 

keep along fliore, fo that the Algerlrie fliouTd hot 

cfcape. The flaves immediately began to ply their 

oars, which impelled the gallies With fuch volocity, 

fhat they feemed to fly ; while the two that put to 

fea, at the diftance of two nfiiles, difcbvered a bark, 

which from the view, they judged to have fourteen 

or fifteen banks, and their conje£tufe was riglit.' 

This veflel no fooner defcried the gallies, than flic' 

made the bed of her way, in hope of being able to 

cfcape by h^r nimblencfs ; but flie was baffled in this 

eipeftation •, for the admiral beipg one of the fwlftett 

ever failed, came up vvith her apace^ arid 

of the brigaritihe perceiving plainly, that 

t efcape, defired the rowers to quit theii' 

ike, that he hiight not, by'his obftinacy, 

(officei- who cpmthanded the gallies : but 

conduftl^d their afiairs in another man- 

d, that eten after the adhiital -w^s within 

hearing. 
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hearing, and ordered them to ftrike, two Toraquis, 
that is, a couple of drunken Turks, b(ilonging to the 
brlgantine, difcharged two firelocks, which killed as 
many foldiers who chanced to be in the head of tjife 
galley : an incident which was no foonfer perceived by 
the g^tfral, than he fwore he'wbuld not leave one 
perfon alive iil the brigantine, which he ordered his 
people tb board with all expedition 5 ncverthelefs, flie, 
for the prefent, efcapeSi under the oars, and the galley 
had fuch way, that Ihe fliot a-head to a good diftance, 
fo that the people on board the chace, feeing them- 
feives in danger of htmg deflroyed/ hoifted their 
fails ahd pUt before the wiod, while the galtey tackeA 
and p^fued with all her force of canvas and pf oars. 
Ilie diligerice arid dexterity of the Algerirics did 
n6t turn but fo much to their advantage, as their 
pr^funiption conduced to their prejudice ; for, the 
admiral running along*(ide, grappled with the bri- 
garitihe, and toot the whole crew prifoners. The 
other two gallies canle up, and aU returned with 
the prize to the road, while a great concourfe of 
people flood on the beach, to fee the contei^ts of th^ 
(hip they had taken. The general anchored clofc 
by the (hore, and underftianding the viceroy of the 
city was among the fpectators, he ordered the barge 
to be hoifted out to fetch him on board, and com- 
manded the yard to be lowered for the cohvenienc6 
of hanging the mafter of the brigantinie, and the 
other TurKs he iiad tak^n, to the number of thirty- 
fix, all ftout young fellows, and moftly Turkifh 
fnufqueteers. "When he afked, who commahded the 
brigantitie, one of the pfifoner$, who was aft^rwardi 
knpwn to be a Spanifh renegado, anfwered in Cafti- 
lian, **''rhat there young man is oiir maft^r j*' point-' 
ing to one of the moft beautiful and genteel youths. 
thdt Kfartian imagination can conceive, -^hofe age' td 
all' ajjpearande was under twenty." <* 111 advlfecl 
dog, faid the general, what inBueed Ihec to kill lAy 
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foldiers, when thou faweft it was impoflible to efcape ? 
Is that the refpcft which is due to admiral-galleys ? 
Doft thou not know, that rafhnefs is not valour, and 
that doubtful hopes ought to make man refolute, but 
not defperate ?" 

The Moor was about to reply, but the general 
could not at that time hear his anfwer, becaufe Jie 
was obliged to go and receive the viceroy, who had 
juft entered the galley, with fome of his own fer- 
vants, and a few other perfons. ^< General, faid this 
nobleman, you have had a fine chace." ** Ay, fo 
fine, replied the other, that your excellency (hall fet 
it prefentlVj hoifted up at. the yard-arm/' '* For what 
reafon ?" laid the viceroy. " I mean, the mailer of 
the brigantine and his crew, anfwered the commo- 
dore, who have, againft all law, reafon, and cuftom 
of war, killed two of the beft foldiers that ever ferved 
on board ; fo that I have fworn to hang all the pri- 
foners, efpecially this youth who was their captain," 
pointing to the handfome Moor, who, by this time, 
waited for execution with his hands tied, and a rope 
about his neck. 

The viceroy, furveying this unhappy prifoner, 
whofe beauty, genteel mien, and humility, ferved him 
inftead of a recommendation, was feized with the 
defire of faving his life, and approaching him ^ 
'< Tell me, corfair, faid he, art thou a Turk, Moor, 
01; Renegado ?" To this queftion the youth anfwered, 
in the Caftilian tongue, ** I am neither Turk, Moor, 
nor Renegado." " Then what art thou ?" refumed 
the viceroy. ** A chriftian woman," replied the cap^ 
live. ** A chriftian woman, cried the viceroy, in 
fuch drel^ and fituation ! this is a circumftance more 
-worthy of admiration than of credit." •' Gentlemen, 
f^fd the youth, be fo good as to fiafpend my execution, 
until I fhall have recounted the particulars of my 
ftoxy ; apd that fmall delay will not mudi retard the 
accompliihment of your revenge.'* What heart 
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c^uld be fo obdurate as not to relent at this addrefs ; 
fo far, at leaft, as to hear th6 ftory of the afflifted . 
youth? The general, accordingly, told Mm he 
might proceed with his relation, but, by no means?, 
txipcGt pardon for the crime of which he was con- 
vi£ted» With this permiffioti, he began in thefc 
terms : 

«« I was bom of thd^t nation, more unfortunate 
than wife, wjiich hath been lately overwhelmed by a 
fea of trouble: in other words, my parents were 
Moors, and in the torrent of their misfortufic, I was 
carried by two uncles into Barbary, hotwithftanding 
my profeffing myfelf a chriftian ; not one of thofc 
impoftors, who are fo only in appearance, but a true 
and faithful Roman csltholic. This declatation did 
not avail me with thofe who had the charge of our 
miferable expulfion ; nor was it believed by my 
uncles, who, on the contrary, fuppodng it no more 
than a lie, and expedient, by which I thought tb 
obtain permiffion to remain in my native country, 
hurried me along with them in a forcible manner. 
My mother was a chriftian, arid my father a prudent 
man, of the fame jeligion : I fucked in the catholic 
faith when an infant at the breaft, and was trained 
up in the ways of virtue ; nor do I think I h^vc 
ever given the leaft marks of Mahometanifm, either in 
word or deed. In equal pace with my virtue (for I 
really think my life was virtuous), my beauty, fuch as 
it is, hath ever walked ; and notwithftanding the 
extraordinary referve in which I lived, concealed 
from public view, it was my fate to be feen by a 
young cavalier, called Don Gregorio, eldeft fon of 
a gentleman who had an eftate in our neighbdur- 
hood. How he became defperately enamoured of 
me, and how I grew fondof him to diftrr ' ^on, it 
would be tediou^8 to relate, confidering ^ j^refent 
fituatidn, ftanding as I am, with the fatal cord be- 
tween my tongue and throat t I {l\tM therefore only 
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ot>fcrvc> that Don Gregork> refohrcd to accompaiTy 
me m ' thy €s:ile^ and zStuMj mbigled with, tliofe 
J4oor^ JK^ho^ joined us in different places,, without be- 
ing difcovercd ^ for he i^oke the language perfeflfy 
wdl.' Ns^y, itl the courfe of oik* voyage^ he infinvated 
himfelf into the ftiervdfliip of my two uncles, wkh 

- "Vrhoin I tt^telled ; for my father, who was a naa 
of pruifinqc and /for«fight^ no fooncr heand the firft 
mandate fbr our expuiCen tlian he went abroad tor 
foreign kingdoms, in queft of an afyliim for his family, 
leavit^ a large quawtaty of pearis, valuable jewels, 

- with fome money in cruzadoes, and doubloons of 
^Id, concealed and interred in a certain place, to 
tvhich I alone was privy 5 and laying ftrong injunc- 
tions upon me to avoid touching this tneafure, in cafo 
we fiipuld be exikd before his return. I obeyed lu& 
commands in this particular^ and, as I have already 
obferved, fet fail with' my uncles, relations, and 
friend^ fois Barbary ; and the place in which we fet- 
tled Was Algiers, whereas we might as well have 
taken up otir liabitation in hell itfelf. The king 
hearing of my beauty, and the report of my wcahk, 
which was partly fortunate for my defigns, ordered 
me to be brought before him, and afked from what 
part of Spain I had come, and what money and 
jewels I had brought to Barbary? I told him the 
place pf my nativity, and gave him to underftand 
-t^at the money and jewels were buried under git)mnd : 
but that I ibouid eafily recova* the whole hoard, 
provided I could return alone for that purpofe. This 
information I gave, that he might be moie blinded 
by his own avarice than by my beauty : but, durif^ 
the converfation, a perfon told him that^ I was ac- 
cfympahied in my voyage by one of the moft beau- 
tiful and' genteel youdis that ever was £een. lim- 
nftei^atelv underftood,, t)iat this was no other than 
BpnCaipar Gregorio, whofe beauty far exceeds the 
faiceft that ever was extolled ; and was exceedingly 
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afllicled at the profpeft of danger to which the dear 
yoflth might be expofed ; for, among thofe barbarous 
Turks, a boy or handfome youth is more prized 
and efteemed than any woman, let her be never fo 
beautiful. 

^ ^* The ting forthwith ordered his people to bring 
Don Gregorio into his prefence, and in the mean 
time alked me if his perfon aflually c6rrejfiponded 
with this report ? Then I, as if infpired by heaven,, 
anfwered in the affirmative, though at the fame time I 
affured him, it was no youth, but a woman like niy- 
(elf ; and begged leave to go and drefs her in her 
natural attire, which would fliew her beauty to the 
beft advantage, and enable her to appear in his pre- 
fence in Icfs confufion. He faid I might go, in 
good time, and that fome other day he would con- 
cert meafures for my return into Spain, to bring off 
the hidden treafure. Thus difmiffai, I went and ex- 
plained to Don Gafpar the rifque he would run in 
appearing as a man, and drcfling him in, the habit 
of a MoorifK woman, accompanied him that fame 
^ening to the prefence of the king, who was feized 
, with admiration at the fight of her beauty, and re- 
folved to keep her for a prefent to the Grand Signior. 
In order to avoid the danger to which this young crea- 
ture might be expofed in his feraglio, from his own 
inotdinate defires, he ordered her to be lodged, 
quartered, and attended in th^ houfe of fome* Moorifli

** The king afterwards contrived a fcheme for my 
returning to Spain in this brigantine, accompanied 
by two native Turks, the very perfons who' killed 
your fbldiefs, and that Spanilh renegado, pointing to 
him who fpokc firft, who I know is a chriilian in his 
beatt^ and is liiuch more defirous of remaining in 
M 2 Spain 
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Spain than of returning to Barbary ; the reft of the 
crew are Moors and Turks, whom we engaged as 
towers. The two hifolent and rapacious Turks, 
without minding the order- they received, to land the 
renegado and me in the habit of chriftians, with 
whidi we were provided, on the firft part of Spain 
they could make, refolved previoufly to fcour the 
coaft, with a view to take prizes, fearing that fhould 
they fet us on fliore beforehand, we might meet 
with fomc accident which would oblige us to difco- 
ver that there was a corfair on the coaft, and they of 
confequence run the rifk of being taken by the galleys. 
At night we dcfcried this road, though we did not per- 
ceive the four galleys, and being difcovered, were 
taken as you fee. In a word, Don Gregorio remains 
in the habit of a woman among the Moorilh ladies, 
at the imminent hazard of his life, and hete I ftand 
fettered and manacled, in expeftation, or rather in 
fear of lofing that exiftence of which I am already 
tired. This, %nor, is the end of my lamentable 
ftory, which is equally true ^nd unfortunate ; and all 
I beg of you is, that I may die like a chriftian, feeing, 
as I have already obferved, I have in no fhape been 
guilty of the fault which hath been charged upon our 
imhappy nation !" 

y So faying, flie ftood filent, her lovely eyes impreg- 
nated with tears, which fe^^ of the fpeSators could 
behold unmoved ; and the viceroy, whofe difpofition 
was humane and compafTionate, unable to fpeak, ad- 
vanced to the place, and with his own hands releafed 
thofe of the beautiful Moor. 

"While this chriftian Moor related her peregrina- 
tions, an ancient pilgrim who had followed the vice- 
roy into the galley, kept his eyes clofe fixed upon 
her countenance, and her ftory was no fooner finilhed 
^an he thre>v himfelf at her feet, which he bathed 
with his tears, while in accents interrupted with a 
thbuiand (ighs and groans, he exclaimedj «' O, Anna 

Felix! 
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Felix F my unhappy daughter ! lamthyfatherRicote^ 
who have returned in fcarch of thee to Spain, becaufc 
I could not live without thee, who arc dear to my 
afFedlion even as my own foul." 

At thefe" words Sancho opened his eyes, and raifed 
his head, which he had hitherto hung in manifeft 
defpondence, reflefting upon the difgracc of his flying 
Adventure ; and looking at the pilgrim, recognized 
that fame Ricote whom he had encountered the 
very day on which he quitted his government i he 
likewife recollefted the features of his daughter, who 
being by this time unbound, mingled her tears with 
thofe of her father, whom fhe tenderly embraced; 
aftd then the old man addrefGng himfelf to the vicc^ 
roy and general, " My lords, faid he, this is my 
daughter, not fo happy in the incidents of her'lifc^ 
as in her name, which is Anna Felix, with the ad-« 
dition of Ricote, as famous for her beauty as for 
her father's wealth* I left my country in qucft

jufl:ly expelled," - Here Sancho interpofingy « I an* 
very well acquainted with Ricote, faid he, and know 
all he has faid about his daughter Anna Felix td; he 
true; but with refpeft to that other txafli of Us 
M 3 comings 
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comings and goings, and his ^ood or evil defigns, I 
neither meddle nor make," Every perfon prefent ex- 
preffed admiration at this ftrange incident 5 and the 
general turning to the dau^tcr, ** Every tear you let 
fall, fiud he, cpnfpires in preventing the performance 
of my path. Live^j beauteous Anna Felix, tlie term 
of your life prefcribed by heaven ; and let thofe in- 
folent and prefumptuousi vtrretches fuffer pi^nifhment" 
for the crimes they have committed." 

So faying, he ordered the twQ Turks, who hgid 
killed his foldiers, to \^q hanged a^t the yajd's arm | 
but the viceroy earneftly entreated him to fpare their 
lives, *^^ their qrimc was rather th^ effeft of madnefs 
than of prjeconceived defign. The genei:^! gT^nt^i 
his requeft^ efpecially ?§ hq dl4 n^ th^nJ: it cojptune^ii- 
abje to ^x^cute^ revenge iq c,9i4 bl99rf. 

Then they began to contjivc fojjxe xjlSthp'd for ex- 
tricating Don Gafpar Gvc^(?ii^ frpitj tji^ dfng(:r }i| 
\yluGh he was involved 5 ai^d Rjkplp pf&red ^ t^e 
value of above two tho^fand ducats^ which h^ Jia4 
abo^t him in pearis an4 jewels, to mj p.erfojj who 
could e^eflt his deliverance. , Many fchenies were 
proj,e6^ed j bujt * noni^ of tjicm feemecj fo fenfihte 9$ 
that which was preferited by the fore-nxentipned 
^^pani^i renegadp, 'who offered to return to Altera 
in fome fmall bark of aboijt Ijx banks^ n^ijn^ed with 
chriftians, as he Ikujsw where, hpw, ancj when h^ 
might land with fafety, and was well ac.qugjnte4 
with the houfe in whiph Don Gafpar remained. The 
general and the viceroy were dubious of the rene-* 
gado, and fcrupled to truft hin^ with th^ comn^^nd 
of chriflian rowers ; but Anna Felix w?is fatisfied of 
his integrity, and her ifather faid h? would engage tQ 
ranfom them, (hould they chance to \)C taken and ^n- 
flaved. 

Matters being fettled on this footing, the viceroy 
w«it afhore, after having laid ftrong injunctions oa 
X>on Antonio Moreno, who had invited the Mopriih 
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beauty and her father to his houfe, td malcfe rhUcli o# 
his guefts, and command whatever his .own palace 
Gouid afford for their entertainment- Such was»tlief 
cbarityand benevolence which Anna's beauty h^d jn-- 
fiifed into hia heart !

Giving the detail of an adventure which g^ve Dotf 
Quixote more mortification than he had received 
from all the misfortunes which had hitherto be- 
fallen him,* 

T\ON Antonio's lady, as the hlftory relates, wai!^ 
*^ extccmcly plcafed at %ht of Anna Felix, whom 
ftie received with great cordiality, equally fenamoured 
of her beauty aiid difcfctioii, far, indeed, the Mcx)r^ 
Wclkd in both; and here fixe \ras vifited by .Ul the 
people of fafliion in town, as if by toll of bell. As for 
OonQiuxote, he gave Antonio to ttnderftand, that^* 
ia hit c^inion, the plau they bad formed for the de- 
liverance of Dou Grcgorio was more dangerous than 
expedient ; and that it would be much more effeftual 
to fet him od fhore in Barbary, with his arms and 
borie ; in which cafe he would brin^ home the young 

Ettemaa in defpight of the whole Moorifh race, as 
Btofore Don Gayfcros had delivered his wifeMe- 
lifandra* Sancho hearing this propofal, " Confider, 
faid he, that fignor Don Gayferos delivered his wife 
from captivity on the main land, and carried her ofF 
to France through tlie high road 5 but, in this cafe, 
e^ven granting we fliould have the good luck to re-

not be able to convey him hither to Spain, becaufe 
the fea is between us and Barbary." « There's a 
remedy for all things but death, replied the knight : 
for, if there is a bark by the fliore, we can go aboardf

(hip defcribes it a very eafy matter, faid the fquirc : 
but betwecn^Said and Done a long race may be run : 
and, for my part, I would ftick to the ofter of the 
renegado, who fcems to be a very honeft perfon, and 
- a man of eompaflionate bowels/' Don Antonio faid, 
that if the renegado (hould fail in his undertaking, 
they would certainly find fomc means for tranfporting 
the great Don Qu^ixote to Barbary ; and in tw# days 
the renegado departed in a light bark with fix oars on 
a fide, manned with a crew of approved valour. In 
two days after her departure the galleys likewifc fet 
fail for the Levant, after the general had begged and 
obtained the viceroy's promife to let him know the 
fuccefs of the fcheme they had contrived for the de- 
liverance of Don Gregorio, together with the fate of 
the lovely Anna Felix. 

One morning, Don Quixote rode forth upon the 
ftrand, completely armed ; for he often obferved, 
arms were his ornaments, and fighting his diverfion, 
a^d he never cared to appear in any other drefs; 
and as he pranced along, he faw coming towards 
him, a knignt, likewife armed cap-a-pie, having a 
full moon painted on his fhield. This apparition 
was no fooner within hearing, than he addrcflfed his 
difcourfe to Don Quixote, pronouncing aloud, ** Re- 
nowned cavalier, never enough applauded Don Quix- 
ote de la Mancha ! I the knight of the white moon, 
vjrhofe unheard-of exploits may peradventure recall 
him to your remembrance, am come with hoftile 
intent to prove the force of thine arm •, to convince 
and compel thee to own that my miftrefs, whofoever 
Jlie is, exceeds in beauty thy Dulcinea del Tobofo, 
beyond all comparifon : which truth if thou wilt 
fairly and fully confefs, thou wilt avoid thy own 
death, and fpare me the trouble of being thy exc- 
ctttionerj but fhouldft thou prefume to, engage with 
me in fingle combat, ani be overcome, all the fatif- 
faftion I demand is, that thou wilt lay afide thine 
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arms, defift from travelling in queft of adventures, 
and, quitting the field, retire to thine own habitation, 
where thou fhalt continue a whole year, without 
drawing a fword, in comfortable peace and profitable 
tranquillity, which may tend to the augmentation of 
thy fortune, and the falvation of thy precious foul. 
On the other hand^ if it be my fate to be vanquiftied, 
my life (hall exift at. thy difcretion ; thine (hall be 
the fpoils of all my arms and horfe, and to thee fhall 
be transferred all the fame of my atchievements. Con- 
fider which of thefe alternatives thou wilt chufe, and 
anfwer me on the fpot ; for, on this very day, the 
afiair muft be difpatched and determined.'* 

Don Quixote was aftonilhed and confounded, as 
well at the arrogance of the knight of the white 
moon, as at the caufe of his defiance •, and, after a 
fhort paufe of recoUeftion, replied with a folemn 
tone, and countenance fevere, " Sir knight of the 
white moon, whofe exploits have not as yet reached 
mine ear, I dare fay you have never feen the illuftrious^ 
Dulcinea^ for, h^d you enjoyed that happinefs, T 
know you would not have dreamed of making fuch a 
rafh demand : one glimpfe of her would have un- 
deceived you perfeSly, and plainly demonftrated^ 
that there never was, or will be, beauty comparable 
to that which flie poflefTes. I, therefore,' without 
giving you the lie, but' only affirming that you are 
egregioufly miftaken, accept of your defiance on the 
conditions you have propofed, and will fight you 
forthwith before the day you have pitched upon {hall 
be elapled 5 with this exception, however, that I will 
by no means adopt the fame of your exploits : be- 
caufe, rSnow not how, where, or wherefore, they 
were atchieved, and am content with my own, fuch 
as they are : choofe your ground, therefore, and I 
will take my Ihare of the field j and. Let Su Peter 
biefs what God fliall beftow.''

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The knight of the white moon feeing dKcpv^^d 
from the city, and feen talking with Don Qiiixotei^ 
notice was given to the viceroy^ who, fuppofing it 
was feme new adventure contrived by Don Antonio 
Moreno, or fpme pthei^ gentleman of the town, went 
down to the ftrand, accompanied by the laid Jloxi 
Antonio and a n\imber of other cavaliers, and reach- 
ed the fpot juft as Don Quii^ote wheclisd about on^ 
£Lozinante to meafure ^is diilance. Seeing, both, 
parties ready for returning to the encounter, he placed 
himfelf in the middle between them,, and deman4ed 
the caufe that in4uced them fo fuddenly to engage 
in fingle combat. The knight of the whit^ moon 
anfwered, that it was the precedency of beauty, apd 
briefly repeated his propofal to Don Quixote, with, 
the mutual acceptation of the conditions propofed. 
Then the viceroy taking Don Antonio afide, afked if 
he knew tliis knight of the white moon ; and if this 
^as a joke which he intended to perpetrate upon 
ppn Quixote ? Don Antonio ^ure4 him that he 
knew not the ftranger, nor could guefa whether the 
challenge >y^s given in jeft or e^rneft. He was a 
little perplexed, and dubious whether or not he Ifeould 
allow the battle to be fought j but^ ^ he could not 
conceive it tahc any thing elfe than d, preconcerted 
joke, he retired, faying, v aliant knights^ feeing there 
is no other remedy, but yp^imifl: confcfs or die ; apd, 
fignor Don Quixote' perfifts in denying what you of 
the white moon prefume to affirm, I leave you to 
your fate, and God ftand by the righteous." 

The ftranger, in very polite terms, and v^ch fele^i- 
ed phrafe, thanked the viceroy for the permilfipn^he 
had granted : and his example was, in this particulars 
followed by Don Quixote, who, having re^omn^n^d 
himfelf heartily to Heaven and his Dulqin^ 2|, af:c(M;d« 
iilg to hi§ ufual practice when he engaged in apy 
cofjAbat, turned about to take a little more ground, in 
imitation of his antagonjft j then, without receiving 
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a fignal for engaging, cither by found of truing, or 
any other inftruTncnt, both parties wheeled aoout at 
the fame inftant. The knight of the white m66n 
havii%g the fleeter horfe, coming up with his a^verfiryj 
before this laft had run one third of his carecrr, Fiftca 
Up his lance, purpofely, that he might not wotmd 
Don Quixote, whom, however, he encountered with 
f«ch an irrefiftible fhock, that both he and Kozi- . 
nante came to the ground with a very dangerous 
fall: the vidor inftantly fprung upon him, and clap- 
ping hi» lance to his vizof, ** Knight, faid he, yo^ 
ztc vanquifhed and a dead man, unlefs you acknow- 
ledge the terms of the defiance," To this addreU,. 
the battered and aftonifhed Don Quixote, without - 
lifting up his beaver, replied in a languid tone,^ and 
feeble voice, that feemed to iflue from a- tomb^ 
<« Dulcinca del Tobofo h the mod beautiful woman 
in- the world, and I the moil unfortunate knight on , 
earth ; and, as it is not reafonable that my wcak- 
nef» Ihould difcredit. fliis truth, make ufc of your 
weapon, knight, and inftantly deprive me of Ufe» as 
ydu have aliready diverted me of honour." ** By uo 
means, faid he of the white moon : let the fame of 
my hidy Dulcinea's beauty ftourifli in fullperfefition j 
all the fatisfafliion I aik is, diat the great Don Quixote 
IbftU retire- to his own houfe, and there abide for tW 
fpace of one year, or during the term which I fiiaU 
prefer ibe, according to the articles agreed upon be- 
fore we engaged." This whole dialogue was over- 
heard by the vi^reri^y, Don Antoni^r, and a oumb(?r 
of other people who* were prefent, and they were alfb 
ear-witneflfes of the anfwcr n»ade by Dtsn? Qgixot^, 
who faid, that as the viillor had demanded nothing to^ 
the prejudice of Dulcinea, he would comply with hh 
pmopofal like a true apd punftual knight. 

He of the white moon hearing, hi§ declaration, 

turning his horfe, and bowing courteoufly to~rhe 

viceroy, entered the city at a half gallop, v^rhither 

M 6 he 
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he was followed by Don Antonio, at the dcfire of 
the viceroy, who entreated him to make inquiry, and 
obtain fatisfa£tory information concerning this ro- 
mantic ftranger. In the mean time, they raifed up 
Don Quixote ; and, uncovering his face, found him 
pale as death, and his forehead bedewed with cold 
fweat, while Rozinante lay motionlefs, from the rough 
treatment he had received. As for Saucho^ he was 
fo overwhelmed with forrow and vexation, that he 
ktiew not what to fay or do ; that unlucky incident 
feemed to be a dream, and he looked upon the whole 
fcene as a matter of enchantment. Seeing his lord 
and matter overcome, and obliged to lay afide his 
arms for the fpace of a whole year, he irtiagined the 
fplendor of his exploits was eclipfcd, and all thofe 
fair hopes, produced from his late promife, difperfed 
ip the air, as fmoak is diflipated by the wind : in a 
word, he was afraid that Rozinante was maimed for 
ever, and his matter's bones diiiocated, and even 
thought it would be a great mercy if he was not in a 
worfe condition.

CHAP. XIII.

DON Antonio Moreno followed the knight of 
the white moon, who was alfo accompanied, 
and even perfecuted by a number of boys, until they 
had houfed him in one of the city inns, which was, 
at the (am? time, entered by Don Antonio, who 

burned 
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burned with impatience to know what he was ; and, 
without ceremony, intruded himfelf into the apart* 
ment to which the ftranger retired, with his fquire, 
to be unarmed. He of the white moon, per- 
ceiving how much the gentleman's curiofity waa in- 
flamed, and that he was refolved to flick clofe by 
him until he fliould be fatisfied, ** Signor, faid he, 
I am not ignorant that you are come hither on pur- 
pofe to know who I am; and, as^ there is no reafon 
why I (hould refufe you that fatisfaftion, I will, while 
my fervant is employed in taking off my armour, ex- 
plain the whole myftery, without the leaft referve» 
You mull know then, fignor, that I am called the 
batchelor Sampfon Carrafco, a townfman's of Don 
Quixote de la Mancha, whofe madnefs and extrava- 
gance has given great concern to all his acquaint- 
ance, and to me in particular. Believing that his 
recovery would depend upon his living quietly at his 
own habitation, I projeftcd a fcheme for compelling 
him to (lay at home ; and, about three months ago, 
fallied forth upon the highway, as a knight- errant, 
affuming the appellation of the knight of the mir- 
rours, fully refolved to engage and variquifh Don 
Quixote, without hurting him dangeroufly, after 
I (hould have eft ablifhcd, as the condition of our 
combat, that tlie vanquifhed fhould be at the. dif- 
cretion of the viftor : and, as I deemed him already 
conquered, my intention was to demand that he 
Ihould return to his own houfe, from which he (hould 
not ftir for the fpace of one year, in which time I 
hoped his cure might be efFefted. But fate ordained 
things in another manner : I was conquered and 
overthrown, and my defign entirely fruftrated ; he 
proceeded in queft of new adventures, and I returned 
vanquifhed, afhamed, and forely bruifed by the dan- 
gerous fall I had fuftained in battle : neverthelefs, I 
did not lay afide the defign of returning in queft of 
him to overthrow him in my turn, and you have, this 

day. 
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day, feea my intentioit fucceed ; for he £s fo puntEtnal 
io obfcrving the ordinances of chivalry, that he will, 
doubtlefs, perform his promife in complying with my 
demand. -Thia, fignor, is an account of the whole 
affair •> nor have 1 omitted one circumftance ; and I 
beg you will not difcovcr and difclofe to Don Quixote 
who I am,, that my chriftian intention may take ef- 
fcft, and the poor gentleman retrieve his judgment, 
which would be altogether excellent, were he once 
abandoned by thofe mad noti<Mis of chivalry," ** God 
forgive you, fignor, cried Don Antonio, for the in- 
jury you have done the world, in feeking to reftore 
to his fenfe$ the moft agreeable madman that ever 
lived ! Do not you perceive, fignor, that the benefit 
refulting from the cure of Don Quixote will never 
counterbalance the plcafure produced by his extrava- . 
gances,? But, I imagine, all the care and induftry 
of fignor batchelor will hardly be fufficient to tffcd 
the recovery of a man who is fo thoroughly mad, 
and, if it was no breach of charity, I would fay. May 
Don Quixote never he cured ; for, in his recovery, 
wle not Only lofe his owa diverting flights, but alfo 
thofe of his fquire Sancho Panza ; and any of thefe 
conceits ar« fueh as miglit convert melancholy her- 
felf into, merriment and laughter : neverthclefs, I 
(hall put a feal upon my lips, and fay nothing, that 
I may fee whether or not I fhall judge ari^t, in 
fuppoCng that the diligence of fignor Carrafco will 
n^t anfwer his expeft^ion.'' The batchelor an- 
fweredaj, that all things confidered, the bufinefs was 
already i»» a faij! way,. an«H he did not doubt, would 
bQ Wefled with a profperous iffiie. Don Antonio 
having made a tender of his ferviccs and taken 
h^. le^ve, Sampfon ordered his arms to be fattened 
upQuanmle; theft, mounting the horfo on which he 
engaged Don QuixotC!, he quitted the city that fame 
day, on his return to his own country, in which he

Si^ whole days did Den Quixpt©^ lie a-hcdj p^*^ 
five, melancholy, mauled, 5ind meagye, rcvolyiog ui 
his imagination, and meditating inceffantly ori th^ 
unfortunate incident of his overthrow ; notwithftandr* 
ing the confolations of Sancho, who, a^Qpg otbc^c 
arguments of comfort, eidiorted his worfcip to h^l4 
up hi^ h^ad, and difpel his fprifow, i| poffiWe. 
«« Your worfliip, faid he, has reafon t»» tfea^k God^ 
that, though you are ov^rthrown,^ your ribs ar^ ftitl 
whole : you know that, in thofe matters* we muft takft 
as weU a$ give 5 and where there are ho^ks WQ Hq i¥?t 
always find bacon. A fig for the phyfician» feeing ¥/» 
do npt wan^ his help vgi the cure of thi^ dift^mpen :. 
let us return to our habita;tipn, arid teave ofi^ mtf^l- 
ling abovt in queft of adventures, through lapd^ and. 
countries unknown : nay, if we rightly confide f ^a- 
cdS^y I am the greateftlofer, though your WQrftip i* t^e. 
i^oft rovgWy handled y for, though when I qmm^th^ 
goveriiiment, I, likewife, quitted aU ihou^ of gor 
verning, I .d^id not give up the d^fii^e of l^eipg a QOm^i^ 
which will never be fulfiJleA if yonr wqrfhip ftiguldL 
renouKic^ your defign of bwvg ^ kingj^^ and qsi^ tj^. 
ej^CTci^ ot chivalry j iipfc tltot caf^ ?4l. ipj^ h^pe^ mttft 
vapiflv into fnioke." .<* Pea(^,, Sanchp,, fiid t-fefl dit 
confolate knight 5 the term of nay pena^<;e. apdir^^w^ 
ment will iiot exc;eed a year, at the end ^ vifhjich L 
wil\ retire tati(i^ ly)i?o^Tabl€ duties of n^y pfpfgfflQn, 
and thea v^e ifeaU find kingdoms to pQ^qu^i: aa4'.

my fin v^xc^ heai ! cji^d fiw^n^bo ; and. I havet aJiMray% 
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heard it faid, that righteous hope is better than unjuft 
poflefTion. 

Their convcrfation was interrupted by Don Anto- 
nio, who, entering the apartment with marks of in- 
finite fatisfaftion, exclaimed, ** Money for my good 
news, fignor Don Quixote : Don Gregorio, and the 
renegado who undertook his deliverance, are now in 
the road — in the road \ they are, by this time, in 
the viceroy's palace, and will be here in an inftant*** 
The knight was a little revived by thefe tidings, and 
replied, *• In truth, I was going to fay, I (hould have 
been glad to hear that the fcheme had not fucceeded^ 
fo that I fhould have been obliged to crofs over inta 
Barbary, where I would, by the ftrength of my arm, 
have given liberty not only to Don Gregorio, but 
alfo to all the chriftian captives in Algiers — but, what 
am I faying, miferable caitiff ? am not I vanquiftied ?

recover frefh fpirits for frefh adventures. Get up, 
therefore, I befeech your worfliip, and receive Don 
Gregorio 5 for the people are in fuch an uproar, that, 
by this time, he muft be in the houfe/' 

This was really the cafe : Don Gregorio and the 
renegado having given the viceroy an account of the 
voyage and fuccefs of the undertaking, the young 
gentleman, impatient to fee his dear Anna Felix, 
vras come with bis deliverer to the houfe of Don An- 
tonio j 
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tonio ; and, although Don Gregorio was in women's 
apparel when they delivered him from Algiers, he had

He is refolved that none of our people 
fiiall remain concealed, left, like an hidden vapt, they 
nuy hereafter bud and bring forth fruit which may 
be poiibnpus to Spain, already cleapf^d nod de* 
Uvered from thofe fears that rofe from the piodi* 
gtoua number of Moors : an heroic reibludoo of die 
great Philip III. who has, at die fa0}e time, difplay- 
ed the moft confummate wifdom^ in committing tke 
execution of the fcheme to the courage swod ability 
of Don Bemandino de Velafco." " Jfeverdidcfs, 
laid Don Antonio, I will, while a(t comt, ufc all pof- 
fible means in your behalf, and leave the determi- 
nation to Heaven : Don Gregorio (hall go along with 
me, and conible his parents for the grief they have 
fuffered from his abfeiice : Anna Felix Ihall ftav with 
my wife, or be boarded in a monaftery ; and, I know, 
my lord viceroy will be pleafed to lodge honeft Ricote 
until we fhall fee the iffue of my negociation." The 
viceroy agreed to every circumftance of the propofal> 
but Don Gregorio, being informed of the fcheme, 
declared he neither could nor would leave his chaitn-

-^ Ihe 
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flie wc call Fortune is a drunken, fickle female, and 
fo blind withal, that fhe fees not what fhe does, and 
knows not whom Ihe is abafing, or whom exalting/ 
•• Sancho, anfwered the knight, thou art very philo- 
fophical, and haft fpoke with great difcretion, wliicH 
I know not where thou haft learned : I can tell thee, 
however, there is no fuch thing as fortune in the 
whole world; nor do thefe things which happen,, 
whether good or evil, proceed from chance, but foleJy 
from the particular providence of Heaven ; and hence 
comes the ufiiat faying. That every man is the maker 
of his own fortune : I at leaft have been the maker 
of mine, though not with fufficient prudence, and there- 
fore my prefumptuous hopes mifcarried. I ought to 
have confidered that Rozinante's weaknefs couM not 
refift the weight and magnitude of my adverfary^s 
horfe : in a word, I tried my fortune, did what I 
could, found myfelf vanquifhed and overthrown, and 
though I loft mine honour, I neither did nor can forfeit 
my integrity and the merit of fulfilling my promife :

fion, and to travel fatter than tJie ordinary pace." 
So foying, he clapped fpurs to lto2:inante, a?nd fet on, 
leaving them attoni(hed in confequence of having 
fan and obferved the ilrange figure of the matter 
and the fagacity of the fervant, for fuch they fup- 
pcFfed Sandio to be- One of them coukt not help 
laying, •< If the fervant is fo wife, what muft the 
mafter be ? I'll lay a wager if they go to ftudy at 
Salamancha, they will in a trice be created alcaldes 
of the court ; for, it is nothing but children** piay, 
ftudying and poring, and having intereft a?nd good 
luck ; and when a man thinks leatt about the matter, 
he finds himfdf with a^ white r4)d in his hand, or ^ 
mitre upon his head." 

That night our adventurer and his i^uire paftd' 
in the middle of an open field, under the fpackmt 
cope of heaven ; and next day proceedkig oh their 
journey,, they faw coniing towards them a mfeft on 
feoty witji a^ jaTelia or half pike in his hand, and a 
waiter on his back : circrnnftances^ from which they 
judged he was a poft or courier.

chantment in the cafe, nor any fort of transforma- 
tion ; I was as much the lacquey Tofilos when I en- 
tered the lifts, as when I left them. I thought the 
girl handfome, and therefore would have married her 
without fighting; but the event did not anfwer my 
cxpedation. Your worftiip was no fooner gone from

-coihplained of me in publick : undoubted proofs of 
my being the objeft of her adoration ; for the ihdig- 
jiation of lovers ilfually vents itfelf in malcdiftions. 
I had no hopes to give, nor treafmres to offer; alt 
my affe^ions are yielded to Dulcinea ; and t3ie trea^' 
fures of knights-errant are like thofe of the fiMtSf

friend to good fellowihip." « Thou haft a very 
good notion, faid the knight; and if the baehddr 
ihall be inclined to join our paftoral aflbdation, as 
he do^bflefs will, he may take the tppdlation of the 
(hepherd Sanfonimo, or of die (wain Carnifcon: 
Nicholas the bather may be called Niculdfo, as -rfd

" Good heaven ! friend Saocho^ faid Don Quixote, 
what a life fliall we lead! how will our earsbe re- 
galed with pipes and bagpipes of Zamora, tam^ 
bourines, timbrels, and rebecs! and if thefe di^^* 
tent kinds of mafic be reinforced with the found of 
the albogue$, we ihall have a full concert of all t^ie 
paftoral inftrumcnts*'' " And pray what arc th« 
albogues ? laid Sancho, I never £aw nor heard then^ 
named before,, in th<i whole courfe of my life.'* *^ AU 
^gues, anfwered dtc knight, are plates of bra& re* 
feinUii^ candleftickS) the hallow parts of which be* 
lag clafted togetiber proditce a fisund^ if not raviih* 
mg or barmomous,. at leaft not difagreeable nor un^* 
&ited to ^ rufticity o£ ^ ^bagpipe and tabor. 
The name c^ albc^tLeff is- Moorifli^ as arc all thp 
wxKtd^ m our language beginning widi al ; {^ extf 
atipk, Aknoaca> Aimorca, Alhombra, Alguazii^

To this effufion Sancho replied, " Verily, figwoi^, 
I am fuch an unlucky wretch, that I am afiaid the 
time will never come when I fhall fee myfelf in that 
1)leficd occupation. O what delicate wooden fpocns 
fhall I make when I am a (hepherd, ! O what crumbs 
and cream fliall I devour ! O what garlands and 
paftoral nick^acks fliall I contrive ! and though thefe 
fnay not, perhaps, add much to my reputation for 
wifdbm, they will not fail to convince tlie world ©f 
«iy ingenuity. My daughter Sanchica fhall bring 
our* viiS^uals to the fold; but 'ware mifchicf * the 
wench is buxom: and there are forae fliepherds 
more knavifh than'fimple: I would not havfe heir 
tome out for wool and go home fhorn* Thofe fen* 
•amours, and unruly defires, are gratified ii^^tbe- opeh 
£eid as well as in the city-chamber, in a4h^pher<i% 
cot as well as in a royal palace. Thefiii wiUcc&fe 
"when the temptation is removed : The hesKrt will not 
grieve for what the eye does not perceive V and. What 
prayers ne'er can gain, a leap from a hedge will 
.obtain." . " No more of your proverbs, Sancho, faid 
Don Quixote ; any one of thpfe than haft repeated is 
fufficient to explain thy meaning ; and I have often 
^jfhoited thee to be lefs prodigal of old fawsy and 
keep them more under command : but, I fee it if 
.like preaching to the defart : and, My mother whips 
,mc ar-dl fcourge the top." . " Under corie£Hqi)y'4Rr 
jfweied the fquire, your worihip^ methinks,.is.ljke iic 
"frying-pan which called^tor the pot, Avaunt^.l^^i/ck-^ 
moor, avaunt ! Even in the very a£): of rebuking rpc 
for uttering proverbs, your wor&ip firings them to- 
,gcther in pairs." <« But, then, you muft eonfider, 

Sanchoi 
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Sancho, faid Don Qwixote, that, -when I ufe them, 
they are feafpnably brought in, an4 fit the purpofe as 
the ring fits the finger : whereas, by th?e, they arc 
not brought in, but lugged in, as it were^ by the 
head and fhoiddera. If my memory faUs me not, I 
have formerly told thee, that proverbs are ihort fej>- 
tences extra<&;ed from the experience and fpeculation 
of ancient fagcs ; and a proverb unfeafonably intro* 
duced, is rather an abfurdity than a judicious apo- 
phthegm; But let us quit the fubjcft, and, as the^ day is 
already fpent, retire from the high-way to fomc place 
where we may pafs the night ; for God alone know* 
what will be to morrow.*' 

They, accordingly retired to a grove, where they 
mad^ a late and very indifferent fuppcr, to the no 
fmali mortification of Sancho, who ruefully reflefted 
itpon the meagre commons of chivalry, fo uncom- 
&>rtably difcuiied among woods and mountains: though 
his imagination was alfo regaled with the remen^- 
brance ^ that abundance which he had enjoyed at 
the caftle, as well as at the wedding of the rich 
Camacho, and in the houfea of Don Diego de Mi- 
randa, and Don Antonio de Moreno: but, finally, 
confidering it could not be always day, or always 
«ight, he refolved, for the prefent, to fleep, wbUfi 
his mailer indulged his contemplations awake. 

CHAR XVL 

Of the briftly adventure in which Don Quixote wsla 
involved, 

*pHE higlit wa« a little dark: for although the 
moon was itl the heavens, fhe was invifible ta* 
thc|^ople of our hemifphere, madam Diana having 
t^en a trip to the Antipodes, and left our mouh- 
tains obumbrated, and bur vallies obfcur/ed. 

N 4 Dto 
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Don Quixote, in compliance with nature, enjoyed 
his firft Ileep, without indulging hunfelf in a/fecon3, 
quite contrary to the praftice of Sanchp, who .never 
defired a fecond, bccaufe the firft always lafted from, 
night till morning ; a fure fign of little care, zrid an 
excellent conftitution. As for the knight, his' cares 
interfered 'fo much with his repofe, ihat he waltcned 
hit fquire^ to whom he faid, ** t am amazed, Sancho, 
at the indifterence of thy difpofltion, and imagine 
thou art made of marble or ob' 
ccptiblc of fentiment or emotio 
tkou art fnoring ; I weep whilft 
faint with f aft ing, whilft thou art 
of breath with eating ! It i^ the 
fcrvant to fympathize with his m 
ihare his anguiih, even for the 
Obfcrvc the ferenity of the ft:y, 
the place, which invite us to mak 
ottr repofe. I conjure thee, by thj 
afide to fomfe proper place^ whetCj 
grateful inclination, thou iriaye 
fli£l upon thyfelf thtce or four 
tuc^ount of Ihilcinea's enchantme 
I humbly recjueft, without any intention to try again 
the ftrength of thine arms, which I know to be heavy 
and robul! : after the performance of that taflt, W6 
win pafs the remainder of the night. In harmony ; I, 
in finging the torments of abfenqe, and thou in 
chanting the coilftancy of thy paffion j and thus will 
we be^m the paftoral life which we arc to lead at out 
own village,'* " Sigiior, anfwered the fquire, I am 
r\6 monk to rife and difcipline my flefli in the middle 
of the night j not do I think the extremity ©f p^^in 
is fuch a provocative to mufu; : I the.refoire defire, 
your woribip will let me take out my iJap, withoiii 
f?rctting me farther to fcourge myfeJf, left I firouljiL'. 
grow dcfperate,/ and folcmnly fwcar never ,tQ whip. 
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tK6 nap of my ganncnt, much lefs a hair of fnj fkm.* 
«« Soui of a fevage ! Smty hearted {quire ! cried Don 
Quitote : O ill bcftowed bread ! O ill requited bene*- 
fits, inCen^od or conferred ! By my means waft thou 
created governor $ and through me alone doft thou 
now enjoy the near ^rofpeft of being a count, or 
fomething elfe of equal title ; nor will the accom* * 
pfifliment of thy wiihes be retarded longer than the 
term €>f one fleeting year ; for, Poft tenebras fpero 
lucem.** "Your conclufion, faid Sancho, I do not 
underftand} but well I know, that, while I ileep, 
I am troubled neither with fear nor hope, nor toil . 
nor glory 5 and praife be to him who invented fleep^ 
which is the mantle which ihrouds all human thoughts ; 
the food that difpels hunger ; the drink that quenches 
thirft J the fire that warms the cold; the cool breeze 
that moderates heat j in a word, the general coirt 
that purehafts every commodity ; the weight and 
balance that makes the ihepherd even with his fove- 
pcign, and the ftmple with the fege : there 19 only 
one bad circ^mflance, as I have heard, in fleep; it 
refembles death ; inafmuch as between a dea^corpfe 
and a fleeping man there is no apparent difference." 
*< Truly, Sancho, faid the knight, I never heard thee 
talk fo elegantly before, whence I perceive the truth 
of the proverb which thou haft often repeated. Not 
be with whom you was bied, but he by whom yeu are 
fed." "Odds my life ! (ir mafter of mine, cried 
San<^ko, I am not the only perfon who ftringa^ pnv 
verbs : they fall from your worfhip's mouth in couples, 
fefter tfcan from mine; indeed, there is fome diffe- , 
rence ; for your worfhip's proverbs come at a proper . 
time, whereas mine are always out of feafon ; but, 
neverthetefs^ they are all proverbs." 

Thus for the converfition bad proceeded, when \ 
they heard a dtill confufed noife,^ intermingled with 
very har& founds, that feemed to extend through ' 
the wh^ Kiiley. The knight immedifttdy &avts4 
N 5 vp 
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vrp and vniheathed his fword ; while the Cquhre fcpat- 
ted down under Dapple, fencing himfelf on each 
fide with his wiafter'e armour and the patinel of the 
dfs, being a$ much afr^d as Don Qmitote was 
aitoniihed; for the notfe iricreafed every niomettt, 
as' the cac^e of it approached the two ^trembki^ or 
rather one trembler, for- the othc/s tuloar ^d 
courage are well known. The cafe, in faft, -was 
this: fome d(5aler8 were driving about fix hundved 
hogs to a fair, and, as they travelled in the niffht, 
the noife of their feet, together wi A their gUinmig 
and blowing, made fuch a din, as almoft deafened 
Don Quixote and Sancho, who eould not- conceive 
the meaning of fuch an nproar. Mean while, ^e 
numerous grunting herd advanced^ and, without 
(hewing the leall refpeft to the authority ,of iDon 
Quixote or Sancho, ran over them in a twinkling, 
demoliihed the barricadoes of the fquite, and tram- 
pled down not only the mailer, but alfo im *ft«ed 
Rozinante ; the thronging, the grunting,' an^ the 
hurry of thofe unclean animals, throwing ever^ thing 
in confufion, and ftrcwing the matter and the mSm, 
the horfe and . the afs, the pannel and the armour, 
along the ground. Sancho getting up as wdl as 
be could, demanded his matter's fword, in orde» to 
lacrifice half a dozen of thcfe difcourteous gentleman 
porkers; for by this time he had difcovered what 
they were : but the knight refufed to gr?nt his re- 
quett, faying, " Let them pafs, friend Sancho 5 this 
affront is the puniftiment of my crime 5 and the juft 
chaftifement of heaven inflifled upon a vanquiihed 
knight, is, that he fhall be devoured by dogs, ftung 
by wafps, and trampled .upon by fwine." << At that 
rate, then, replied the fquire, the chattifement which 
heaven infli£l:s upon fquires of vanguiflied knight-er- 
rants, is, that they fliall be bitten by fleas, devoured 
by lice, and afiaulted by famine : if we fquires were 
Ibjas of the knights we ferve, or even their near rela- 
tions, 
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:tii:jris|.*jit would be no gneat^ wonder i£ the puniflimentr 
of their fauks fliQuld overtake tts to the fourth gene- 
ration : bu^ what, affinity.. is Aqre- between .the Pan-^ 

. zas and tbe Quixotes ? At prefent, let us put things.

ifledpi , whidi received no interruption from the te- 

; mbnlmmce of debt, furety, or any other grievance. 
As fiot Don Quixote he leaned againft a beech or 
cork-tree v for Cid Hamet Benengeli has not di/Kn- 
gifeiihed the genus y and, to the mufic of his own fighs,. 
fung the following ftanzas :

highway. The reft of Ae footpads drove Saacho 
and Dapple before : the^, atid w}iiji^ a wcmderful 
filenee prevailed, followed the knight,, who attejpipted 
twice or thriqe to aflc whither they condu^d him, 
and what they wanted j but fcarce had he hegsm to 
move his lipa, when they threatened to fhut them, for 
ever with the points of their fpeacs. The fame me- 
naces were praftifed upon Sandho^ who no feoiner 
exprefled a defire to be talking^ than he was pvkked 
in the pofteriors with a goad by one of his attendants^; 
and Dapple met withrthe fame fate^ as if he too had 
ndade a motion to fpeak, like hfs matter. -

Incrcafed their admiration, and redoubled their fwr, 
as will be feen in the following chapter. 

CHAP. xvn. 

Of the mod Cngular and ftrangeft adventufc that 
happened to Don Quixote in the whole caurTe «f 
this fublime hiftory. 

fT^HE horfemcn alighting, with die affiftaiioe of 
* thofe who were on foot, fnatched up the l>odi<^ 
of Don Quixote and Sancho, and carried diem haftily 
into the coiirt of the caftle, round which above a 
hundred flaming torches were placed, and the cor- 
ridores of the court were illuminated by five hundred 
tapers, (hining with fuch a blaze, that, in fpite of 
the night, which was dark, there was no want of 
the day. In the middle of the court appealed a 
monument raifed about two yards from the ground, 
and covered with*a fpacious canopy of black Tclvet; 
And, upon the fteps that led up to it, above a hun- 
dred tapers of virgin wax flood burning in iilvor 
eandlefticks. On the tomb lay. the body of a young 
damfel, whofe beauty was fuch, as rendered death it- 
felf beautiful : h^r^ head was raifed on a cufliion of 
Vroc^rd^ and crowned with a gariand of various .odo- 
riferous 'flowers; and in her- hands, that werexieofi^ 
ed upon her breail, appeared a bough of greon.m- 
tOriidus palm. On one fide of die court was ereiQ^ed.a 
theatre^ on which were fcated ^wo pcribnagtsi. wluMn

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theb crowns and i^eptjnc^ declared to tieeiitter r^lpr 
fiditious kings i and hard by the theatre^ which was 
furni&ed with (teps, two pther xhairs, upo^ which 
I>c»i Quixote and Sancho were 
101^, /who ftill maiiitained their 
obfervance of which th^y likewii 
figas, to pur hero and his fquire j 
tions were altogether fuperfluous 
ment at what diey faw, had e 
tongues : and, indeed, how cou 
aftonifhed at fight of diis apparat 
that by this time the knight had difcovered the dead 
body on the tomb to be no other than the beauteous 
Akifidora ? At dbis junfhire, two noble perfona^, 
with a numerous retinae, atbended the theatre and 
feated themfelves in magnificent chairs^ hard by the 
figures that were crowned : then Don Quixote and 
Sancho, perceiving the new-comers to be their for- 
mer entertainers, the duke and duchefs, rofe up aend 
bowed with great veneration ; and thejr gipace^s, rifiog 
alfo, returned the compliment with a flight inclination 
of the head* And now an officer oroffing t))^ court, 
and approaching Sancho, threw over hihi a robe 
of black buckram painted all over with flames of 
fire ; at the fame time pulling ofiF his cap, he put 
upon his head one of thofe palleboard mitres which 
are worn by the penitants of the holyoffipcjand in 
a whifper advifed him to keep his lips fad fewed t|9- 
gether, unlefs he had a mind to be gagged f or put 
to death without mercy. Sancho fiirveyed himfelf 
from head to foot, and faw his robe In flames ; but 
as they did not burn, he valued them not a farthing ; 
then he took oflF his mitre, and, perceiying it iigux^ 
with pi^^res of fiend^ iet it on his head agaio> fay- 
ing to himfelf, *^ As the flames do not burn,a|>d t^e 
fiends do not fly away with me, I ana very wi^l fatif- 
ficd-'? Don QMaixote likewife furveyed the fc|uire» 
aod^ although his reflexion was (till difturb^d with 

fear 
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fear ancf fnfpencc, dooM not help taking ^ tll^ hi^* 
dkroiw figtire. 

Sancho being thus eqnmpecf, a low yet agreeaBTe 
found of flutes feemed to iffoe firem beneaA the tomb^ 
and being uninterrupted by any hum^n vbice, for 
here filence itfelf kept filence, produced a very foft 
and pleafing melody. Hien all of S( ftiddefl a beau, 
tiful youftb, in a Roman habit, appeared dofe by the 
cufliton on which the (eemingly dead body repofcd, 
and to the found of the harp on which he himfelf 
pkryed, widi a fweet harmonioua voice he fung the 
two foBowing ftanzas :

who fitteft with me in judgment, within the gloomy 
caverns of Lethe, as- thou art intimately acquainted 
with sjl the determinations of the infcxutable Fates,, 
touching the revival of this damfel, relate and declare 
them without lofs of time, that we may no longer 
delay that happinefs which we cxpe£l from her re- 
covery." 

Scarce had Minos pronounced thefe words, when 
his fellow-^udge and companion Rhadamanthus flood 
up, faying, ** So ho, ye minifters of this houfe, high 
and low, great and fmall, come hither one by one^ 
and mark the face, the arm, and loin^ of Sancho 
with two dozen of tweaks, one dozen of pinches^ 
md half a dozen pricks with a pin : for upon thi$ 
execvrtioR depends the revival of Altifidora." Saneho 
^aAza hearing this fentence, broke lilene^ and ex- 
claimed aloud, « I vow li) God, I will fooncr turn 
Turk, th^n allow my face to he marked or my flefli 
io ot handled in any Aich manner 1 Body o'me ! what 
hssr the pinching of mv face to do with the refur- 
pedion of that damfel? The old woman has got a 
Itquorifh tcfrth, and fbe is ftill licking her fingers, 
forfboth. Dulcinea is. cnchantcdi and I muft i)e 
fcourged for the difenchantment of her ladyfhip : 
Altifidora is dead by the hand of God, and in prder 
to bring her to life, I muft fuffen two do^^en of 
tweaks ; my body muft be pinked into a fieve with 
large pins, and my arms pinched into alMhe. colours 
of the rainbow I Such jokes may pafs upon a brother- 
in-law 5 but I am an old dog, and will not be coaxed 
with a cnift,'* ♦« Then tbou fhak die, eried Rhada^^ 
manthus with an audible voice : tame^ th^t jfavage,. 
heart qf thii^, thou tyger \ bttmble thyfelf, t^u proud 
Nimrod } fuffer and be fiknt : we alk not impoffin 
bilifics i aod therefore, riiov muft not pretend tp^^^Ti 
'. * " amine 
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SLinine the dlfficukies of this afiair: tweaked .thou 
(halt be 5 pinked flialt thou find thyfelf, and pinched 
until thy groans declare thine anguifh. So ho, I fay, 
ye miniflers, execute my command, or by the taitB of 
an honcft man, you fliall fee for what you were born.^* 

In confequence of this fummons, fix duennas came 
walking through the court yard in proceffion one by 
one, the four firft with fj;2e<3:acles, and each with her 
right arm raifed, about four inches of the wrift being 
bared according to the prefent fafhion, that th^ hand 
ipay feem the larger. Sancho no fooner beheld thefe 
piatrons than he began to bellow like a bull, ex- 
claiming, " I might have allowed myfelf to be 
handled by all the world befidcs, ^>ut that duennaa^ 
(hould touch me, I will by no means content ! they 
may cat-cl^w my facd as my mafter was ferved in 
this very caftle : they may run me through the gut^ 
with daggers of fleel : they may tear the flefh off xaf 
arms witn rcdJiot pincers: all thefe tortures will 1 
bear patiently, for the fervicc of thefe noble perfons:. 
hut I fay again, the devil (hall fly away with me, be- 
fore I fuffer a duenna to lay a finger on my carcafc l-^* 
Then Don Quixote, addrefling himfelf to Sancho„ 
broke filence in thefe terms i *• Exert thy patience, 
my fon, for the fatisfaftion of thefe noble ^erfonages, 
and give thanks to heaven which hath indued thy 
perfon with fuch virtue, that by the martyrdom of 
thy flefh, the enchanted are delivered from enchant- 
ment, and even the dead revived." 

By this time the duennas had furrounded Sancho> 
who, bding foftened and perfuaded, feated himfelf in 
a proper pofture, and held out his face and beard to 
the firft, who treated him with a well-planted twitch, 
and then dropped a profound courtcfy. " Lefs coyr- 
tefjr, lefe anointing, good madajji duenna, cried tiie 
fquirej for,. by the Lord, your fingers fmack of 
vinegar !" In a word, he was tweaked by all the 
duennas, and pinched by a great nlimber of other 

pcr- 
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Ecrfons belonging to the family : but what he could 
J no means be brought to endure, was the punfture 
with pins, which they no fooner began to perfornu 
than ftarting up in a rage, and feizing a lighted torch 
that flood near him, he aflaulted the duennas and 
all the reft of his executioners, crying, '* Avaunt, 
je minifters of hell ! I am not made of brafs, to be 
infenfible to fuch torture" At thisinftant Altifidora, 
who muft have been tired with lying fo long upon 
her back, turned herfelf on one fide ; and this motion 
was no fooner perceived by the fpeftators, than all of 
fhem- exclaimed, as if witn one voice. ** Altifidora 
moves, Altifidora lives !" Then Rhadamanthus de- 
fired Siancho to lay afide his indignation, feeing the 
intended aim was already accompliflied. - 
' Don Quixote feeing Altifidora ftirring, fell upon 
his knees oefore Sancho, faying, «« Now is the time, 
dear fbn of my bowels, and no longer my fquire I 
now is the time to in&iO: upon thyfelf fomc of thofe 
lafhes thou art obliged to undergo for the difenchant- 
ment of Dulcinea. This, I fay, is the time, when 
thy virtue is feafoned, and of efficacy fufficient to per- 
form the cure which we expedk from thy compliance.'* 
To this apoftrophe the fquire replied, <* This is reel 
Mpoti reel, and not honey upon pancakes ; fcourging, 
to be fure, is a very agreeable defert to a dim of 
twitches, pinches, and pin-prickings. There is no 
more to be done, tut to take and tie a gteat ftone 
about ixiy neck, and tofs me into a well; it will be 
much better for me to die at once, than to be always 
the wedding heifer, to remedy the misfortunes of 
other people : either let me live, in peace, or, before 
God! all fhall out, fell or not fell." 

By this time Altifidora fat upright on the tomb, 
and at that inftant the waits beginning to play, were 
accompanied by the mufic of flutes, and the voicfes 
cf all the fpeftators, who acclaimed, <* Live, Altifi- 
dora ! Altifidora, live !" The duke and diichefs, to- 
gether

gether widi Minos and Rhadamanthus, riling frois 
their fears^ and being joined by Don Quixote and 
Sancho, went to receive this young lady, and help 
her in defcending from the tomb j while the^ were 
thus employed, die afiumed a languid and fainting 
air, and inclined her head towards the duke and 
duchefs and the two kings, darted a fide-h>»g g^ce 
to Don Quixote, faying, ** God fc»rgive tbee, imi1>i 
knting knight ! by thy cruelty I have been doomed 
to remain, as I believe, above a thoi^and years u» 
the other world I but as for thee, thou moft com** 
pafTionate fquire that this wide earth^ contains ! 1 
thank thee kindly for that life I now eojoy. From 
this day, friend aaacho, thou mayeft command &e of 
r:y fhlfts to be converted into fhirts £of thy awn^ 
body ; and if they are not quite whole, at leaft they 
are white and clean." Sancho thanked hev for the 
pre&nt, with mitre in hand and knee on ground r 
and when the duke ordered his fervants to take away 
thofe badges of dilgrace, asd reftoce his own cap 
smd coat \ the £quire entreated his grace to fet hnt 
keep the mitre and the flammg robe, and carry theov 
to his own country, as a mark a^ nuem^ial^ %i 
this increcMble adventure. To. this fuppKcation tl« 
duchefe replied, ^ Thac he might keep tbefe teftl* 
moniak \ for he knew how nrncb ihe was hit 
friend/' 

The duke ordered th^ court to be ^eaf«e<i^ tbe o»a»* 
nany to r^ire to their feverat dlan^b^s, and di# 
knight and fqmre ta be condu£ied to ^ a^partsnefiA 
which they bad formerly occupied; 



CHAP. 
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CHAP- XVUI. 

Which follows the preceding, and treats of matters 
that muft be difclofed. In order to make the hiftory 
the more intelligible and diftin£%. 

SANCflO fl^ that mght in a ttuckle-bed, in 
. Ae apairttne&t of Don <^i»ote ; a circumftance 
irliidi he would hare waved, if pofltble, becaufe he 
well knew his mafter would keep him awake with 
^eftioiis »nd replies, and he was not at ^1 in a talk- 
ative humour j for the pain of his paft fufferings 
hiftt Aem ftiU ptefent in his fancy, depriving his 
Umgne of its iifeal fi-eedom ; and he would have much 
mdier flept aflone in a hut, than in the richeft cham- 
ber ^hus accompanied. His apprehenfion was fo 
tttie Atid his fufpicion fo jufl, that icarce had his maf- 
ter committed his body to the bed, when he ac- 
eeftsed the fqunre in thefe words : •« What is thy opi- 
i|k>n, SanelK>, of this night's adventure ? Great and 
potwef^l 4S tht force of amorous difdain, as thou haft 
feen with thy own eyes Altifidora dead— -not by ihaft^ 
iff fword, or warlike inftrument, or mortal poifon^ 
but &kly by the refle£lion of that rigour and dif- 
dain widi >raich I have always treated her advances.'' 
f(£he mi^t have died in go6d time, when and how 
file thought proper, cried Sancho, and left me in 
^ftUBt 411' my #wn boufe, feeing 1 never treated her 
^idxefifi^th k>ve or difdaiti in the whole courfe of my 
kfe^ iaf mj own piart, I neither know nor can I con- 
ceive;, as I nave formerly obfetvcd, what the health or 
Uic of f uth a wfaim^ai girl as Altifidora has to do 
witii the midtyrdom of Sancho Panza $ but now at 
Jengdi I can oleatiy and diftin^ly perceive that this 
world a&ually bounds with enchanters' and enchant- 
ments, from whkh I pray God may deliver me, fincc 
I cannot deUver myfelf : in t^ mean time, I hum- 
bly be£efC)h your worfiiip to let me fleep^ without 

farther 
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£arther queilian, if you have not a mind to fee me 
throw myfelf out of the window." <* Sleq;) then, 
friend Sancho, faid the knight, if ihou canit enjoy 
the benefit of flumber, after the pinching, twitching^ 
and pricking thou h^fl: undergone." " No pain. i$ 
comparable to that of the twitching, replied the 
fquire; for no other reafon, be^aufe it was in- 
fli£ted by duennas, whom God in heaven confounds- 
I again intreat your worfliip to leave me to my repofe; 
for fleep is a remedy for thofe miferies which we feel 
when awake." <« Be it fo,^ faid the knight, and the 
Lord make thy fleep r^freflUng." — . 

While theje two are left to their repofe, Cid 
Hamet, author of this fublime hiftory, takes occar 
Hon to explain the motives that induced the duke and 
duchefs to raife the edifice of the adventure above 
related. He fays, the bachelor Sampfon Carrafco 
ftill remembering how, as knight of the mirrours, he 
had been vanquifhed and overthrown by Don Quix- 
otc> and his \yhole defign blotted and defaced by jtfiat 
unlucky fall and defeat ; he refolved to try his for- 
tune ^once more, in hope of meeting with better fuc- 
cefs ; and learning where the knight was, from the 
information of the page who carried the letter and 
prefent to Sancho's wife Terefa Panza, he pur- 
chafed a new fuit of armour, and a horfe, ordered 
a ;white moon to be painted on his fliield, and fafteii*. 
ed the whole cargo on the back of a hennul^ 
which was conducted by a certain ploughman, aiid 
not by his old fquire Tom Cecial, left he ihould be. 
knovtrn by Sancho or Don Quixote. With this equi- 
page he f<pt out for the duke's cafiJe, where he. was 
informed of the knight's motions and route, together 
with his intjqntipn tp ^(Jift dt the tournamenb ia J^I^lt?- 
gofla. His gr^ce. likewfc gavp him* an account of the 
jokes they had executed upon our adventurer, ivi^i 
the contrivance of Dulcinea's difenchantmcnt to i^- 
cffe^cd u the expcuce ojf Sancho'5 ppfterioi^ i J^t

did ht forget to rel^fte the trick which Stincho had 
pra6lifed on his mifter, in making him believe that 
Dulcinea was enchanted and transformed into a coun- 
try wench; as alfo mr lady ducheft had per- 
fdaded the fquire that Dulcinea was really and truly 
enchanted and transformed, and he himfelf the per- 
fon that was miftaken and deceived : particulars 
which afforded abundance of mirth to the bachelor, 
who could not help admiring afrefh the mixture of 
archnefs and (implicity in Sancho, as well as the un- 
aceountable rtadnefs of Don Quixote. The duke 
begged he would return that way, and communicate 
his fuobefe, whether he fhould be vanquiihed or vic- 
tor. Saitipfon, having promifed to comply with 
his requeft, fet out in queft of our knight ; and 
as he did not find him in Saragofla, proceeded to 
Barcelona, where he met with the adventure we have 
alteady related in its proper place: then he returned 
to the duke^s caftlc, where he gave an account of 
the whole engagement and the conditions of the 
combat ; in confequence of which, Don Quixote 
was already on his return, to fulfil, like a worthy 
knight-errant, the promife he had made to rcfide at 
his own habitation for the term of one year, during^ 
which, the bachelor faid, he might poffiWy be cured 
of his madnefs. He declared this vas his fole mo- 
tive for difguifing himfelf in fuch a manner ; as it 
was a thouSind pities, that a gentleman of Don Quix- 
ote^s excellent utiderftanding ihould continue under 
the mfluence of fuch infatuation. He accordingly 
took his leave of the duke, and returned to his own 
country, in fuU: hope that the knight was n6t far be- 
hitid. 

from this Information, his grace took the' oppor- 
tunity to contrive this lift adventure, fo much was 
he defighted with the behaviour of Sancho and Don 
Quixote. He ordered a great number of his people^ 
ost horfe-back und a^foot^ to fcour the country far 

and 
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and near» asd a patrole throuA^orcry road by which 
he thought the knight could poi&bly retuni> with 
orders to Dring him to the caltie, either bv .£air j[XK;ans 
or foul* Accordiogly, when they fouad him thtPf 
gave notice to his grace^ whf» mnng .ajrixidj tm* 
concerted what was jto be donei^iio fo(mer hoird cNf 
his coming than he direded that the torches and tapers 
(hould be lighted around the court, and AltUidOm 
placed upon the tomb, together with 9U th^ appara* 
tus already defciibed^ which was fo naturaQy and 
artfully executed, that It differed very little from the 
real truth. Nay, Cid Hamet moreoxer ofactcrrcff 
that he Jooked upon |lie jokers to be as mad as ihoffC 
who were joked, and toe duke and du(diefs to. be 
within two fingers breadth of lunacy | feeing tb^ 
placed fuch happinefs in playing pranks v^n, two 
confirmed madmen, one ot whom jtbe new-d^ 
found deeping at full fnore, and the other watching 
over his dUaltrous thoughts, and very Impatient to 
emit his couch ^ for, whether Van^uUhed or viiS:^^ 
Pon Quixote never took pleafure m loQing oothe- 
lazy down. 

It was now that Altifidora, who in the knight's 
opinion had. returned from death, in compliance 
with the humour of her lord and lady,' entered his 
apartment^ crowned with the fame garland (he had 
worn on the tomb, clad in a robe of white ta%ty 
powdered with flowers of goldj her hair flowing Joofe 
upon her flioi^ders, and fupporting herfeif upoia a 
ftaflT of fine poliihed black d>ony. This apparition 
difcompofed our hero to fuch a d^pree, that he fiirunk 
within his neft, in fJcnt contufion, and almoft 
covered bimrelf wholly with the Dieets, fuhy cfeter? 
mined againft making any return of colnpUmient 
Mean while Altifidora, fitting down upon a €haiir# 
at his bed's head, heaved a profound figh, wd* thus 
addrefied herfeif to him, in a £unt and tender tone : 
f^ When women of faflrion, and damfels of r^erve, 
'^ trample 
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trample' utxm*"Iionoor^ and give theiir tongues tKe 
iibertjrtc break thtou^ all jnoDnTenienccs^fo as t» 
dmdge the feetets M^ch their hearts conceal^ thehr 
condition muft be derperate indeed. I am one of 
thofe, figncor Don* Quixote de la Maacha; fordf 
btmpered/ vanquiflied, and enamoured^ but withal 
fo patient and modefti that my foul htakt through my 
fiknce, aiid I loft my life; in consequence of thy 
rigour, O flinty4iearted knight I more deaf than 
marble to my complaints^ have I been 4ead for two 
claysi or at leaft fuppofed to be dead by thofe who 
faw n^ ; and if love, in pity to my fate^ had ndt 
depofited a remedy in the tortures of that worthy 
fquire, -I ihould hare remained for ever in the other 
^rfd*** *^ Love, faid Sancho, might as well have 
dtpofited the i^cmedy in the tortures of my afs, and I 
flf^ukl have thanked him for it heartily : but, pray, ma* 
iutip tell me, (o may heaven fend you a kinder lover 
dun jny mafter, what did you fee in the other world I 
yiiiM is going forward in nell ? for furely thofe who 
dfc ih drfpair, muft go to that balting-plaee.'' ^ To 
tell you the tnuh^ anfwered Altifidora, I could not 
be quite dead, feeing I did not enter the infernal 
l^gtCHis; for, had I been once fairly intiodiiced, I 
coufii pot have left ^ place again, whatever incli- 
jaation I might have had to return. The truth is^ 
t went no farther than the gate, v^here I faw about 
a dozen devils playing at tennis, in dieir drawers 
and doublets, having kinds edged with Flanders lace,

' In a word, they entered the town^ filrrounded with 
feoys, and accompanied by the curate and bacheloir, 
Vbo attended them to the kni^^s houfe, zt th^ 
gate of which they found the niece and h6ufe-* 
keeper already apprifed of his arrival. The fanfic 
intimation, neither more nor lefs, had been given to 
Sancho's fpoufe, Terefa Panza, who came running 
to ft^ her hiiiband, half naked, with her hair hanging 
i^utf^ ber ^ars, and fijer daughter BatiChic^ in her 
fyndi biit,' feeing he was not fo galfy e<^iprped is 
Ihe thought a governor fliould bfe, "HeJ^dky ! hiif^ 
band, cri^d (he, you come home ' afoot, and ^feeni tb 
be quite foundered, and look more like ti govbthdr 
6f l^gs than a ruler of men."

ii^ly affented to this new propofal, extolled his mad- 
ncfs .as the very eflence of difcretibn, and promifed 
to be his companions in tiie ex^rcife he had planned* 
** All the world knows that I am a celebrated poet, 
faid Sanipfon Carrafco, and at every turn I (hall com- • 
pofe verfes, paftorals, or courtly fonnets, or fuch as 
wiH ^eft aniwer the purpofe of entertaining' iw in 
the fields through which we fliall rove : but there is 
one circumftance, gentlemen, which we mpft by no 
means negleft : and that is, every man (hall choofe 
a name for the fliepherdefs he intends to celebrate, 
and infcribc and engrave it on every tree, let it be 
never fd hard, according to the conftant praftice of 
enamoured fwains/* ** A very feafonablc fuggcftion^ 
anfwered Don Quixote : but, although I am at liberty 
to choofe a fictitious name,, I (hall not employ my 
inVcrition for that purpofe, while there is fuc ' 
fon as the peerlefs Dulcinea del Tobofo, t 
of thefe banks ! the ornament of thefe m 
the fuipport of beantv ! die cream of all ji 
and finally, the fubjecl that fuits all praife, 
perbofical foever it may be/' Very tnie, 
curate; but we muft Jjut^up with nymphs of ati in- 
ferior rank,* who, though thev'wiH not fqiiare, may

in the fame manner Ihall other names be meta- 
movphofed ; and if Sanefao Panza is inclined to be 
one of our fraternity, he may celebrate hi« wife Te^ 
refa Panza, under the name of Tertfaynai/' Bon 
Quixote' could' not Irclp fmiling at this tra^Sfbrmsi- 
tion J and the curate, in very high terms, applauded 
his honourable and virtuous refolution, pnnmfing 
anew to fpend in his company all the time he could 
fpare from his indifpenfable obligations* And' nov 
they took leave of the knight, after having advifed and 
entreated Kim to have a reverend care of his hi^ahh, 
and Comfort his^ ftomach with fomething good and Gxhr 
ftantial. * * 

The niece and houfekeeper having, by accidcnti 
<)verheard this converfation, entered die apartment, 
as foon as the curate and batchelor were gone, and 
the former addreffmg herfelf to Don (>uixote, « Utlcfe, 
laid (he, ^hat is the meaning of all mis) No^, tfiat 
we thought you was returned to (lay at hotfie, and 
lead a quiet and honourable life in your own' houfCi 
you want to rcintangle yonrfelf in new labytifiths^ 
, poor (hepherd. Thou cam'ft with a crook^

I am not rery wdl ; and be aflbred, that whe- 
dier I continue kni^-emint, or turn ihepherd, you 
ttiay depend upon my good offices and affiftance, as 
yomftall find by experience." 

Comforted by this declaration, the good fouls, for 
lb they were without doubt, carried the knight to bed, 
wb^e they prefcnted him with viduals, znd cheriflied 
Urn with ail poflible care. 

CHAP- xxn. 

Giying an account of Don Quixote's laft illnefs and 
death. , 

AS nothing human is eternal, but every fublu* 
nary obje£l, efpecially the life oif man, is always 
declining from its origin to its decay; and Don 
i^ixote had no particular privilege from Heaven 
exempting him from the 'common fate, the end and 
period of his exiftence arrived, when he leaft expedited 
its approach. Either in confequence of the me* 
lancholy produced by his overthrow, or by the par- 
ticular difpenfations of Heaven, he was feized with a 
calenture which detained him in bed for the fpace of 
fix days, during which he was often vifited by his 
i^ends, the curate, bachelor, and barber; and his 
;good fi^uire Sancho Panza never llirred fron;i his 
bed-fide. Thefe gentlemen iuf^pofing his diftem- 
^per proceeded from the chagrin infpired bjr his'OveN 
throw, and the difappointment of. his hope,' concern- 
* sng the liberty and di&nchantment of Dulcinea, en- 
deavoured, by all poffible means, to exhilarate his 
ipirits. llie bachdpr exhorted him to cheer up 
Vol. IV. P his 
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}iis beartj and forfake his coucb> that t^ey* might 
))egin their paftoral exercife, towards which he had 
already compofed an eclogue whidi would difgrace 
$ill the paftorals that ever Sannazarius wrote. He 
pkewife gave him to underftand, that he hadpiu*-* 
chafed with his own money, from an herdfman of 
(^intanar, two famous dogs, called Barcino and Bu-» 
iron, to defend their flock from the wolves. All 
thefe confolations, however, could not difpel the me- 
Jancholy of Don Quixote; fo that his friends called 
a phyfician, who, having felt his pulfe, made a verj 
flouhtfiil prognoftic ; faying, happen what woulc^ 
they ought to provide for the health of his -foul, as 
that of his body was in imminent danger ; and he 
gave it as his opinion, that the poor gentleman was 
overwhelmed with- melancholy and Vexation. The 
knight heard this feritence with the moftiieroic com* 
pofure; but that was not the cafe with his hou&« 
keeper, niece, and fquire, who began to weep and 
ivail moft tbitterly, as if they had already feen Jiun de- 
prived of life. ' 

. Don Quixote finding himfelf inclined to flumber^ 
^efired .he ixiight be leu alone, and the company re* 
tiring, he is (aid to have ilept fix. hours at a firetch^ 
fo that the houfekeeper and niece began to fear he 
would never awake. Neverthelefs, he awoke at the 
expiration of the aforefaid time, and exdaimed 
aloud, « Praifed be the Almighty God, for the 
great benefit I have received from his bounty^ f ta$ 
mercies know no bounds : nor are they abridged or 
impeded by the tranfgreffions of man !" The niecc^ 
ivho liftened attentively, hearing this ejaeulataon^ 
more fenfible an.d jtoiine£kd than any thing Iteind 
uttered fincethe begkining of his illnefs; " Und^ 
faid ihe, ?^kat do you mean ? has any thing new 
befallen us/ wh^ mercies and tran^mffions are 
thefe you mention ?" " Mercies, replied the kn^ht, 
which Heayen hath tliis inftant been pleafed to 

vouch* 
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Vouchfafe unto me, notwithftanding the heinoufnefs^^ 
of tny tranfgrefSons. I now enjoy rtxf judgment un- 
difturbcd, and cleared from thole dark fhadows of 
ignorance, in which my underftanding hath been 
involved, by the pernicious and inceflaut ^reading of 
thofe deteftable books of chivalry. I am now fen- 
fiWe of the falfity and folly they contain ; and no- 
tliiAg gives me concern, but that thiis conviftion 
comes too late to give me time fufficient to make' 
amends by reading others, which would enlighten 
my foul. I feel myfelf, coufin, at the point of 
death ; and I wou4d not undergo that great change lit 
luch a manner as to entail the imputation of n>ad- 
ncfs on my memory j for, though I have a£l:ed as a 
madman, I ihould not wifli to confirm the charafter 
by my behaviour in the laft moments of my life. 
Be fo good, my dear child, as to fend for my worthy 
frknd the curatfe, the bachelor Sampfon Carrafco,. 
and matter Nicholas the barber y for, I want to con- 
fefe, and make my #111." *" 

* The accidental arrival of thefe three faved her tlic 
trouble of fending a meflage to each in particular ; 
and Don Quixote feeing them enter, " Good gentle- 
men, faid he, congratulate and rejoice with me, upon 
my bdng no longer Don Quixote de la Mancha, 
but plain Alonfo Quixano, furnamed the Good, on 
Hccount of the innocence of my life and converfation. 
I am now" an enemy to Amadis de Gaul, and the 
yfhole infinite tribe of his defcendants : now, are all 
the profane hiftories of knight-errantry adious to 
my refleftion : now, I am fenfible of my own mad-^ 
nefs, and the danger inta which I have been preci- 
|>itated by reading fuch abfurditiesy which I, fram 
dcat-bought experience, abominate and abhor." Tfie 
three friends, bearing this declaration^ believed he 
was certainly feized with fome new fpecies of mad- 
Dfifs 5. ' aad, on^ this fuppofition, Sampfon replied,

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<« Now^ (ignor Don Quixote, when we hare received 
the jiews of my lady Dolcinea's being difenchanted^ 
do you talk at this rate ? when we are. on the pomt 
of becoming {btfhexiSf that we may pafe away our 
time happily in , finging, like fo many princes, has 
yomr woiihip taken the refolutton toi turn hermit i 
no more of liiat, I befeech you ; reeolIe£^ yonr fpirits, 
and leave off talking fuch idle ftories," *< Thofe 
which I have hitherto believed, have^ indeed, rea- 
lized my misfortune, faid the knight ^ but, with the 
adiftance of Heaven, 1 hope my deadi will turn tl^m 
to my advantage. Gkntlemen, I fed myfdf haftening 
to the goal of Ufe i and therefore, jefting apart, l^ 
me have the benefit of a gboftly coafefibr, and fond 
for a notary to write my will ; for, in fuch extremU 
tiesy a man muft not trifle with his own foul : I en- 
treat you then to call a notary, and, in the meaa 
time, I will confefs myfelf to Mr. Curate*" They 
looked at one another, furprifed at this difcoorfe^ 
and, though ftill dubious, refql^ to comply :with 
his defire: they confidered this fudden and oify 
tranfition from madnefs to fanity, as a certain figns4 
of his approaching death; for to thofe expreffiostf 
already rehearfed, he added a great number fo ra» 
tional, fo chriitian and well-conne£ked, as to ^i^pd 
the doubts of all prefent, who were now firmly pcr-< 
lu^dedy that he had retrieved the right ufe of hia 
intelle£t^. The curate having diim^ed the com*^ 
pany, confefled the penitent ; while the bachdor 
v^ent in queft of the notary, with whom he in a little 
time returned, accompanied aUb by Sancho^ who 
having received an account of his mailer's condidon, 
af^d finding the niece and houfekeepe^ in tear^, began 
to pucker up his face, and open the flood-gates of hid 
eyes. . -.

awkward, oftrich quill, the atchievements of my 
valiant loiight ; a burden too heavy for his weak 
fhouiders^ and an undertaking too great for his^ 
froaen genius. Advife him, therefore, if ever thoa< 
fiioiildft chance to be in bis company, to let the- 
wearied and mouldering bones of Don Quixote refl: 
in the gmve, withooi^ f(^kiQg tQ carry him into Old 
CaftHefj in oppofition to all the prerogatives of 
death; or to drag him from his tomb, where he 
really and truly lies extended at full length, and ut- 
terly incapable of making a third fally : for all the 
exploits performed by the whole tribe of knights- 
errant are fufiiciently ridiculed by the two expedi- 
tions he has already made, fo much to the fatififaftion 
and entertainment, not only of Spain, but alfo of 
every foreign nation to which the fame of his ad- 
ventures hath been conveyed.
